Old Trades and Tools 


In Pennsylvania near Philadelphia, 
at Doylestown, to be exact, is a col- 
lection of tools, begun in 1897, by Dr. 
Henry C. Mercer. This collection of 
tools of early industries has swelled 
to more than 15,000 primitive imple- 
ments and utensils and this count was 
taken years back. 


The purpose of this collection was 
not only to preserve them for poster- 
ity, but to show how history can_be 
clear and interesting when one has 
the chance to go to a museum ind 
see and study the crude methods our 
ancestors had to contend with, and 
yet produced work of art, in every 
trade. It helps us to follow the grad- 
ual progress up to our present machine 
age. 


It is significant that America, the 
land of modern industries, where the 
most wonderful machines strive to 
eliminate all handwork, should have 
been the first, to study systemati- 
cally primitive trades and erect a mu- 
seum in which all the basic industries 
are represented. And this is not to be 
wondered at, In America the primi- 
tive industries have died out, and 
therefore the interest in them has 
become intense. Since the founding of 
the Doylestown Museum, there has 
been impetus along these lines and 
now there are other Museums 
throughout our country, which feature 
the tools of early days.

That the study of primitive indus- 
tries had been so sadly neglected 
previously was due to the attitude of 
learned people of former times who 
looked down with scorn upon the 
trades people. Only when the simple 
artisan was touched by genius and 
produced articles not only of utility 
but of artistic merit, did he gain 
recognition and praise for his work. 
Times have changed, out of our great 
populace there are astoundingly few 
in comparison who are able to use 
their hands and turn out hand made 
objects, be they of iron, wood, leather, 
etc., and indeed they are no longer 
tradesman but artists in their own 
right. 


It does not take much thought or 
planning just to press a button, to 
set a machine, and promptly run a 
long piece of, let us say ‘wood, 
through to produce several gross of 
the self same thing per minute. How- 
ever, thought has had to be used in 
the production of the tools and equiv- 
ment. 


Some of our present methods of 
education have helped us to become 
helpless. An instance: A high school 
boy who takes manual training as 
part of his studies, proudly showed 
me a box which he had made, entirely 
by himself, as he stated. It was about 
five inches square and high, dove- 
tailed corners and what ar»reared to 
be a Pennsylvania-barn-sign (a series 
of circles intertwined so as to form a 
geometric design, viz; many pointed 
star or petaled flower). 


I was overjoyed with the idea that 
some teacher was teaching our young 
folks how to use tools — so I sug- 
gested that we go into our work shop 
and produce another box of this kind. 
Well, I was soon disillusioned, first of 
all we did not have an orange crate 
from which to get wood for this pro- 
ject, no other wood would do. He re- 
fused to use sand paper or a plane 
as a method of getting a smooth sur- 
face, he would take it to school and 
run it through the sanding machine. 
The dove tailed corners could not be 
made by hand either, mainly because 
he did not know how, and this too was 
taken to school to run through a 
machine. 


The geometric design on the lid he 


could not produce with a compass or 
dividers, he did not know how. This 
design was deeply nressed by a ma- 
chine into the wood and with a few 
swipes of his pocket knife, it looked 
very crudely like hand carving. The 
tiny brass hinges could not be made 
from some bits of metal; no, they had 
to be purchased and instead of boring 
a hole in the wood and driving the 
screws in with a screw driver, you 
drive them in, without boring a hole 
first, with a hammer and split the 
wood. Now here is a voung lad 
studying manual training for three 
years and still not able to turn out a 
simple box without the help of four 
machines. 


Our private collections and muse- 
ums of early tools and industries will, 
at least, help those who come in con- 
tact with them.

HISTORICAL RECORDS

Vocal Toast and Tea 


Do you ever experience an irre- 
sistible urge to switch from the 
operatic to a milder type of vocal 
music? I must confess that I do, and 
at times the attack of operatic dys- 
pepsia is so severe that a light diet 
of vocal toast and tea becomes im- 
perative. That means pulling out fa- 
vorite recordings of songs to relax 
and get in shape for more cavatinas 
and ariosos. It’s fortunate in this 
respect that practically all great 
singers made recordings of lighter 
pieces which, in many cases, are just 
as beautiful and artistic as their top 
operatic discs. In fact, these samples 
of the singer’s breezier mood are 
often worth more than their more 
serious interpretations. 


Let’s pull out a few song records 
from our shelves and listen to them. 
As a matter of habit Caruso is the 
first to come to mind—din the two 
of his song recordings which are on 
par with his best in the lyric drama: 
Non tAmo piu, G & T 50441, and 
Musica Proibita, V88586. 


Non t’Amo Piu, by Denza, is one 
of Caruso’s finest Milan recordings, 
exceptionally well sung with great, 
yet unexaggerated intensity of. feel- 
ing and a voice free and forward 
throughout. I must explain here that 
when speaking of singing I use the 
term “forward” only to denote the 
placement of the voice—emission of 
tone towards the hard palate—and 
never in connection with the quality 
of the recording. 


Not one to lack emotion, Caruso 
could easily have overplayed Musica 
Proibita; instead, he sings it with a 
throbbing restraint mounting to a 
passionate climax, and with a heart- 
warming glow in his incomparable 
voice. This piece, incidentally, was 
meant to be sung by a woman, for 
the lyrics are a girl’s pouring out of 
her heart over the song a boy sing's 
every night under her window and 
which her mother: has forbidden her 
to repeat—hence the title. But, con- 
fides the damsel, mama is not around,

so she will sing the phrase that sets 
her aflutter, the longing, sensuous 
refrain. Male singers like to include 
it in their repertoire as well as other 
songs written for the female voice, 
even Dopo. Caruso recorded this one 
too, but it was never released. Per- 
haps someone saw the joke here, for 
while Musica Proibita is passable for 
a man because of its refrain, in Dopo, 
a young girl laments in detail her 
fate worse than death... and no 
man can express them there senti- 
ments and get away with it, 


Alma Gluck, the girl with the G 
& T voice (so “Golden Age” were 
her tone and style), recorded a good 
number of songs, some leaning to- 
wards the popular. As a rule she 
sang them all well, but the better 
stuff she really turned out in a 
grand manner. With her unblemished, 
oboe-like tone and true artistic sense 
she could make a work of art out of 
the simvlest of compositions. Saint- 
Saen’s Le Bonheur est Chose Leaere 
—this by no means simple—which 
she sings on V87209 with the violin 
obbligato of her husband, Zimbalist, 
is nure joy to listen to. While she un- 
folds this charming piece one imag- 
ines hoop-skirts and beauty - spots, 
candle lights and languid glances.... 


Dreamv is Galli-Curci’s Crepus- 
eule, V64807. Even the fog-horn that 
blew while the record was being 
made, belongs with the strings and 
the celesta in the delicate musical 
aquarelle of the descending shadows. 
Equally attractive is Ponselle’s A 
lV Aime, V2053, which she sang after 
her retirement — voluptuously, :rap- 
turously, tenderly; and with some of 
her lush, whipped-cream chest tones. 


Emilio De Gogorza, of Brooklyn 
but educated abroad, was known for 
his continental charm—the same ir- 
resistible charm that pervades his 
sparkling Mandolinata, V64160. Just 
listen to it and see if you don’t feel 
like painting the town with him. You 
can almost see him strolling along 
ogling the girls, twisting his mus- 
tache and twirling his cane.... 


The Marchesi girls—Melba, Alda, 
and to a certain extent Eames and 
Calvé — also made song recordings of 
uncommon beauty. One of Eames’ best 
records is V88015, Chanson d’Amour, 
in which the composer, Josef Holl- 
man, does the ’cello obbligato. All 
the beauty of Eames’ bewitching 
voice, its flawless emission and her 
artistry of the highest order are 
condensed in that one deservedly 
popular record. Another song which 
Eames did adorably is I Once Had a 
Sweet Little Doll, Dears, W88181. 
Here the austere singer sheds her 
habitual reserve and becomes sweet 
and appealing. 


Whenever I think of Calvé I think 
of her wonderful Ma Lisette, V88123, 
and can’t help chuckling... Not that 
this talented French singer does any- 
thing amusing in it, far from it; but 
I heard it said that she takes the last 
top note (D flat if the record is 
played at 78) in the “fourth regis- 
ter,” and since there are only three 
registers in the human voice, that is 
very funny. You can intermix them, 
modify them, make them ugly or 
beautify them, but you cannot create 
a new one! I seem to remember 
Calvé saying something about learn- 
ing a fourth register from the Hin- 
doos; but as primadonnas’ over-en- 
thusiastic exaggerations are not in- 
frequent, this one, too, is to be taken 
og a grain, or better, a pinch of 
salt.

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What Calvé really meant was that 
she had mastered the uppermost head 
voice—overtones without the funda- 
mental tone (vibrations in the head 
cavities minus the pharyngeal tone 
support.) These harmonics of the 
human voice are also called “flageo- 
lets,” in the manner of tones pro- 
duced under the same principle by the 
string instruments, Since these dis- 
embodied, floating tones sound one 
octave above the natural voice they 
seem to originate from the spheres, 
as in the ending of Ma Lisette. Inci- 
dentally, it is odd that Calvé should 
have acquired this rare skill in her 
middle years, for this phenomenon 
is mostly found among young begin- 
ners who, in most cases, promptly 
lose it because of their—yes, and 
their teachers’—ignorance of its na- 
ture and of the means of preserving 
this priceless gift of nature. 

A close friend of Tosti, Melba, 
loved to sing his beautiful songs, and, 
"is said, she sang them the way he 
wanted. She does his Mattinata to her 
own piano accompaniment on V88077 
(I’ve never heard the early G & T 
version), and does it delightfullv in 
that precious porcelain voice of hers. 
The Serenata, V88079, however, she 
must have learned when Francesco 
Paolo’s back was turned, or else she 
—and a few others, including Patti 
and Alda—got from him a special 
dispensation to add in it things that 
do not belong there and which, had 
he wanted them, would have been 
there in the first place. That this 
song is beautiful enough in its simple

Sometimes tragedy strikes with 
sudden, cumulative, irresistible force. 


On Sunday, March 29, 1953, I 
found myself thinking constantly of 
my friend, Arthur Fields, the famous 
recording artist and song writer. I 
knew that Arthur, who was living in 
Florida, had been in poor health be- 
cause of arthritis, and I kept won- 
dering how he was. Although I call 
him my friend, we had never met, 
but he had told another friend, Song 
Writer Ray Walker, that he hoped 
to drive to New York this spring 
and intended to stop in Roanoke to 
see me. So I was anticipating a “get- 
together” that would intensify the 
friendly feeling we had already form- 
ed by correspondence. 


I spent much of that Sunday after- 
noon compiling lists of records made 
by Frank Crumit and George O’Con- 
nor, two recording comedians about 
whom articles will later appear in 
HOBBIES. In many instances, Crum- 
it and O’Connor sang on only one 
side of their double-faced records, 
and quite often the opposite side was 
by Arthur Fields. That kept Arthur 
even more on my mind, and I went 
to bed thinking of him. 


Late on the night of Monday, 
March 30th, I was at work in the 
news-room of Radio- TV station 
WSLS, and was watching the tele- 
type spell out news from the outside 
world. Suddenly, I was horrified to 
see an item saying that among the 
many persons burned to death in the 
fire that destroyed the Littlefield 
Convalescent Home at Largo, Fla., 
was “the well known song writer, 
Arthur Fields.” 


For a few moments I couldn’t be- 
lieve what my eyes told me the coldly 
mechanical teletype was saying. Ar- 
thur Fields burned to death! Surely 
it couldn’t be! I knew, as I have 
said, that Arthur was in poor health 
but I hadn’t known anything of his 
being put into a nursing home. I 
told myself he surely would not have 
been admitted merely for treatment 
of arthritis, as painful and crippling

as that can be. I simply couldn’t ac- 
cept what the “ticker” said. 


But the teletype’s unfeeling revel- 
ation was true. Arthur Fields had 
suffered a stroke of paralysis, was 
admitted to the nursing home and, 
on the early morning of Sunday, 
March 29th, was one of more than 30 
persons burned to death. The fire 
occured just 11 hours after he was 
admitted. Fortunately, the naturaliy 
genial and jovial comedian was under 
the influence of opiates and knew 
nothing of his terrible fate. Had he 
been aware of what was happening, 
he could have done nothing to save 
himself. It was the overpoweringly 
horrifying effect of his paralytic 
seizure and sudden death that caused 
his old friend and fellow recording 
artist and song writer, Fred White- 
house, to term his tragedy “the worst 
I can recall in my whole lifetime” and 
to pay the heartfelt tribute I have 
— at the beginning of this ar- 
ticle. 


Perhaps Arthur Fields’ death, 
though ghastly, was merciful. Doc- 
tors had told his wife, Mrs. Selma 
Fields, that he could never recover 
or be any better. In one catastrophic 
stroke he was relieved from the pos- 
sibility of a long term of suffering. 
Nevertheless, the news of his passing 
was a terrible shock to his countless 
friends and admirers, including my- 
self who had thought of him so con- 
stantly on the very day he had al- 
ready been burned to death. 


II A Letter from Mrs. Fields 


On the morning after the night on 
which [ learned of Arthur’s passing 
I hurriedly wrote an article for Var- 
iety, recalling some of the colorful 
phases of his more than 50 years as 
a public personality. The article ap- 
peared in the April 8 issue and 
brought me_ several letters from 
friends of the comedian-composer. I 
have also heard from his widow, Mrs. 
Selma Fields. The result is that, 
combining the information thus ob- 
tained with what I already knew of 
Fields’ recording career, I have al- 
most an embarrassment of riches 
from which to choose in preparing 
this biographical sketch. As I set 
about the writing, I find myself 
wishing that it could have been pub- 
lished and received Arthur Fields’ 


approval during his lifetime, instead 
of appearing as a posthumous trip- 
ute. But “it was not so to be.” 


Perhaps it would be well to begin 
with excerpts from the letter written 
to me on April 12 by Mrs. Fields: 


My dear Mr. Walsh: Your very nice 
letter made me feel that I have known 
you always. Thank you kindly. 

Arthur would have indeed been proud 
to know how all his friends eulogized 
him. Radio Station WFLA in Tampa 
spoke beautifully of him and played his 
songs for one hour. So did WTAN in 
Clearwater. .. 


Arthur had suffered two minor strokes, 
(besides) the one on March 11 which I 
was told he could never recover from. 
The sad part of it all was that his won- 
derful brain refused to function. I visited 
him daily, but he never recognized me, 
although the nurses told me that he was 
constantly calling my name. To think 
that he was checked into the Littlefield 
home only eleven hours before that ter- 
rible holocaust happened has me in a 
state of collapse . 

It is very kind of you to write an ar- 
ticle about him, and I appreciate it im- 
mensely. Arthur was born August 6, 
1888 (in Philadelphia.) His real name 
was Abe Finkelstein. His father’s name 
(was) Mortimer and his mother’s, Eliza- 
beth. I do not know her maiden name. 
She passed away in 1907, long before I 
came into the family. 

He was a very popular recording artist 
from 1914 until electrical recording came 
in. The vaudeville team of Weston, 
Fields and Carroll also did very well. 
In 1923 he traveled for a year with the 
Avon Comedy Four. Around 1820 he 
and Fred Hall did the first hill-billy radio 
show at N. B.C. for Rex Cole, sponsored 
by General Electric. It was called “The 
Rex Cole Mountaineers.” Arthur always 
called it “The Times Square Hillbillies.’’ 
He had a terrific sense of humor. 

After five years with Cole they did a 
morning show called “The Streamliners.’’ 
Arthur did a single called ‘*The Old Man 
of the Mountains.” Every Saturday they 
did ‘‘No School Today,” all from N. B. C. 
in New York — al “The Sunday 
Drivers ’’. After Fred and he parted com- 
pany, Arthur did an early morning show 
on WJZ called ‘The Woodshedders”’. . . 
And that is about all the information I 
can give you. Again m¥ sincere thanks 
for your consolation. Wishing you every 
success in the years to come, believe me, 
cordially yours, SELMA FIELDS

Historical Society 


This Society which had its begin- 
ning in 1899 is an organization con- 
cerned with the collecting and pre- 
serving of materials connected with 
the historical background of the state 
and particularly Camden county. The 
quarters of the Society, known as 
the Charles S. Boyer Memorial, are 
located at Park Boulevard and Eu- 
clid Avenue, Camden 3, N. J. This 
was the homestead of Joseph Cooper, 
Jr., and was built in 1726. The east- 
ern section of the building was built 
in 1786 by Joseph’s nephew, Marma- 
duke Cooper, and it reveals the 
changed architecture of the post-Rev- 
olutionary period. Initials of the 
builders may be seen on the chimneys. 

In the 1930’s with WPA help, the 
Society moved to its present quarters. 
Ten thousand dollars was borrowed 
from a local bank for necessary ma- 
terials and the WPA supplied the 
labor. Charles §. Boyer and his wife 
have given and lent many of the 
articles now on display throughout 
the building. The building has 18 
rooms and 13 are used for displays. 
Nine of the rooms have fireplacez 
although the building is heated with 
steam. 

The third floor has one of New 
Jersey’s finest files of newspapers. 
There are also New Jersey law books 
and family records of various kinds. 
Besides an office on the second floor, 


there is a library of over 1200 vol- 
umes, 300 pamphlets, 15 scrap books 
which are carefully maintained. 
There are also Indian collections, 
early tools and furniture. 


On the main floor are additional 
articles from Camden’s early history 
as well as the early history of the 
state. The kitchen is filled with such 
early implements as candle molds, 
lard and sausage grinders, saddler’s 
outfit, churns, china and slip ware, 
pewter trencher, early toaster and 
many other articles of similar use. 
The building has fine maps, about 
300 pictures and miscellaneous his- 
torical material that attract many 
visitors. 


Meetings of the society are held 
four times a year for members and 
guests. The trustees also meet four 
times a year. The Society has 450 
members, 24 trustees. Each year 
members and their guests make two 
trips to historical sites, usually in 
the state. 


The building is a mile from the 
Camden airport circle and can be 
easily reached from any part of the 
county. The museum is open from 
1:30 to 4:30 p. m. each weekday and 
there is no admission charge. Mr. 
E. H. Havens is Curator and Finan- 
cial Secretary. 

















Smithsonian Receives 


Historical Collection 


An unusual historical collection has 
recently been given to the Smithson- 
ian Institution for the United States 
National Museum by Mrs. Woodrow 
Wilson, wife of the late President 
Wilson. The collection is composed of 
gifts presented to Mrs. Wilson when 
she was First Lady of the Land. 
Many of the objects date from the 
time she accompanied the President 
to the Paris Peace Conference at the 
end of World War I. 

One of the gifts is a piece of Ven- 
etian rose point, a needle-point lace, 
presented to Mrs. Wilson in Italy in 
1919 by Messrs. Orlando and Sonina, 
heads of the Italian delegation to the 
Peace Conference. According to Miss 
Margaret W. Brown, associate cura- 
tor of civil history, U. S. National 
Museum, this lace was made by Ven- 
etian women in the style of the great 
neckpiece on the famous alb kept in 
the Treasury of St. Marc in Venice 
—a marvelous piece of 17th century 
work. The case in which the lace is 
displayed is covered with silk bro- 
caded with pastel flowers. The silk 
case in turn fits into a beautiful 
gold-tooled leather case monogram- 
med with the initials “EBW,” for 
Edith Bolling Wilson. 

Other items in the collection in- 
clude a beautifully embroidered 
luncheon cloth and 12 napkins made 
by the working women of France and 
presented to Mrs. Wilson in 1919. 
These are contained in a linen-covered 
box embroidered with an elaborate 
design in red, white, and blue, sug- 
gestive of the American flag, Em- 
broidered in the center of the lid of 
the box is the legend “A Madame 
Wilson Hommage du Gouvernement 
la Republique Frangaise.” 

Another of the souvenirs is a dia- 
mond and pressed-glass pin, designed 
with the doves of peace perched on 
laurel branches, which was given to 
Mrs. Wilson by the people of Paris 
in 1919. This pin was presented at 
the Hotel de Ville at the same time 
President Wilson was given the Free- 
dom of the City of Paris. 

Still another item is a lace fan 
that was presented to Mrs. Wilson 
by Queen Elizabeth of Belgium when 
she visited the United States in 1920. 
Depicted on the fan are angels of 
peace chasing the dragons of war 
and also symbols of the various al- 
lied countries. The sticks ‘of the fan 
are made of amber, and the outside 
stick bears a double “E” monogram 
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in sapphires and diamonds for “Eliz- 
abeth” and “Edith.” 

All the objects described here are 
now on exhibit in the west hall of 
the Arts and Industries Building, 
Smithsonian Institution, at 9th 
Street and Jefferson Drive, SW., in 
Washington.

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The Dentist Bank 


By F. H. GRIFFITH 


Certainly the thoughts surrounding a visit to a dentist 
are not particularly pleasant. However, there is a den- 
tist in New York the writer always finds it a dis- 
tinct pleasure to visit and he is Dr. Arthur E. Corby, 
and naturally the visits, in the case of the writer, evolve 
themselves around the fine collection of mechanical banks 
in his possession. Also, quite naturally, one of his out- 
standing favorites is the Dentist Bank which brings us 
to the 21st bank in our numerical classification of me- 
chanical banks. 

The bank, so far as accurate factual background, is 
pretty much an unknown quantity. Up to now it has 
been a matter of speculation as to the designer or 
manufacturer of the bank. There are no markings, 
patent dates or other types of identification on the bank. 
Also, no patent papers or catalogs have turned up 
which would help to identify the bank with a certain 
designer or manufacturer. The face of the colored pa- 
tient in the chair is similar to that of the colored man 
driving the cart on the Bad Accident Bank. This bank 
was made by the J. and E. Stevens Company of Crom- 
well, Connecticut. 


In both these banks the faces seem to bear a striking 
resemblance to that of the negro on the Football Bank 
which was designed and patented by Charles A, Bailey. 
He also designed several banks that stand on four legs, 
very much the same as the Dentist Bank. These were 
The Milking Cow, Football Bank, and the pattern Wish- 
bone Bank. The above isn’t really conclusive enough to 
place the bank as Stevens and designed by Bailey, how- 
ever, until such time as more conchusive information 
does turn up it will serve as a possible clue to the origin 
of the bank. The date of the bank is in the 1880 to 
1890 period. 

The bank shown is in original condition with no re- 
pairs and the paint is practically mint. The writer has 
had several Dentist Banks over the period of years of 
collecting before obtaining the fine specimen above. 
Usually, due to the operation of the bank, the arms of 
the colored figure in the chair were broken and _ thus 
missing when one was found. These can be replaced, 
of course, but while this doesn’t affect the value of the 
bank greatly, it’s always better to have one in origina! 
condition. 
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The bank operates as follows: A coin is placed in the 
left pocket of the dentist, the lever located at the feet 
of the figures is then pressed. The figure of the dentist 
falls backward against the gas bag and the coin drops 
from his pocket into the bag which is the coin container. 
In the dentist’s right hand is a pair of extractors and 
in these is a large tooth. As the dentist falls backward 
the negro also falls over backward in the chair, throw- 
ing his arms up at the same time. The patient is fast- 
ened to the chair back and this tilts over with the 
figure. Both figures are then reset together as shown 
and the bank is ready to operate again. The coins are

Among Our English Bells 


As all the world is focusing its at- 
tention on the Coronation of Her 
Majesty, Queen Elizabeth II, bell col- 
lectors are scanning their collections 
with a view to setting forth their 
most cherished English bells. They 
make interesting conversation pieces 
right now. 

Among the hundreds of bells as- 
sembled by the late Frank Miller at 
Mission Inn, California, a facsimile 
of Big Ben always interests visitors. 
Many years ago it was made at Mr. 
Miller’s request by the same English 
bell founders who cast Big Ben, the 
famous bell of Westminster Tower in 
London, which sets the time of the 
world by its connection with Green- 
wich. The bell founders, Mr. Miller 
always said, considered him just an- 
other crazy American until he won 
them over to make this bell. It is 
the same in shape and inscription, but 
of course differs in size as it is only 
twenty-two inches high by twenty- 
three inches in diameter. The ori- 
ginal, eight feet eleven inches in 


height, was cast “In the Year of Our 
Lord 1856” during the reign of Queen 
Victoria.

is familiar and beloved throughout 
the British Commonwealth. 

Bell #91 in the Mission Inn col- 
lection is equally interesting from the 
viewpoint of English history. It is a 
relic of the York Minster Fire of 1840, 
a small bronze handbell cast from the 
metal of York’s cathedral bell which 
crashed in the fire. 

Lincoln Cathedral,. located in the 
picturesque Robin Hood countryside, 
is also represented. Bell #466 is a 
brass tea bell whose handle is the 
Lincoln Imp, famous gargoyle on the 
cathedral. 

English heroes, men of letters and 
favorite characters from literature 
make decorative handles on many 
bells in this collection. To name only 
a few, there are Sir Francis Drake, 
Sir Walter Raleigh, Wm. Shake- 
speare, Lorna Doone, Friar Tuck, and 
even The Muffin Man of hot-cross- 
bun fame. 

Favorite queens from British his- 
tory are often the inspiration for fi- 
gure bells. Queen Elizabeth and Lady 
Jane Gray are to be seen among the 
lady bells in the Mission Inn Collec- 
tion. Elizabeth I is probably the 
most commonly reproduced person- 
age. The Lady Jane Gray bell is 
less common but especially interest- 
ing now that more attention is being

focused on this little-known and re- 
luctant queen who ruled England for 
only nine days. Her tragic story, so 
in contrast to the new Queen’s, has 
recently been told in two best-sellers. 

The figure of England’s beloved 
Queen Victoria may be seen in the 
Idaho collection of bells belonging to 
Mr. and Mrs. Martin Mickey. 
Queen,” says Mrs. Mickey, “came 
from an old estate in Quebec. She is 
made of fine old brass and stands a 
bit over three inches tall. Her period 
dress is designed with the three-tiered 
puffs in the sleeves, then’so fashion- 
able, and the little close-fitting, flat- 
topped hat which Queen Victoria often 
wore.” 

Keeping royal company in the Mic- 
keys’ collection are two other brass 
bells of courtly significance. One is 
an English gentlewoman in ruffled 
skirt, carrying a book and a parasol. 
The other is a four-inch court jester 
reminiscent of medieval entertainers 
in the English courts. “He is home- 
ly enough to stop a clock,” say his 
owners, “but very interesting.” ~ Em- 
bossings on the jester’s cape and cap 
show the traditional thirteen bells 
with which his costume was always 
decorated. 

Mr. and Mrs. Mickey believe that 
their oldest British bells are two lit- 
tle brass ones taken from rare old 
Indian garments belonging to the Flat 
Head Indians of northwestern Mon- 
tana near the Canadian border. These 
two small bells date back to early 
Anglo-American history, for they 
were brought from England by the 
Hudson Bay traders who, in exchange 
for valuable furs, gave them to the 
Indians because they loved to decorate 
their costumes with tinkling bells. 

Just recently Mr. Mickey was de- 
lighted to find and present to his wife 
for their collection a rare old Eng- 
lish glass bell twelve inches tall. It 
is dark green, ‘with a clear crystal 
handle and a most beautiful tone. Its 
richness somehow seems symbolic of 
all the lovely and colorful treasures 
which the English people are setting 
forth to honor their new monarch. 
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Mrs. L. L. Krantz of Illinois is an- 
other collector who is fortunate in 
having a number of desirable English 
bells. Her pride and joy at the mo- 
ment is a Coronation Bell which came 
to her as a gift this spring. This 
attractive bell is decorated with a 
likeness of the English Royal Crown 
and around its rim are engraved the 
words “Her Majesty, Queen Elizabeth 
II, 1953.” The case holding the bell 
bears another inscription saying “This 
bell contains metal from some of the 
great English bells cast before or 
during the reign of Queen Elizabeth 
I.” Authentically cast by one of 
Britain’s oldest bell foundries, what 
enthralling tales this bell could tell 
were the centuries old bell fragments 
that went into its making able to 
speak! . 

Among her other interesting bells 
of English origin, Mrs. Krantz has 
some of the so-called Coventry ladies 
in pastel ceramic ware. They are 
quaint and friendly reminders of the 
ancient English town of that name 
and the kindly Lady Godiva who 
brought it fame. 

Occasionally a collector has the 
good fortune to acquire a particular 
grouping of English bells. Along the 
mantel in the home of a Minnesota 
collector is an array of large Bristol 
glass bells from England. Ranging 
through blue, rose and amber, their 
sparkling tones are undeniably regal. 
An eastern collector of note has ac- 
quired an extensive group of bells

also, perhaps, to justify these short 
notes which concerns one small cata- 
logue of prints. Few will doubt the 
truth of Mr. Peter’s statement, or 
his estimate of Currier & Ives service 
to their country. With this as an 
introduction, I should like to consider 
the catalogue here pictured. 

Mr. Peters notes that the firm is- 
sued catalogues of available prints 
from time to time, just as did the 


book publishers of the same period. 
They also issued small catalogues on 
special subjects, such as the famous 
fire pictures. He also mentions cir- 
cular letters sent out during the 1870- 
1880 period. In other words, the 
Peters collection contained examples 
of these catalogues, and they are 
surely+ known to dealer, collector and 
curator. 

But, whereas there are huge col- 
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lections of the prints, I doubt if a 
complete collection of the catalogue 
exists, and stand by, for correction 
of this statement. I also doubt if 
they are to be found in almost every 
shop as are the prints, still available 
at varying prices. I feel sure I am 
correct in stating that there are 
thousands of them for sale in shops, 
as well as the reproductions. I make 
this statement especially to correct a 
recent note in a newspaper feature 
article which gave the impression 
that today, though the market was 
flooded with reproductions, original 
Currier & Ives prints were worth 
hundreds of dollars each. Some of 
the large color folio are, to be sure, 
but there are hundreds of portraits 
and cemetery scenes that most deal- 
ers would be glad to sell for the 
proverbial song. 


Mr. Peters says that (and I im- 
agine that the following facts were 
found in the catalogues of which he 
speaks) the small prints sold whole- 
sale for 6c each, $6 a hundred and 
$60 a thousand. The large-folio sold 
at retail from $1.50 to $3.

I cannot help wondering 
again if any institution, collector or 
dealer owns a complete set, Is it 
possible that Mr. Peters did not have 
a copy of this one? It would seem so. 


These large folio prints (all in 
color but one) range from 22x 28 up 
to 30x41 inches. It does not seem 
possible that an authority like Mr. 
Peters would have neglected to men- 
tion the existence of the largest as 
30x41 inches, merely leaving this 
possibility hidden in the “about” he 
uses in stating that the large folios 
were 18x27 inches. In the second 
place, he says that the retail price 
of the large folios went from $1.50 
to $8, yet in this catalogue many 
were listed at $3.75, and there are 
a good many (horse racing, river 
scenes and miscellaneous) that 
brought $4. Perhaps this catalogue 
is not known, and the figures in the 
book are taken from one or more of 
the catalogues offered in the small 
print in the illustration. 


I hope I am offering to the read- 
ers of HOBBIES an unknown, un- 
located bit of contemporary data 
about Currier & Ives prints. I hope 
that perhaps it may lead to the 
question of size and price, and that 
it may present to the dealer, student 
and collector a challenge to prove my 
suspicions true or false. Do any 30x 
41 inch color prints still exist? Are 
those now called large folio really 
trimmed down from their original 
size? 


It is my chcsen task to try to 
discover ephemera in the field of In- 
dustrial Americana that will lead to 
little known or unknown facts about 
the development of the U. S. A. My 
motive for these notes is to place 
before the public an authentic 1870- 
1880 catalogue of the firm of Currier 
& Ives, and hope that others will use 
it for research to the best possible 
advantage.

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Circusiana 
Assorted Facts About Clowns 


By DANA STEVENS 


A “erazy act” is circus vernacular 
for any clown act. Yet contrary to 
general opinion, this business of being 
funny and making people laugh is no 
hit and miss enterprise. Clowning is 
serious business for all circus clowns, 
and clown gags are not accidental. 
Every stunt, every “piece of busi- 
ness” is worked out long in advance 
of a new circus season. 

It is not true, however, that all 
clowns hide an aching heart. Stories 
about unhappy Pagliaccis of the Big 
Top have always fascinated the pub- 
lic. Some, cf course, can be traced to 
an original source of woe, but others 
can only be said to exist as part of 
the legendary domain of clowndom. 
By and large, most clowns are happy 
persons and according to Dexter Fel- 
lows, one of the great circus press 
agents of all time, a clown’s aim in 
life is to provoke laughter, not to 
cover a melancholy disposition. 

The use of the term “Joey” to refer 
to a clown came from the tradition 
established by the celebrated English 
clown Joseph Grimaldi, who captured 
the hearts and chuckles of England 
at the beginning of the 19th century. 
Oddly enough, however, Grimaldi was 
a clown of the theatre and not of 
the circus ring. 

It was Shakespeare who made the 
Elizabethan clown famous and he is 
said to have remarked: “It is meat 
and drink to me to see a clown.” 

Several hundred years later Cliff 
Vale, “Biffo the Clown,” of Scot- 
land, having learned that the first 
Queen Elizaketh had a court jester 
back in the 1500’s, wrote to the 
present Queen Elizabeth II and asked 
for the same kind of job. He was 
turned down, however, through the 
Queen’s Lord Chamberlain, with this 
remark: “I fear the unsophisticated 
days of Court Jesters are incapable 
of revival.” 

All clowns do not look alike. Each 
clown has his own “moral” copyright 
on a certain facial design. They may 
change costumes many times but only 
have one change of face. 

Felix Adler, king of clowns with 
his roly-poly baby porker, spent 27 
years perfecting his costume. 

A producing Clown is one who or- 
iginates elaborate production num- 
bers and builds the necessary equip- 
ment to produce them. The clown 
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Any information or material on the early American 
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band and the clown fire department 
are good examples of production num- 
bers. 

Clown Alley is not a street. It is 
the area in the men’s dressing tent 
where these Merry Andrews have 
their trunks and costume racks, and 
where the clowns spend most of their 
spare time. 

According to most circus owners 
and managers there never has been 
a shortage of clowns. Newspapermen, 
preachers, merchants, doctors, bank- 
ers all seem to want to get into the 
act. For instance— General Omar 
Bradley’s onetime chief chaplain, the 
Rev. Johnstone Beech, is a clown for 
the Gainesville Community Circus in 
Texas. He is also rector of St. Paul’s 
there. 

First Sergeant Elmer C. Lindquist, 
veteran of two world wars, received 
a sheepskin from a Paris clown 


school during his time in the army. 


of occupation following World War 
I, and in 1947 started clowning full 
time for the Sparks Circus. 


Ernie Burch is one of the young- 
est clowns in the profession with the 
Ringling Bros. & Barnum & Bailey 
Circus. When he was 26, Ernie al- 
ready nad nine years of experience 
behind him. 


Bob Sherwood was the last of P. 
T. Barnum’s circus clowns. 

Pink lemonade owes its color to a 
pair of clown pants, Yellow was al- 
ways the standard hue until a clown, 
back in the old days, mistook a bucket 
of the juice for water and washed 
his red trousers in it. When it was 
poured out for sale next day, the 
candy-butchers found that it sold 
better than ever before. From that 
day on it has been colored. 


Florida State University in Talla- 
hassee offers college credit for clown- 
ing, which is all part of a more ex- 
tensive course in circus performing. 


The most unusual Wedding of 
Clowns took place on Sunday, April 
8, 1910, in Madison Square Garden 
when Miss Florence Maginley be- 
came the bride of Harry La Pearl, 
one of the Barnum and Bailey clowns. 
The ceremony was held in the center 
ring of the empty hippodrome and 
about 50 clowns in costume and about 
the same number of assorted writers 
of humor sat at tables scattered 
around the outside of the ring. It is

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said that Frank O’Malley, Irvin S. 
Cobb, and Franklin P. Adams col- 
laborated on the story of the event 
for the New York Sun the next day. 
Congratulatory telegrams came from 
Mark Twain, Booth Tarkington, and 
George Ade. 

An unknown, mounted clown her- 
alded the first circus to tour Ameri- 
can cities and towns, which was a 
French troupe known as Pepin and 
Breshchard. 


Circus clowns now have their own 
organization in the Circus Clown Club 
of America, with Los Angeles as 
the central headquarters. Its funda- 
mental purpose is for the interna- 
tional unity of clowns, It has mem- 
bers and affiliated divisions in Eng- 
land, India, Australia, Canada, West 
Germany, France, South America, 
and Mexico. 

The principal activities of this club 
are left to individual members in 
their own localities. But during this 
month, from June 1 to June 7, the 
CCC will unite in the sponsorship of 
National Circus Week, and members 
are asked to correspond with one 
another and with all others interested 
in the history and traditions of the 
American circus. Leading this year’s 
observance is “Rayford the Clown,” 
a retired civil engineer who has tak- 
en to clowning as an antidote to the 
apathy of the long face. 

Zine oxide is one of the principal 
ingredients of the clown’s make-up 
and grease paint, and it is also a 
base for most cold creams, so the 
circus Joey gets a beauty treatment 
every time he takes off his painted 
face. 

Clowns are having a rough time 
of it behind the Iron Curtain. Along 
with various political nonconform- 
ists, the old fashioned, red-nosed cir- 
cus buffoon has been added to the 
purge list in communist Hungary. 
According to a Budapest newspaper, 
clowns who wore red wigs, huge 
shoes, and loose robes and who “stul- 
tified the people with their hackneyed 
and stupid anecdotes” will disappear. 
They are to be replaced, it is stated, 
by “humorous artists” who will re- 
cite rhymes which tell of daily prob- 
lems and or of a “constructive na- 
ture.” 

Talking jesters were an important 
factor in the small, old-time circuses. 
But with the increasing expansion 
of the canvas arena, the techniques 
and routines had to change. Panto- 
mime replaced spoken jokes and to 
be seen at all clowns had to be hired 
by the dozens. 


Frank (Slivers) Oakley was the 
last clown to have the entire arena 
or ring to himself. This was before 
the introduction of a seeond and third 
ring when a clown was one of the 
main stars of any show. 


To Dan Rice, most famous of Am- 
erica’s clowns, is given the credit for 
originating the now familiar “Uncle 
Sam” costume. He was one of the 
talking and singing clowns who in- 
spiréd the five brothers named Ring- 
ling to start a circus back in 1870. 


But despite new gag equipment 
built each year to keep abreast of

the changing times, most clowns still 
identify themselves with the old tra- 
dition of jesting. Even today you will 
find the Bumpkin, the German Broad 
Face, Tumbling Pantaloon, August 
Clown, the Musical Clown, the Hot 
One, Joker, Wit, Double-Face, Fat 
Boy, Loon, the Pierrot, and the Grim- 
acer. 

Barnum was right when he said: 
“Clowns are the pegs to hang the 
circus on.”

sensuousness that was a particular 
captivating trait all her own. 

Breathing and phrasing go hand in 
hand. The best of artists cannot 
phrase properly unless they have 
complete command of their breathing 
apparatus. On records, no tenor dis- 
plays breath control comparable to 
that of Martinelli. His mastery of 
the breath restraint — wasteless 
breath expenditure — is such that 
what to others is an impossibility, to 
him is routine. And being a man of 
great intelligence, with the refresh- 
ing faculty of understanding what he 
is singing about, he uses his perfect 
breathing not only to shape musical 
phrases but to interpret the mean- 
ing of the text, as well. Martinelli 
recorded several songs, all fine ex- 
amples of his top-notch artistry, 
among them Leoncavallo’s Mattinata, 
V64595, and Ideale, V64486. Both 
are excellent, with every phrase—no 
matter how long and difficult—fault- 
lessly executed and every means for 
tasteful artistic effect successfully 
exploited. 


The great and beloved Giuseppe 
De Luca enveloped in his artistic 
magic songs as well as opera. While 
his Occhi di Fata, V1036, casts a 
fascinating spell, Voi dormite, Sig- 
nora, V66184, makes you wonder how 
on earth can the lady sleep with so 
much romantic charm being oozed 
around her. 

In another vein is Ruffo’s lilting 
Non penso a Lei, V87121. This little 
record exemplifies what this phen- 
omenal baritone was famed for: his 
fabulous voice and his ability to cre- 
ate with it tonal paintings—sketchy, 
vivid and colorful. At the beginning 
of this song, Ruffo nonchalantly as- 
sures that he cares naught for the 
lady fair, but in the end he lets it 
be known—and in no uncertain terms, 
either—that should he meet her with 
his rival, he, himself, will end up a 
galley slave and she, in her last 
resting place.... 

The dulcet-voiced Maria Michail- 
owa was one of the first to record 
in St. Petersburg at the turn of the 
century, and such was the popularity 
of her dises that not only were some 
released in the United States, but a 
few remained in the Victor catalogs 
until as late as 1924. One of the love- 
liest is the Ukrainian song Vzyut 
Vitry, V61126, which she sings wist- 
fully and sweetly in the quaint dia- 
lect of the Little Russian and not in 
Russian” as the label wants you to 
believe. Her Ave Marie, V61131, 
bears a similar error, for the “Latin” 
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in which she is supposed to sing it 
happens to be Russian. 

There are many more great re- 
cordings of songs, but for the last~ 
have you ever heard a woman bari- 
tone? That’s what Varia Panina was 
called in Russia where she was idol- 
ized by all, from the Emperor down. 
If you are lucky enough to come 
across any of her records, don’t miss 
the chance of hearing the unique 
voice of this extraordinary gypsy, 
who sang Russian gypsy songs—sad 
and plaintive, gay and fiery—as no 
one else ever did and no one else 
ever will. 


More About Alda 


It was my intention not to speak 
about opera this time. And nothing 
would have changed my mind except 
a pre-hearing of a new issue of one 
of my favorite records—one about 
which I received many _ inquiries 
since my writeup of Alda in the 
December HOBBIES; her Sempre 
cost and Mi chiamo Lisabetta from 
Giordano’s “La Cena delle Beffe,” 
in which she sang Ginevra at its 
Metropolitan premiere, in 1926. This 
record is to be released by the Amer- 
ican Gramophone Society and will 
probably be available when this ap- 
pears. As I am writing, the A.G.S. 
has just issued Alda’s “Falstaff”- 
Sul fil dun soffio/“Il Segreto di 
Susanna”-O gioia, la nube, and also, 
a while ago, her electrical ‘Manon 
Lescaut’-In quelle trine/L’Ora, o 


* Tirsi—all rare and costly recordings 


in their original form. 

To those who may not know it is 
well to point out that all records in 
the A.G.S. Mauve & Gold exclusive 
HMV series are issued in limited 
quantities and by private subscrip- 
tion only. Mr. Addison Foster, presi- 
dent of the A.G.S, states that the new 
pressings which come out under the 
A.G.S. sponsorship are “made” from 
virgin original stamper matrices of 
solid nickel without any buffing,” 
which practice, it seems, leaves the 
recordings in their original state, 
without robbing them of any of their 
pristine clarity of tone and fidelity 
of the singer’s voice. 

Mr. Foster recommends the use of 
a three mil stylus to play these discs 
since nearly all lateral, pre-1936 re- 
cordings were cut with a stylus of 
this dimension and a thinner needie 
will not give the necessary snug fit 
in the groove needed for optimum 
reproduction. For my part, after 
comparing these new Alda editions 
with my own early copies, I can 
truthfully say that never have I 
heard this exquisite voice reproduced 
with more life-like accuracy and bril- 
liancy. 


Mr. Foster is rendering a great 
service to the American record col- 
lectors and cannot be thanked enough 
for bringing out tidbits that made the 
mouths of a good number of us water 
for many a moon. Aside from the 
welcome Alda discs, we have seen 
come to light, through the A.G.S., 
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such coveted items as the two Bat- 


tistini “Africana” pieces: Quando 
amor m’accende and Averla tanto 
amata, Chaliapin’s Do not weep/On 
the airy ocean from the “Demon,” 
Melba’s 1907 “Hamlet” Mad Scene, 
Gerville-Reache’s “Werther’/“La Vi- 
vandiere,” Schumann - Heink’s elec- 
trical “Die Gotterdammerung”/“Das 
Rheingold” topped by her Parto, 
parto from “La Clemenza di Tito” 
coupled with Kirkby-Lunn’s Non piu 
di fiori from the same opera, to men- 
tion but a few.

depicting characters from the novels 
of Charles Dickens. 

Having always been fond of bells 
from. the ringing Isle, I was not sur- 
prised to count a considerable num- 
ber of them in my owrcollection. A 
tiny, silvery-toned falcon bell is a 
reminder that according to custom 
on the morning of her coronation, the 
Queen can claim two falcons apiece 
from the Duke of Atholl and the Earl 
of Surrey. Probably these birds are 
something the new Queen will least 
need; but time was when monarchs 
exercised that prerogative, for fal- 
conry was the svort of courtiers. 


The swan is a royal English bird, 
too, and I have a heavy old brass 
table bell decorated with their grace- 
ful figures. The bell’s medieval in- 
scription dates back to the 15th cen- 
tury when Edward IV would allow no 
one outside the royal palace to own 
swans, no one that is except his 
creditors. His creditors were so fa- 
vored because, as the story goes, they 
refused to lend the King any more 
money if he refused them swans! 


A smooth bronze bell shaped like 
the Canterbury bell-flower also comes 
from Merrie England of an earlier 
day. Chaucer’s Canterbury Pilgrims 
carried little bells of this shape as 
they wended their way home on horse- 
back after paying devotion at Canter- 
bury Cathedral.

thors of words for songs whose work 
is always literate, grammatical and 
in good taste. For years he was the 
associate of the late Ernest R. Ball. 
Together they gave music lovers such 
virtual popular classics as “When 
Irish Eyes Are Smiling,” “Teach Me 
to Pray,” “Till the Sands of the 
Desert Grow Cold,” “As Long as the 
World Rolls On,” “I Love the Name 
of Mary,” “Mother of Pearl,” “Little 
Crumbs of Happiness” and a musical 
prayer to do away with war, “Let 
Us Have Peace,” which was dedi- 
cated to President William Howard 
Taft. With other composers Mr. Graff 
wrote “In the Garden of Tomorrow,” 
“Out Where the Blue Begins” and 
“Wake Up, America!” 


George Graff’s recollections of Ar- 
thur Fields follow: 


Arthur spent most of his early days in 
Utica (New York). He sang solos as a 
boy in church there and when about 16 
went on the road with a minstrel show. 


Around 1907-08 he helped form a vaude- 
ville act — Weston, Fields and Carroll — 
one of the earliest, and possibly the 
first, Rathskeller acts. Eddie Weston 
was a veteran performer and a few years 
older than Arthur and Harry Carroll, 
who were about 19 at that time. The act 
was a great success and headlined the 
Keith Circuit until Weston died. Fields 
and Carroll worked together for a while. 
They were both writing songs and Car- 
roll had a couple of pretty big hits. He 
then did acts with girl partners. 


Arthur stayed in vaudeville too with 
different partners and for a while was 
with the Avon, Comedy Four. He began 
making records and soon was singing for 
all the record companies. At one time 
he had his name or nom de plume on 
more records than any other singer. A 
little later he started the team of Fields 
and Hall and played vaudeville and, later, 
radio. They wrote a lot of songs which 
a, published themselves as Piedmont 

usic. 


When they broke up around_ 1941 
Arthur started the Arthur Fields Publi- 
cations. He had written ‘‘On the Missis- 
sippi,” “It’s a Long Way to Berlin,” 
“Aba Daba,” which was revived a year 
or two back, and ‘‘Eleven More Months 
and Ten More Days,’’ among many songs 
during the years past. He had a lot of 
creative talent and now wanted to write 
songs of a different type. He and I had 
been friends from the Weston, Fields and 
Carroll days, so he came to me and asked 
me to join him. We both loved to write 
songs and had a lot of fun together turn- 
ing out numbers that satisfied us even 
if no one would buy them. 


The hymns he sang back in Utica as a 
boy had made a great impression on him 
and we decided to write some sacred 
songs. This was a labor of love for both 
of us and we wrote and published forty 
or more hymns which we called ‘“Hymns 
of Happiness.” 


One day I read an article about fireflies 
and in it was a quip about who would 
have thought of sticking a taillight in a 
bug. The steps to the many things only 
God thought of caused me to write “Who 
Else But God?’ 


JI knew it had great commercial possi- 
bilities that our little venture couldn’t 
realize for it, but Arthur would have 
been heartbroken if he ‘couldn’t have had 
it. Ho gave it the perfect musical setting, 
and while it never made us any money 
the letters we have received thanking us 
for writing it have repaid us in ways 
more valued than money. Arthur was on 
radio at that time and never used “ to) 
Else But God?” without getting many 
uae letters. . . Cordially, GEORGE

IV Ray Walker Recalls 


Probably no one, aside from Mrs. 
Fields, was more distressed by the 
news of Arthur Fields’ death than 
his old friend, Ray Walker. On the 
day my Variety article was written 
I received a letter from Ray, who 
was then living at Miami Beach but 
has since returned to New York, 
telling me he was worried because 
of having learned that Arthur had 
suffered a stroke and been . placed 
in a hospital. Then on April 1, the 
ever helpful and obliging Ray Walk- 
er wrote: 

“Feel lousy today. Read in the 
newspapers about Arthur Fields be- 
ing burned to death in that fire in 
the Littlefield Nursing Home near 
Largo, Fla. His wife wrote me the 
other day and mentioned a different 
hospital.” 

Almost incredible as it seems, Ar- 
thur Fields and Ray Walker were 
working together in “show business” 
some 53 years ago when Fields was 
not quite 12 and’ Ray only a little 
older. Walker’s letter added: 

“Arthur worked with me at Coney 
Island around 1900, singing illus- 
trated songs. Four years ago we did 
a radio show on WKAT at Miami 
Beach, billing ourselves as The Tav- 
ernaires....I can’t begin to tell 
you what a shock this has been to 
me.” 

On April 6, Ray, still upset over 
the loss of his old friend, wrote: 
“Haven’t felt well since I heard about 
Arthur Fields . . . Just received . .. 
a letter from Mrs. Fields. She prob- 
ably has written you also. Her letter 
is very sad. It seems that Arthur 
was only in that hospital (conval- 
escent home) 11 hours when the fire 
broke out. All they could identify 
Arthur from was his teeth. His body 
was a charred ruin... you could 
put in a pillow case. She had him 
cremated, and they played his song, 
‘Who Else But God?’ at the funeral 


. - - I am sick about it.” 

In the same letter Ray said: “I 
found out that Arthur lived in Utica, 
New York, when he was about 10 
years old. His father was in business 
there.” 


It was like Ray Walker not only 
to go to the trouble of jotting down 
some notes about Arthur Fields’ life 
but also to send me a letter he re- 
ceived last January from Arthur, 
which contained some colorful remin- 
iscences. 


From Ray’s notes, it appears that 
Fields sang at Wackie’s moving pic- 
ture house, Coney Island, when he 
was 11, with Walker as his accom- 
panist. When he was 17 he joined 
the Guy Brothers Minstrel Show. In 
1908 he sang at a New York place, 
“The German Village.” One of the 
other entertainers was Sophie Tuck- 
er. A year later, Arthur was singing 
in the Bohemia Cafe at 41 West 29th 
street. In 1910 he was master of 
ceremonies at College Inn on Coney 
Island. Tess Gardella, later known 
on radio as “Aunt Jemima,” also 
sang there, and Mel Craig led the 
orchestra. 

A short time afterward while sing- 
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ing in the Garden Restaurant, at 50th 
street and Seventh Avenue, Fields 
formed the trio of Weston, Fields 
and Carroll, already mentioned by 
Mr. Graff. After Weston died, Fields 
and Carroll continued as a vaude- 
ville team. In 1912, with Ballard Mac- 
donald, they wrote a big hit, “On 
the Mississippi.” According to Walk- 
er, Fields first met his future re- 
cording and radio partner, Fred Hall, 
at the Emerson Record Company of- 
fices in 19238. 

One interesting thing mentioned by 
Ray is that Arthur had “a collection 
of thousands of old records. Some 
were made by stars but not released, 
due to errors in the making. One 
record I heard was by Bing Crosby. 
The first part is OK, but someone 
hit a blue note and Crosby started 
to swear through the whole second 
chorus. He had other similar records, 
some very funny. He also had thou- 
sands of old song copies — one with 
Yoelson’s (Al Jolson) picture on the 
title page.” 

The deep sorrow evident in Ray 
Walker’s letter was echoed in com- 
ments from friends and admirers 
throughout the nation as the bad 
news spread. Part of Fred White- 
house’s expression of grief has al- 
ready been quoted. He likewise said: 
“Arthur was always a friend of mine. 
Many a time, Arthur, Irving and 
Jack Kaufman, Billy Murray and the 
rest of the old recording boys and 
myself would meet up at Columbia, 
Brunswick, Pathé or the other stu- 
dios and have a regular get-togeth- 
er. 

Henry Marshall, the veteran song 
writer, who lives at 515 Bumble Bee 
Lane, Scotch Plains, New Jersey, (so 
named in honor of his two biggest 
hits, “On the 5:15” and “Be 
Little Baby Bumble Bee) wrote that 
he was grief-stricken because of 
Fields’ passing and said he suspected 
my Variety article “brought tears to 
the eyes of many of Arthur’s 
friends.” Daniel J. McNamara, pub- 
licity director for ASCAP, wrote to 
tell of the sorrow Arthur’s fellow 
members felt because of his death. 

A 14-year-old record enthusiast, 
Gordon Hunter of Portland, Oregon, 
sent an air mail letter to say: “I am 
very sorry to hear of the death of 
Arthur Fields ...He was one of 
the great artists who brought so much 
joy to the troops in the field of 
battle during World War I. The pho- 
nograph has lost another of its 
pioneers.” 


Albert Via, Jr., of South Boston, 
Virginia, wrote: “I was certainly 
sorry to hear about Arthur Fields’ 
fate. It was a terrible way for a 
fellow to come to an end. I got some 
of his Edison records together Mon- 
day night. He was good, all right.” 


Al. McRea, the Westville, New Jer- 
sey, dealer in rare records: “I just 
got Variety and must congratulate 
you on your masterful article about 
Arthur Fields. I read the account 
of the fire but didn’t know he was 
caught in it ... Right now I am 
playing a Bell by him called ‘Me and 
the Boy Friend.’ On April 21 Mrs.

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Kate Greenaway’s Valentines 


By CARROLL ALTON MEANS 


PART V 
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To arrive at this point in our discussion of Kate 
Greenaway’s valentines, we have followed a devious 
route, using as our evidence the clues supplied by Messrs. 
Spielmann and Layard in “Kate Greenaway,” the ob- 
servations made by Glecson White in his “Extra Num- 
ber” of “The Studio” for Xmas, 1894, or the illustrated 
books published by Marevs Ward & Co., some of which 
positively identify her illustrations. 

In his article, Gleeson White mentioned a set of cards 
which he described as “children by ponds,” and al- 
though an exhaustive search has been made to discover

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such a “set.” only one card which fits the description 
has been found. This is one of a set of four cards which 
we will call the “Children by Pond” set, to avoid any 
further confusion. 

One of the cards in this set was selected by us two 
years ago as a candidate for the honor of being the 
valentine which was “her first great success” in re- 
sponse to Mrs. Sasscier’s appeal (HOBBIES, Feb., 1951) 
for “information or a description of this particular 
valentine.” There was no proof that the design was the 
work of Kate Greenaway, other than “the unquestion- 
able evidence of her style,” and since this was imitated 
by other artists, the answer remained in doubt for 
almost a year. 

It was in November, 1951, on the 50th anniversary of 
Kate Greenaway’s death, that the writer visited Hamp- 
stead (HOBBIES, Mar., 1952, “Kate Gfeenaway’s Hamp- 
stead,” pp. 60, 61, 64) and discovered among the 90 
original drawings "at the Hampstead Central Library, 
the pencil sketch (No. 66 in the collection) of the 
“Children by Pond.” This settled the question immedi- 
ately with the result that this beautiful set of valentines 


‘is now safely credited to Kate Greenaway. The sug- 


gestion that it might have been “her first great success” 
is no longer considered seriously in view of the remarks 
relating to her “difficulty with colours” and the dis- 
covery of the “Forging of the Ring” set, which exem- 
piifies this difficulty. 

The “Children by Pond” set is beautifully designed 
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and delicately colored with gold. sky as a background. 
It appears in several styles and at least two sizes. The 
large size illustrations (cut to 3%”x4%”) are mounted 
on colored cards with gold embossing and_ scalloped 
edges. The verse is printed on the back. These same 
illustrations with margin line showing (cut 3%”"x4%”) 
are mounted on sheets of white lace paper attached to 
tinted (blue or pink) folders with colored edges, the 
verses appearing on the inside fly-leaves. Smaller illus- 
trations (approx. 24,"x8%") appear printed on plain 
ecards with decorative frames in gold and colors. These 
latter cards were used for Christmas and New Year’s 
as well as for other purposes. 

The four valentines in the “Children by Pond” set, 
with first line of verse as identification, are as follows: 


1. (duck pond) “Where the tall white lilies grow” 

2. (floral arch) “Do you remember what I said” 

3. (three girls) “I heard a song one morning” 

4, (bird’s nest) “The nest the turtle doves had built” 


The verse for No. 1 is entitled “An Invitation,” but 
is not identified; the verse for No. 2 is “Beneath the 
Roses,” also not identified. The verse for No. 3 is en- 
titled “The Serenade,” but it also appears as “The 
Reveillée” in “Flowers & Fancies,” pp. 128, 9 and “The 
Quiver of Love,” 1880 edition. pp. 125, 6. The author 
was Julia Goddard. The verse for No. 4 appears as “The 
Linnet’s Nest” in “Flowers & Fancies,” p. 127 and ‘The 
Quiver of Love,” 1880 edition, p. 125. The author was 
Julia Goddard, as before. A change was made in this 
verse from “linnets” to “turtle doves,” which was more 
appropriate for valentine purposes. 

A set of four small cards with gold backgrounds 
should be mentioned here, although only one of them has 
been found with a valentine verse. The rest are known 
with Birthday or New Year’s verses, yet their designs 


are so appropriate for valentines that that must have. 


been their original purpose, 

Mrs. McPhail has all four of the cards in various 
forms. She has called them “medieval,” but we have 
agreed to call them the “Page Boy” set. The illustrations 
(2%6"x3%”" or larger) are framed in fancy frames on 
plain, white cards with verses on the backs, similar to 
other early cards already described. 

It is, of course, possible that the cards may not have 
belonged together, that they were issued separately, or 
with other subjects. At this time there is not enough 
evidence to resolve the question, but it is hoped that 
enough interest will be aroused by this article to un- 
cover additional information. 

The subjects credited to the “Page Boy” set are as 
tollows: 


1. Girl (described as a “serving maiden”) bowing with 
letter (or valentine) offering; 
2. Boy (described as a “page’’) 
knocker ; 
3. Boy with plumed hat in hand; - 
4. Girl in ruffled hat with muff. 


Of these, No. 4 appears with valentine verse, “If 
sweet it is to have a friend, O sweeter are the joys 
they know, Whose hearts, like rushing rivers blend, 
Whose souls, in love united, flow. Then bid me not my 
hopes restrain If constancy hath power to move — Thy 
friendship let me still retain, But add the priceless 
gift, thy love!” 

Since the writing of the above, Mrs. McPhail has sent 
us some interesting controversial material on the sub- 
ject which relates to two of the cards in the set. The 
“Boy with plumed hat in hand” (No. 3) was illustrated 
as a Christmas card in the “St. Nicholas magazine for 
Christmas, 1877. A note, accompanying the illustration, 
states that “the sweet little card—was drawn by Miss L. 
Greenaway (sic), a London artist, who has drawn many 
beautiful pictures of child-life.” 

In the next issue of “St. Nicholas” for January, 1878, 
a New Year’s card is shown with the “Girl bowing with 
letter offering” (No. 1) as illustration. A note accom- 
panying this illustration states that “we learn that the 
pretty Christmas and New Year cards — were not drawn 
by Miss Greenaway, though a friend mistakenly sent 
them to us last summer as specimens of that lady’s 
work, cut from a scrap-book.” 

The note then states “that Marcus Ward & Co., of 
London, had published these as Christmas cards, and 
counted upon having a large sale for them in America.” 

Whether Marcus Ward & Co. disclaimed the work as 
Kate Greenaway’s is not clear. Jt was at this time that 
a separation was taking place and all of K. G.’s early 
and uncredited designs, done while she was in their em- 
ploy, were being claimed by Marcus Ward & Co. as 
their own. They had their own reasons for not wanting 
her name used in connection with the designs, having 
a valid claim to the designs, but no claim to the use 
of her name. They did not wish to be placed under 
obligation to her and this, no doubt, is the reason for 
the statement disclaiming her as the artist. 

Fortunately for us, the Victoria and Albert Museum 
in London has in its collection of Kate Greenaway draw- 
ings evidence to show that these designs were her work. 
They also have a set of four additional subjects in 
identical frames in a Marcus Ward envelope with the 
caption “Children in the Manner of Sir Joshua’s Time.” 
Reference is, of course, to Sir Joshua Reynolds. We are 


including this‘set with our valentines.

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Hand Spinning and Weaving of 
Cotton in China 


Long before China became ac- 
quainted with cotton, the problem of 
clothing her people had been solved 
by the development of the silk indus- 
try, the utilization of hemp and 
ramie (Boehmeria nivea). There 
was, therefore, no economic urge to 
take up very readily the introduction 
of cotton. 


Cotton goods came first to China 
as tribute from southern nations, and 
as early as 246 B.C. imperial maids 
in attendance at court proudly wore 
cotton garments and held them in 
greater esteem than silk. The first 
attempts at cultivation of the cotton 
plant began during the Sung dynasty 
(960-1280 A.D.). For a time the 
opposition of silk rearers and hemp 
growers was so persistent, that cot- 
ton did not come into general favor 
until the Yuan dynasty (1280-1367 
A.D.) of the Mongols who brought 
cotton from ‘Turkestan. Chinese 
records relate that the introduction 
was aided by a southern woman, 
Huang Tao P’o, a native of Hainan, 
who migrated about the beginning of 
the 14th century to central China 
and taught the people the art of 
spinning and weaving cotton. After 
the full realization of the boon of 
cotton for the country it was charac- 
teristic of the Chinese mind to seek 
out a personage to revere and to 
serve as tutelary of the new industry, 
and this was the matron Huang Tao 
P’o. This emphasizes at the same 
time that the more important of the 
two avenues of introduction of cot- 
ton was the southern one from 
Cochinchina. 


The indigenous cotton plant in 
China today is the “Gossypium her- 
m. Due to varying modes of 
cultivation in various provinces with 
varying climatic conditions a number 
of plant varieties resulted which 
makes it difficult to say just which 
of these is the one commonly planted 
in China. There are plants ‘with yel- 
low and white flowers, some with

naked seed capsules and others with 
hairy ones. Some plants yield long 
and strong staple while others are 
not fit for spinning but are greatly 
esteemed for warmth-giving qual- 
ities in wadded clothing and bedding. 
Attempts have been made to improve 
Chinese cotton by importing and 
planting American and Egyptian 
seed. Unfortunately, the experience 
was that they produce good results 
only for a couple of years and that 
in the third or fourth year the 
yield of cotton reverted to about the 
same quality as the indigenous 
variety. : 


An important district for cotton 
cultivation is the whole of the great 
Kiangsu-Chekiang flat lying between 
the estuaries of the Yangtze and 
Chientang Rivers. The annual 
crop is very large and mainly 
en this account so great a cotton 
spinning and weaving industry has 
developed in the Shanghai area. Of 
other provinces, Shantung, Chihli, 
Honan, Shansi, Shensi and Kansu 
produce also large quantities of cot- 
ton. 


The beginning of the modern cot- 
ton industry dates from 1890 when 
Viceroy Li Hung-chang first estab- 
lished a cotton spinning mill in 
Shanghai, with 65,000 spindles and 
600 looms. By 1908 there were al- 
ready 23 mills in the Shanghai area, 
and in 1925 over 70 in all China. 
Nevertheless to this day primitive 
methods of cotton spinning and 
weaving prevail all over China, car- 
ried on mostly as a home industry 
and of this we shall give an account 
in the following pages. 


The methods of cotton cultivation 
are throughout very primitive. The 
small holdings of the farmers pre- 
clude the introduction of costly 
labor-saving devices. On the basis of 
the production per “man equivalent” 
(one adult farmer working a full 


year) one acre of cotton takes fifty- 
three days, compared with fourteen 
days in the United States of Amer- 
ica. Cotton is planted almost ex- 
clusively as a multiple crop. The 
Chinese sows the seed in May in the 
field planted already with wheat, 
beans or other crops. The harvesting 
takes place in August and October. 
It is done by women and children 
who pick the seed capsules, sort and 
dry them.

Theodore Roosevelt Home 
to Become Shrine 


Sagamore Hill, Summer White 
House of Theodore Roosevelt on Long 
Island, is to be opened as a national 
shrine sometime in June. Renovating 
and redecorating of the 23-room man- 
sion at Cove Neck, N. Y., has been 
going on for the past three years. 
Since Mrs. Edith Kermit Roosevelt, 
widow of the president, died four 
years ago, the home has been un- 
occupied. The Roosevelt Memorial 
Association, admirers of the late 
president, purchased the home from 
Roosevelt heirs for the purpose of 
making it into a shrine. 


There was opposition to the idea 
from local interests who felt that 
too many visitors to the locality 
might destroy property values. How- 
ever, this opposition was stilled when 
the New York state legislature 
passed a law permitting any former 
home of a United States president 
within the state boundaries, to be 
made into a shrine. Although his 
estate consisted of 83 acres only 25 
acres are to be maintained around 
the shrine. The remainder will be 
sold for real estate development. The 
shrine will be tax exempt. 


Every room in the home is being 
restored to its original state, in- 
cluding the trophy room containing 
souvenirs of Roosevelt’s hunting ex- 
peditions and travels. 


President Roosevelt and his wife 
are buried in Young’s Memoriale 
Cemetery, Oyster Bay, N. Y. Im- 
provements are being made on the 
road leading from the shrine to the 
cemetery, in preparation for visitors 
when the shrine is opened. 


Chalice Returned | 
To Church 


A chalice appropriated by Union 
soldiers as a trophy from the Falls 
Church, Va., Church during the Civil 
War has been returned after an ab- 


sence of 90 years, according to a news 
letter of the Civil War Round Table. 


The chalice was located in an ex- 
hibit 40 years ago, but disappeared be- 
fore it could be retrieved by rectors 
of the church. Last September Miss 
Sara Ann Brown, Ph. D., associate 
professor at the University of West 
Virginia, a descendant of Capt. Ken- 
drick Wade Brown, the Union soldier 
who had appropriated the trophy, in- 
quiring about the origin of the chal- 
ice, found that it was desired by the 
church. She then presented it to the 
present rector, Rev. Francis W. 
Hayes, Jr. 


Summer Music Festival 


at Crane Estate 


Music and art will flourish through- 
out the summer in a Glyndbourne-like 
setting on the North Shore above 
Boston at Castle Hill in Ipswich. 
The magnificent Crane Estate, set on 
a hill overlooking the salt marshes 
and the sea, serves as the rallying 
point for a varied program of ac- 
tivities. 

Now in its fourth year of oper- 
ation, Castle Hill is well-established 
as a music and art center for the 
North Shore community. Each week- 
end, over a thousand people come to 
hear a meticulously chosen series of 


concerts ranging in variety from 
Bach to Bartok. Castle Hill’s renown 
has already burst the bonds of New 
England and crossed the Atlantic. 


The 1953 program, ‘which runs for 
seven weeks starting July 9, includes 
an art school for resident and day 
students. It caters to teachers, chil- 
dren, professional artists and the 
fast-growing crop of Sunday painters. 
Fees are approximately $50.00 a week 
for room, board, and instruction and 
this year seven tuition scholarships 
will be available. 


In addition, there will be photo- 
graphy classes, a lecture series by 
visiting artists, and two sessions a 
week of “Music for Young People,” 
conducted by the New England Con- 
servatory of Music. 


The climax of each week’s activities 
comes with the Friday and Saturday 
evening concerts which are performed 
outdoors in the beautiful formal gar- 
dens of the Crane Estate.

Fields wrote, saying: “Allow me to 
congratulate you on the splendid ar- 
ticle you wrote in Variety.

y. Arthur Fields’ Own Recollections 


When Arthur Fields set down some 
reminiscences of his long career for 
Ray Walker last January, they in- 
cluded the following, which reveal 
that he saw more than a little of the 
seamy side of some phases of New 
York life during his earlier days: 

I worked in the German Village for 
five years. Worked in the ‘‘Cellar’’ with 
George Piantadosi (he was a waiter); 
Joe Schwab (tenor singer); Curly Mon- 
roe (also a tenor); Lew Weston (a com- 
ic), and Jack Schiller, who played piano. 
Schiller was a remittance man — a two- 
fisted drinker. His dad owned a hotel 
in Canada and paid him so much a month 
to stay away from Canada. Charlie 
Muzocci played piano on the second 
floor. . . Sophie Tucker worked with him 
and so did Flossie Crain. On the third 
floor Al Piantadosi played for some guy 
that was crippled up but a great enter- 
tainer — Joe something-or-other — I 
can’t recall his name. That was some- 
where around 1908... 

I also worked with Arthur Stone 
(Blind Stoney). We were in the Bo- 
hemia. I saved his life by pushing him 
in back of the piano when the Humpty 
Jackson gang came to square some ac- 
count with another gang. Three men 
were killed. One man dragged himself 
all the way to Bellevue Hospital in the 
snow. One saved himself by rushing 
across the street into the Heidelberg. 
From the Bohemia, Stoney did an act 
with two other fellows. 

Fred Hall played piano with the gang 
at Sennett’s. In fact, he helped to write 
“Maybe’’. . . Corbett, Shepard and Don- 
ovan were already an act at the College 
Inn, where I was the M. C. when I was 
but a kid. . . It was from there that 
Eddie Weston became sick and died. . . 

About my being a charter member of 
ASCAP (the American Society of Auth- 
ors, Composers and Publishers) in 1914, 
I left the organization because I didn’t 
think I was adding anything to it when 
I started singing for phonograph records. 
i. F. Bitner, of Feist, kept up my dues 
for a while, but I didn’t know it. Any- 
way, I rejoined in 1937.

VI A Newspaper Interview 

On Friday, April 22, 1949, the 
Sun-Tattler, a newspaper published 
in Hollywood, Florida, contained an 
article about Mr. and Mrs. Arthur 
Fields having come to Florida to live. 
Since it is largely biographical and 
considerable information 
about Fields’ later years, it is worth 
reprinting here. There is also a pic- 
ture, showing the singer - composer 
playing a record, and with cut lines 
reading: “Works on Program Script 
—Arthur Fields, songwriter, compos- 
er and singer, is shown preparlig 
script for his daily radio program at 
his home, 1931 McKinley St. Mr. 
Fields says he purchased the home 
because it had a large garage, giving 
him ample room for a den to store 
his collection of records and sheet 
music.” 

Under the heading, “Famed Stage 
Tenor otf Past Now Makes His Honie 
in City,” the article said: 


Although he has made his home in this 
city for the past three years, few Holly- 
woodians know that the Arthur Fields 
residing at 1931 McKinley St. is the same 
golden-voiced tenor who helped popular- 
ize hit tunes of a quarter century ago. 
More than a thousand recordings which 
caught the fancy of another generation 
after the turn of the century are filed 
away in his garage den. All carry the 
title, ‘Solo by Arthur Fields.’ Many 
have been reintroduced in the last five 
years and are heard over the radio and 
wherever juke boxes are played. 

Mr. Fields. . . is listed in the ASCAP’S 
official publication as a composite song 
writer, author and composer. In short, 
he has tackled a little of everything in 
the musical world and in recent years 
collaborated with George Graff on a 
radical departure. That was a series of 
sacred hymns, published as “Forty-eight 
Hymns of Happiness.” 

His outstanding accomplishment as 
writer and composer includes ‘‘On the 
Mississippi,’’ written with Harry Carroll 
30 years ago. That song sold two mil- 
lion copies and is still used today as 
theme music. . . Others were ‘‘Aba Daba 
Honeymoon,” written with Walter Don- 
ovan, which went over the million mark 
in sales, and ‘‘There’s a Blue Sky Way 
Out Yonder,’’ released in 1930 and still 
popular as a ballad. 

The song, “Eleven More Months and 
Ten More Days,” also released in 1930, 
is another of his better known ditties. 
This one caught on like wildfire in Lon- 
don and started a craze for hill-billy 
tunes among the English people. 
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Mr. Fields was born in Philadelphia in 
1888. First billed as a child singer, he 
made his professional debut at the age 
of 11. By the time he was 16 he was 
appearing regularly in minstrels when 
that type of entertainment was at its 
peak. In 1907, three years later, he 
swung into vaudeville and teamed with 
Harry Carroll, with whom he later com- 
posed a number of songs. 

About this time he went into the re- 
cording field and started a long series 
of vocal solos for Columbia, Victor, Ban- 
ner and other leading companies of that 
day. Many are no longer in business... 
Oddly, Mr. Fields recalls that leading 
singers were reluctant to make record- 
ings and often insisted on being billed 
under a fictitious name. Mr. Fields him- 
self recorded under several pseudonyms. 
. . For a number of years (he) held a 
personal contract with Thomas Edison 
in vocalizing tunes for the Edison com- 
pany. 

One of the most popular songs at the 
time of World War I was “It’s a Long 
Way to Berlin,’’ which Mr. Fields wrote, 
and which he sang on recruiting tours 
in New York City. With Earl Carroll, 
who was recently killed in an airplane 
crash, he introduced ‘‘Auntie Skinner’s 
Chicken Dinner,’’ and then followed with 
“Alice, I’m in Wonderland.” The former 
song clicked to the extent of more than 
a million and a half copies. 

In recent years, Mr. Fields returned to 
radio in New York, where he continued 
his singing and also wrote scripts. His 
most recent musical composition is 
“Frisky Little Filly,’’ written three years 
ago but which failed to catch on. 

The serious illness of his wife, Selma, 
brought the Fields to Florida in 1946 on 
doctor’s orders. They left “Tin Pan Al- 
ley’’ for good, and headed for Miami. 
Both liked Hollywood better than any- 
thing they saw in Miami and their pur- 
chase of a home followed. . . Since mak- 
ing his home here, Mr. Fields has swung 
back to radio, while continuing his song 
writing. He has a one-half hour pro- 
gram over WKAT, Miami, Monday 
through Friday, known as the “Arthur 
Fields Program,’’ dealing with favorite 
songs of yesteryear and tributes to the 
song writers and composers fraternity... 
In addition, he recently ran into an old 
friend, Ray Walker, well known pianist 
and writer, who fashioned “Good Night, 
Nurse,’”’” and ‘Poor Pauline.’’ The pair 
are now contemplating night club en- 
gagements and a radio show. 

With George Graff, a pianist now re- 
siding at Stroudsburg, Pa., Mr. Fields 
attempted something different in 1943 
by going into the field of sacred music... 
(This) led them to publish another hymn, 
“Who Else But God?’ which Mr. Fields 
today looks on as one of his finer efforts. 

In writing “Who Else But God?’ the 
two men attempted to capture a tender-

listening to the story of the life of 
Socrates and his historic death as 
related by the English governess, and 
his imagination quickly acted on the 
hint of the gunsmith. The figure of 
Socrates he completed to his satis- 
faction, but when he came to the 
slave handing the poison—“The slave 
ought, I think, to be naked,” going, 
in his dilemma, to his friend of the 
forge, “and I have always painted 
men clothed.” The gunsmith returned 
to his forge and presently brought 
out one of his workmen, _half-nude 
and splendidly formed, saying “There 
is your model.” West introduced him 
with his bare limbs into the picture. 
So early as this did he show that his 
conceptions of art were the purest. 


West had now - roaming about 
o long indulging his one passion 
that a the age of fifteen ‘we find 
him with barely the rudiments of an 
education. Dr. Smith, whose kindly 
interest in the boy induced him to 
undertake the part of tutor, with 
mistaken judgment allowed Benja- 
min to shirk hard and disagreeable 
study and to skim through the clas- 
sics, fastening his attention only to 
those incidents likely to inflame his 
imagination. What he needed most 
was severe and methodical study, but 
this his indulgent tutor and more in- 
dulgent parents did not realize. 


There was now a serious question 
to be discussed and answered. One 
of the peculiar articles of faith 
among the Quakers was the condem- 
nation of the art of painting as be- 
ing an agency “employed to embellish 
life, to preserve voluptuous images, 
and add to the sensual gratifications 
of man.” The Wests were Quakers, 
and conformed in all things as did the 
others to the strictures of their sect. 
The question as to whether Benja- 
min might follow the beckonings of 
his genius was submitted to the 
Society for their wise consideration. 
Benjamin was ruled out while these 
deliberations of such deep moment 
to him were held. The spirit of _in- 
spiration came first. to a Mr. Wil- 
liamson. “God has bestowed on this 
youth a genius for art.” he said, 
“shall we question his wisdom? I 
see the Divine hand in this; we shall 
do well to sanction the art, and en- 
courage the youth.” Like a wind 
that bends every golden wheat-head 
down in assent to its whispered love- 
tale, the same spirit moved over the 
hearts of these Friends. and every 
head bowed in grave consent to the 
words that had been spoken. Benia- 
min was called in, and Mr. William- 
son continued his address: “We have 
classed painting among vain and 
ornamental things and excluded it 
from among us. But this is not the 
principle, but the misemployment of 
painting. In wise and pure hands it 
rises in the scale of moral excellence, 
and displays a loftiness of sentiment 
worthy the contemplation of Christ- 
ians. God has endowed this youth 
with rich gifts. May it be demon- 
ctrated in his life and works that the 
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gifts of God have not been bestowed 
in vain, nor the motives of the bene- 
ficient inspiration which induces us 
to suspend the strict operation of our 
tenets prove barren of religious or 
moral effect.” The voice ceased. One 
man arose and laid his hand in silent 
benediction upon West’s head; an- 
other followed, till all the men had 
blessed him, and then the women 
consecrated him, each by a kiss, to 
his work. West now considered him- 
self dedicated to Art, to uphold its 
sanctity and purity.

well as an old, old Soho bell, each 
bring to mind interesting English 
scenes and times. But my most high- 
ly prized bell from England is doubt- 
less a graceful pewter tap bell from 
the Queen Anne Period. It stands 
on a polished base of fine-grained 
English oak and beckons with a mar- 
velously sweet tone. This bell was 
purchased originally by John Adams, 
second president of the United States, 
who liked fine old decorative pieces 
and purchased many of them while 
Minister to England from 1785-1788. 
When I first saw this bell at an old 
estate, the date of purchase, etc., 
was well preserved on a sticker in 
Adam’s own characteristic script.

Music Box Collection in 


California 


A pleasant vacation stop in Cali- 
fornia this summer would be Alta- 
dena. You can easily identify it by 
the sweet sound of old music boxes 
you hear coming from the 24x24 foot 
— House of Homer (Bud) Wit- 
en. 


_ Here he has 180 early phonographs 
in working order, including early 
juke boxes, possibly the first portable, 
a German Symphonion which plays 
on bells, and a Rocking Melodion (lap 
organ), ranging in size from port- 
ables to large console models. 
Edison’s voice can be heard on one 
of his 6,000 or more old records, re- 
portedly one of four in existence. 
Speeches by William Jennings Bryan 
- sa by Caruso can also be 
eard. 


_ “Bud” says visitors are welcome, 
just phone Sycamore 7-7982 to 
make sure he will be home. He is 
adding another 24 feet to his Hobby 
House, so there wil] be a little more 
room if all collectors come at once. 

“Bud” began collecting in 1938, by 
accident when he bought an old phon- 
ograph that played cylinder records 
from a Pasadena house wrecker for 
25 cents. After repairing it, he began 
looking for records, and thus ac- 
quired the collecting spirit. 

He repairs many of his finds, using 
hopeless cases for spare parts. He 
now has about 55 of these in his 
attic. 

His music boxes range from mag- 
nificently intricate Swiss machines 
that play eight tunes on one cylinder, 
to glass-doored symphonion consotes 
several feet tall. These play punched 
steel records more than a foot in 
diameter. 

His collection of 180 phonographs 
and 3C music boxes, plus records, is 
estimated to be worth $100,000 Bud 
says. But, although he has a few 
duplicates for trade, he doesn’t seem 
to plan to sell any of them.

“You know, I think it was a lot 
more tun towing 8V or 40 years ago. 
Those were the days when motoring 
was for men!” 

We were sitting in the Auto Club, 
looking out of the broad windows at 
the crowded Avenue. Our group were 
all members of the Old Timer’s Club, 
and I had finally put into words what 
I had had in my mind for some time. 

We had driven cars of almost 
every make and style, and had taken 
part in reliability runs, “sealed bon- 
net” tours, hill climbing contests, and 
about all the other tests of a motor 
car that had been popular in the ear- 
ly days. 

“Oh. I don’t know,” Charlie Gates 
said, “that last trip I took, I ave:- 
aged 59 miles an hour for over 10 
hours. Even 20 years ago there was- 
n’t a car built that. could do that 
and stay together.” 

“That’s not the point,” I said, “I’m 
talking about fun.” 

“Call it fun if you want to,” Jim- 
mie Oren cut in, “but I’m for the 
latest and the best, and I’ll put in 
with Charlie. I’ll never forget the 
day I drove from Terre Haute to 
Dayton, Ohio, a matter of less than 
200 miles, and it took me from early 
morning till midnight. That was in 
1908. I had three women along, my 
wife and two of her friends, and I 
had 16 punctures and blowouts. Re- 
member what a flat tire meant in 
those days? First get out the jack. 
We still have to do that. Then take 
a wrench and take off six lug caps 
and the nut on the valve stem. Then 
take the big tool with two long 
prongs called a fork, and pry up 
the tire to get each lug out. That 
was an art in itself, for you had to 
be mighty careful of the tube. When 
that was done you pulled the tube 
out and patched it untess you had 
a spare. After that, all you had to 
do was put the tube back, replace 
the lugs, pry the tire back over the 
rim, tighten the lugs, and pump up 
the tire. Really, it was the most fun 
pumping up the tire after all that 
work. And when you had to do it 16 
times, alone, you really had a work- 
out. And don’t forget that you also

had the pleasure of cranking the 
engine after each time. Mine was a 
Thomas, and that was something to 
turn over.” 

“Well, I'll admit that tire trouble 
was a headache,” I agreed, “but the 
thrill was there, I never have it any 
more.” 

“T think I know what you mean, 
Harry,” Tom McKnight was talking, 
“and I feel much the same way at 
times. My old 1906 Stoddard-Day- 
ton was my pride and joy. It was 
so quiet you could hardly hear it, 
and I used to park and balance a 
lead pencil on the radiator cap to 
show the boys how smooth the motor 
ran. Tires were awful, that’s true. 
If I got four or five thousand miles 
on .a set I was bragging about it. 
I remember my first set of demount- 
able rims. It was in 1910 on my 
National. They fit so badly I had 
to carry a sledge hammer to drive 
the rims off and on again, but it 
sure was wonderful to have a spare, 
all pumped up, to put on. And, boy, 
when I got that 1912 Cadillac with a 
starter, I thought I was really the 
last word, and with demountable 
rims, too, touring was a different 
story.” 

“Guess you don’t remember the 
Dunlop tire ring,” Frank Adams ad- 
ded. “It had a smal] circle stamped 
on it showing two hands in the circle 
to indicate that your hands could 
remove the ring. There was a little 
turnbuckle which released or tight- 
ened the ring. When it worked it 
was swell, but just let a little road 
dirt and water get in it, and it took 
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a hammer and cold chisel, and quite 
a bit of skin from your knuckles to 
budge it. 

“When I bought that 1904 Mit- 
chell, the simple tire rings were a 
selling point. I had plenty of time 
to remember how well they worked 
in the salesroom. And while I’m on 
the subject, that was some car. A 
four cylinder Rutenber motor, each 
cylinder cast separately, a progres- 
Sive transmission that was the in- 
vention of the devil himself, and 
valves that had to be ground every 
two or three thousand miles. Got so 
I did most of the work myself, and 
there wasn’t anything about that 
baby I didn’t know. Downhill, wide 
open, it would do 28 miles an hour. I 
had a speedometer put on to prove 
it. No bumpers, and if you wanted 
a top and headlights they were extra. 

“My top had a celluloid curtain for 
a windshield, that rolled up. Soon 
it was cracked and so scratched you 
could hardly see through it. The 
fenders were bent wood, no enclos- 
ures, and every time you hit a puddle 
the water splashed up in the car. 
No wonder we wore goggles and 
dusters.” 

“Remember trying to light the 
headlights if it was windy?” Charlie 
asked. “Just get out, open the doors 
on the lamps, go back and start the 
gas generator, and then start strik- 
ing matches. I’ve spent 15 minutes 
when [I was in a hurry, getting 
those blankety - blank lamps lighted. 
And the darned generator was so 
cranky. One night between Boston 
and Providence, I had to cut a. club 
and beat the carbide tank twice a 
minute to keep the headlights going. 
Up they’d pop when I hit the tank, 
then go down again: Yep, it was 
fun! 

“Another time when it was pour- 
ing, no windshield wipers in those 
days, and the lights just wouldn’t 
burn right, I was lost on a strange 
road about midnight. I came to a 
crossroad and stopped. I could see 
a post with something on it and tried 
to make it out. Too dark. So I 
climbed out and shinnied up the post. 
Striking one match after another I 
finally read it. It said Carter’s Little 
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Liver Pills!” The gang snickered. 
“And an added pleasure was clean- 
ing out the carbide tank the next 
day. If you forgot it, you had no 
gas come sundown. When the Presto- 
Light gas tank came out, we thought 
we really had something.” ; 

“That reminds me of a fool trick 
J did,” I said. “We had been dump- 
ing the carbide ash alongside the 
garage and had quite a heap of it. 
I had noticed that it would heave 
and gas every time it rained, so one 
day I spread it. out and threw a 
bucket of water on it. It bubbled, 
and I reached down and struck a 
match.” Everyone laughed. ‘‘You can 
laugh if you want to, but I was in 
the hospital for a week getting over 
the burns, and all summer healing 
up. Mighty lucky it was outdoors, 
I guess, or I might have blown the 
building down.” 

“Lucky you’re here to tell about 
it,’ Charlie put in. “But to go on, 
once you had the headlights lit, that 
was it. No control when you met an- 
other car. The lights were either on 
or off, that’s all. I’ll still take my 
electric sealed beams!” 

“IT think the old rear entrance 
Genera] was my prize,” Ralph Sher- 
man said, “Vintage of 1903. They 
had a very ingenious lock that hooked 
into a hole in a brass casting on the 
back door to keep it closed. Usually 
the passengers in the tonneau _ sat 
on each side of the door for safety, 
but when we had a crowd, one had 
to sit in the middle, using the pad- 
ded door as a backrest. [ was al- 
ways afraid the door would come 
open, and one day as I hit a ter- 
rific bump, it did, and my ten-year- 
old nephew hit the street, fortunately 
without serious results.

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“Did you ever ride on the spare 
seat in a White Steamer?” asked 
John Johnson. “That really was an 
experience. I was 14, and we were 
visiting some friends in Richmond, 
Virginia. After dinner they asked us 
to go for a ride. It was a beautiful, 
hot, moonlight summer evening, and 
as there were six of us,W% drew the 
spare seat, which was over the boiler! 
You can imagine how I enjoyed the 
ride which lasted for three hours 
around the countryside. Sure, the old 
Steamer ran like a million. But when- 
ever I think I’m hot, I think back 
to that night. I think the Old Nick 
would have thought that was a hot 
seat.” 

Charlie broke in. “If I remember, 
that seat was only a piece of carpet 
on the asbestos boiler cover. Sure it 
was hot. But no matter where you 
sat, the seat wasn’t too good. Some 
ears had pretty good springs, but 
the ride was always rough if you 
got off the paved roads.

SCIENTIFIC WONDERLAND 


The Willis Michael Collection, York, Pa. 


As I continue my work on the great 
collection of Willis Michael, York, 
Penna., I find myself in constant 
amazement. It seems almost beyond 
belief that such an endless array of 
mechanical and artistic wonders could 
be found in one fabulous collection, 
and a private collection at that. I

am told by people who have seen the 
collection many times that they al- 
ways find something new and inter- 
esting in it. In a visit of a few hours, 
one can only view the highlights. It 
would take months to make a careful 
study of each individual item and to 
note the particular features of each 


one. 

Illustration No. 41 shows a very 
beautiful long case clock by David 
Rittenhouse of Norristown, Pa. Illus- 
tration No. 42 shows the details of 
the dial of this same clock. David 
Rittenhouse is one of the truly great 
names in the history of American 
clockmaking and perhaps a bit of 
his history will be interesting, 

David Rittenhouse, America’s first 
truly great clockmaker and scientist, 
was born at Norriton (Norristown), 
Penna., in 1732. He was a pupil of 
John Gorgas, his uncle, who married 
Sophia Rittenhouse, and is reputed to 
have constructed a clock at the age 
of 17. He showed an early interest in 
science and mathematics. He was a 
grandson of the first Mennonite 
Bishop in America. The original 
name was Rittenhuijsen and, of 
course, Dutch. The family migrated 
from the Netherlands to the Rhine- 
land during the Spanish occupation 
of the Netherlands and later from the 
Rhineland to America. 

He made splendid tall clocks at 
Norristown before moving to Phila- 
delphia in 1770. He was a surveyor 
and astronomer and was commis- 
sioned by the government to survey 
the Mason-Dixon line in 1763; using 
his own instruments. He constructed 
Orreries, mathematical instruments, 
astronomical clocks and machines. He 
calculated the transit of Venus in 
1769 and later observed it success- 
fully from his own observatory. 

He was a member of the Provincial 
Legislature in 1775 and president of 
the Philadelphia Committee of Safe- 
ty in 1776. He was a member of the 
Pennsylvania Constitutional Conven- 
tion and was treasurer of the Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania, 1777- 
1779. He served as Professor of as- 
tronomy at the University of Penn- 
sylvania from 1779 to 1782. He suc- 
ceeded Benjamin Franklin as presi- 
dent of the American Philosophical

Society in 1791. He was a Fellow of 
the London Royal Society in 1795. 
He died in 1796. Rittenhouse Square 
in Philadelphia is named for him. 

The clock illustrated was made at 
Norristown and would therefore date 
from a period prior to 1770 since 
Rittenhouse was located in Philadel- 
phia after that date, All of the fea- 
tures of this fine clock are in har- 
mony with that dating. The finely 
proportioned case is of beautifully 
grained mahogany. It is a truly mag- 
nificent specimen by a master crafts- 
man in every detail from the well 
turned feet at the bottom to grace- 
ful broken scroll at the top. 

The dial of this clock is most in- 
teresting. It is brass, of course, with 
applied decorative chased brass pieces 
in the spandrels and the arch. The 
chapter ring is polished brass at- 
tached to the base plate. Numerals 
and subdivisions are engraved and 
filled with black wax which is tra- 
ditional for the period. The signature 
is on polished brass and attached to 
the base plate below the winding 
arbors. There are three calendar win- 
dows; one showing the month, an- 
other showing the date of the month 
and a third showing the day of the 
week. There is a second hand and 
the moon phase disc is located above 
the dial in the Queen Anne arch. 

I am intrigued by the hands on this 
clock. At a glance, they appear to be 
of the same design as those used ex- 
tensively on Connecticut shelf clocks 
of the middle 19th century. There 
was a time when I was inclined to 
date any clock with this type of hands 
from 1860 to 1880. I have, however, 
seen the same design of hands on old 
English clocks and which appeared 
to be authentic. These hands are, of 
course, hand cut from heavy gauge 
metal while the more modern ones 
are stamped from thin metal. 


Any collection could proudly boast 
of as fine a specimen as this one 
and bearing the signature of one of 
the very greatest of all American 
clockmakers, David Rittenhouse. 


Illustration No. 44. Here is illus- 
trated a recent addition to the col- 
lection of Willis Michael and which 
he described as “The best propor- 
tioned and most stately tall clock in 
my collection.” I agree with him 
thoroughly. It was made by George 
Hoff, Lancaster, Penna., and prob- 
ably dates about 1780. George Hoff 
was born in 1740 in Germany and 
migrated to the United States in 
1765. He worked at clockmaking at 
Lancaster, Penna., from 1765 to 1816, 
the year of his death. In addition to 
making tall clocks, he also made some 
watches and perhaps a few shelf 
clocks. In fact, a shelf clock made by 
him was illustrated in my article 
“Old Clocks on the Auction Block” 
in the August, 1952, issue of HOB- 
BIES. 

George Hoff was followed by two 
clockmaking sons, John and George, 
Jr. The clock we are _ illustrating 
must, of course, be attributed to the 
elder George Hoff. 

This clock has a three-train move- 
ment and chimes the quarter hours 
on bells. How different from the 
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No. 42 





usual tall clock that strikes the hours 
only on one huge bell, reminding one 
of the clanging of a fire engine. This 
feature is common in clocks of Eu- 
ropean manufacture but is not found 
too often in those of American vin- 


tage. 

It should be noted that this clock 
has a calendar hand pointing to the 
date on an inner chapter ring num- 
bered from one to thirty-one. It also 
has a second hand. The painting in 
the spandrels is different from any- 
thing I have seen. 

There are other points about this 
elock that are different. The com- 
bination of French feet with a brok- 
en scroll is not often seen. The use 
of brass capitals in the pillars is also 
somewhat unique in American made 
clocks. 

All in all, the clock is a master- 
piece by a master clockmaker and 
Mr. Michaej is justifiably proud to 
have it in his fine collection. 

It is now time to break our stride 
after devoting so much attention to 
two exceptionally fine tall clocks and 
turn to a smaller example but one 
that nevertheless offers an example 
of interest far out of proportion to 
its size. 


Illustration No. 45. Here is a fine 
example of a Lighthouse Clock by the 





justly famous Simon Willard. The 
name “Simon” appears on the dial 
under the numeral] 12 and the name 
“Willard” above the numeral six. The 
key is also stamped with the name 
“Willard” and a date “1822.” Not all 
old clocks are so easily identified but 
a great many by Simon Willard bear 
his name. A superb craftsman, sure 
of the quality of his work, had no 
hesitancy in placing his name on the 
products of his skill. 

So much has been written about 
the Willards of Massachusetts, and 
I have quoted extensively in previous 
articles, that I hardly know what 
would be of interest to add here. The 
family was a large and prolific one, 
Nearly all of them were connected in 
some manner with clockmaking. All 
had great mechanical ability and 
were artisans of skill and imagina- 
tion. They played an important part 
in early clockmaking in America and 
exerted great influence in the indus- 
try for a hundred years, from the 
second half of the 18th century to 
near the close of the 19th. 

The two most important members 
of the Willard family in the clock- 
making industry were Simon (1753- 
1848) and his younger brother, Aar- 
on, who presumably was taught by 
Simon. A poll of advanced collectors 
would, in all probability, lean rather

Illustration No. 46. I must confess 
a love for the ornate French clocks 
of the late 18th to the late 19th ceu- 
turies and here is another example 
of this type. The statue is gilded, the 
base is marble and the base ornz- 
ments are brass. The dial of porce- 
lain is beautifully decorated and the 
hands are both ornate and artistic. 
One can always be sure that the 
movement is precision made and an 
accurate timekeeper when properly 
adjusted. 


Illustration No. 47 is another ex- 
ample of the limitless imagination of 
the French clockmakers. The figures 
are of bronze, the case is of brass 
and the base is of beautiful cut ala- 
baster. A very charming little clock, 
the like of which is not made today. 


Many people, at first glance, will 
say of these clocks: ‘‘It is too ornate” 
or “I wouldn’t like that.” Neverthe- 
less, those who have them love them. 


I have one more installment in the 
series on the collection of Willis Mi- 
chael and have purposely held back 
two of the most interesting clocks 
I have ever seen for the ending. I 
have learned a lot through the prep- 
aration of this series and I sincerely 
hope that some worthwhile knowl- 
edge, as well as interest, has been 
conveyed to our readers, 


I have been promised access to one 
other fine collection in this vicinity 
and I hope to gather from it material 
for another series of articles when 
I have finished with the Willis Mi- 
chael collection a month hence. 


It would be of great interest to me 
to know if the type of articles I have 
been writing for a long time are of 
any value for our readers. It is easy 
for me to write about things I like 
but I am always wondering if those 
who read them would like something 
different. The editors of HOBBIES 
have been very lenient with me and 
have permitted me to write as I see 
fit.

Right now I would like to have 
the answers to three questions: 


1. Are the readers of HOBBIES 
desirous of having these articles con- 
tinued? 

2. Are there any other phases of 
the subject of horology that would 
be of interest?

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The Coronation of 
A Queen and Her Collection 


The nearness of coronation day in 
England takes us back 115 years to 
another coronation of a young and 
lovely queen, that of Victoria, great 
great grandmother of Elizabeth II of 
England. And no doll collector can 
think of England’s good Queen of the 
last century without a warm feeling 
in the heart for her love of dolls and 
her generosity in sharing her treas- 
ures with others. 

Excitement over the coming coro- 
nation is keen. Elizabeth II has en- 
deared herself to the public at large 
as well as to her own people. More 
than a century has passed since Eng- 
land has had a queen. The girl who 
was born to be England’s present 
Queen is now barely twenty-six. In 
the above respects history repeats it- 
self. Keen as is the excitement over 
the coronation of Elizabeth II it could 
hardly surpass that other illustrious 
ancestor, Victoria, then a girl of nine- 
teen. 

Preparations for Coronation Day, 
June 28, 1838, began almost as soon 
as Victoria had been proclaimed

Queen of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland, a full year 
previously. As the day approached a 
gigantic fair was in progress in the 
middle of Hyde Park, dressmakers 
had been working day and night. 
Scaffolds had been erected along the 
line of procession. Window seats 
were at a premium. Many had stayed 
up all night to retain a desirable spot 
along the sidewalk. Peers dressed 
their children as pages, so that they 
could gain admission to Westminster 
Abbey, where the ceremony took 
place, and many dressed as choristers 
for the same reason. There were four 
hundred in the orchestra and choir. 

A roar of artillery mingled with 
the tolling of church bells greeted the 
sunrise on the great day, and waiting 
for admission at the doors of the 
Abbey as early as 5 A.M. were ladies 
of high rank who had spent all night 
at their toilet. A salute of twenty-one 
guns at 10 A. M. heralded the news 
that the Queen had left her royal 
residence and was on her way to the 
Abbey. Scarcely had the guns ceased 
firing when a mighty chorus roared 
through the streets of London — 
“God save the Queen!” At one place 
the crowd was so dense that the police 
started to use clubs to maintain order, 
put this the Queen forbade. She never 
could tolerate cruelty even for her 
own protection. 


The scene in Westminster Abbey 
has been described by an eye-witness, 
Miss Martineau, in her ‘“Autobi- 
ography” as follows: “The stone 
architecture contrasted finely with 
the gay colors of the multitude. From. 
my high seat, I commanded the whole 
north transept, the area with the 
throne, and many portions of galleries 
and balconies which were called the 
vaultings. Except the mere sprinkling 
of oddities, everybody was in full dress. 
The scarlet of the military officers 
mixed in well, and the groups of the 
clergy were dignified (some of them 
splendid: the prebends, for exe-- le, 
were in gorgeous robes originallv 
worn at the coronation of James II., 


and carefully preserved for such 
august occasions). To an unaccus- 
tomed eye, the prevalence of court 
dresses had a curious effect; I ‘was 
perpetually .taking whole groups of 
gentlemen for Quakers, till I recol- 
lected myself. The Earl Marshall’s 
assistants, called ‘gold sticks,’ looked 
well from above, lightly flitting about 
in white breeches, silk stockings, blue 
laced frocks, and white sashes. The

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throne, covered, as was its footstool, 
with cloth of gold, stood on an eleva- 
tion of four steps in front of the area. 
The first peeress took her seat at a 
quarter to seven, and three of the 
bishops came next. From that time 
peers and the ladies arrived faster 
and faster. Each peeress was con- 
ducted by two gold sticks, one of 
whom handed her to her seat, and the 
other bore and arranged her train on 
her lap, and saw that her coronet, 
footstool, and books were comfortably 
laced. ‘ 

“About nine o’clock the first gleams 
of the sun started into the Abbey, and 
presently travelled down to the peer- 
esses. I had never before seen the 
full effect of diamonds. As the light 
travelled, each lady shown out as a 
rainbow. The brightness, vastness, 
and dreamy magnificence of the scene 
produced a strange effect of ex- 
haustion and sleepiness. The guns 
told when the Queen set forth, and 
there was universal animation. The 
gold sticks flitted about; there was 
tuning in the orchestra; and the for- 
eign ambassadors and their suites 
arrived in quick succession. At half- 
past eleven the guns told that the 
Queen had arrived.” It had taken an

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hour and a half to make the short 
journey from the royal residence to 
Westminster Abbey. 

One can imagine the feelings that 
swept the audience when young Vic- 
toria emerged from the robing room 
in her crimson velvet and ermine and 
gold lace accompanied by eight girls 
of about her own age bearing her 
train, and on either side the Bishops 
of Durham, Wells and Bath. Behind 
were the procession of the Regalia, an 
impressive sight. 

When the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury announced “Sirs, I*present unto 
you Queen Victoria. . .” a mighty 
chorus of “God save the Queen” rent 
the rafters of the old Abbey. Then 
followed the Litany and presentation 
by the Queen of an altar-cloth and 
ingot of gold, which, with the insignia 
of royalty, sceptre, dove, orb and 
spurs, were placed on the altar. After 
this came the Communion Service and 
a sermon. Then, as Her Majestv sat 
in King Edward’s chair under a cloth 
of gold supported by four Knights of 
the Garter, her head and hands were 
annointed with holy oil from the coid 
ampulla on the altar. 

It seemed as thourh God gave His 
blessing on the young girl as she 
knelt to receive the crown, for just at 
that moment a ray of sunlight fell 
on her face and reflection from the 
diamonds made a halo round her head. 
Then the whole Abbey became re- 
splendent with the glitter of gold and 
jewels, for it was the cue for the 
peers and peeresses to don their cor- 
onets and the kings-at-arms their 
crowns. From without came the boom 
of guns, the beating of drums, the 
blare of trumpets. 

As the noise subsided the words by 
the Archbishop, “Be strong and of 
good courage!” ‘was followed by the 
anthem “The Queen Shall Rejoice in 
Thy Strength, O Lord.” During the 
presentation of the Bible the choir 
sang the “Te Deum.” Then Victoria 
was lifted onto the throne and the 
Archbishoo of Canterbury and the 
Dukes of Sussex, Cambridge and 
Wellington pledged their allegiance.

The final blessing was given after 
the Queen had received the Sacra- 
ment, and the ceremony ended with 
the choir singing: “Hallelujah! for the 
Lord God Omni~otent Reigneth.” 

Victoria was greatly moved by the 
whole proceeding, especially by the 
waiting crowd outside. She could 
scarcely restrain her tears as she ack- 
knowledged their tremendous ovation. 

It was a day filled with pomp and 
pageantry and glory. Victoria was 
crowned Queen. But in her heart she 
was the same little girl who had 
loved her dolls and her pets. As she 
alighted at the palace door after her 
return journey, the barking welcome 
of her favorite dog Dash filled her 
with one thought only — to comfort 
little Dash. 

Many souvenirs of Queen Victoria’s 
coronation have been preserved 
through the years. One that will in- 
terest doll collectors is a four and 
one-fourth-inch wooden doll dressed 
in worn and faded Robes of State in 
the collection of Patricia Foster, 
Tacoma Wash. The accompanying 
sketch by Darcy (Ruth Campbell Wil- 
liams of Chagrin Falls, Ohio) gives 
an idea of what the doll looks like. 

Darcy herself has carved an eleven- 
inch jointed wooden portrait doll of 
Victoria and dressed the figure mag- 
nificently in crimson velvet Robes of 
State. See illustration. 

Another Victoria doll carved from 
wood by Darcy is the one she calls 
Drina, a name given the Princess in 
childhood and derived from her real 
first name, Alexandrina. It is seven 
and one-half inches tall and carries a 
two-inch wooden doll representing 
Queen Elizabeth I in a costume copied 
from one worn in the ballet “Kenil- 
worth” performed in 1831 at the 
King’s Theatre, London, which Vic- 
toria attended. : 

The accompanying sketch of two 
wooden jointed five-inch dolls, one 
dressed, the other undressed, is given 
to show the kind of dolls Victoria 
liked best to play with. Many of these 
dolls she herself dressed; others were 
costumed by her governess, Baroness

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Lehzen. In childhood Victoria was 
thrown on her own considerably and 
she turned to dolls for her indoor re- 
creation and amusement. Even in 
later years when affairs of state 
weighed heavily on her shoulders her 
interest in these make-believe little 
persons of childhood years was such 
that she permitted Frances H. Low to 
compile a book about them. It is said 
that much of the book was written by 
the Queen herself. 

In regard to Victoria’s toys, Charles 
Morris in his book “The Life of Queen 
Victoria,” now out of vrint, has this 
COMBA. srs oreo she was abundantly 
supplied, the lonely life with which 
palace etiquette surrounds the chil- 
dren of royalty being solaced, as far 
as possible, with a superfluity of 
playthings. We are told that at one 
time she was the proud possessor of 
one hundred and thirty-two dolls at 
once. 
“Although very ordinary little 
Dutch toys, many of them with 
painted wooden faces, they have all 
been preserved with many other 
mementos of the childhood of Eng- 
land’s remarkable sovereign. Most 
of these dolls revresent ballet-dancers 
of the Queen’s childhood, in costume. 

“In her memoirs the Queen writes 
that she was frequently taken to the 
opera, and that she enjoyed it very 
much. At home in her nursery, the 
forlorn little girl played over and over 
again the operas and ballads of which 
she was so fond, with her little ‘wood- 
en puppets dressed in scraps of rich 
silk and satin. The modern mother 
and her trained nursery maid may 
picture the Princess alone in a big 
house with few attendants, silently 
amusing herself with her toy theatre 
and its wooden ballet-girls. 

“A servant rummaging in one of the 
garrets of Buckingham Palace some 
years ago found a number of dolls 
which were dressed by Queen Victoria 
when she was a little girl. The dis- 
covery of this collection of old-fash-

ment at Osborne, where the news was 
speedily sent. The Queen at once tele- 
graphed to have the dolls all seated 
on chairs and sofas and photographed 
and the pictures sent down to her at 
once. She derived a great deal of 
satisfaction from these quaint memor- 
ials of her childhood. 

“Some of the dolls had been made 
by the Queen herself when she was 
only the little Princess Victoria. The 
bodies were fashioned in the usual 
way and the regulation china head 
attached. Many of them, however, 
were the quaint jointed wooden dolls 
that few children of the present day 
have seen, but that their grand- 
mothers remember.” 

Charles Morris goes on to describe 
the variety of dolls belonging to 
young Victoria. He says: “Many of 
the dolls, which are now in the Kens- 
ington Museum, in London, are dres- 
sed in old Flemish costumes, in which 
red and yellow predominate, and 
wear ponderous wooden shoes. There 
are six of these, four being dressed 
as girls and two as boys. But most 
of the English dolls are made to re- 
present historical personages, and 
some are named for friends of Her 
Majesty’s girlhood. Henry VIII has a 
variety of counterfeit presentments 
in one of which he is dressed in full 
armor made by fine stitches of silver 
thread, that give the annearance of 
steel. Queen Elizabeth was a favorite 
also, several dolls being dressed to 
represent her. Some are in> court 
costume, made with nicest detail, and 
others are in riding habits. 

“A group composed of Shakespeare 
and Ann Hathaway and a figure re- 
presenting Dr. Johnson show that the 


little Princess developed at an early . 


e the literary tastes that have been 
pein: srt of her life. Shakespeare 
is dressed evidently after the well- 
known picture in his house at Strat- 
ford-on-Avon, and his wife wears the 
costume of that period. .To _prevent 
possibility of ‘mistaken identity,’ the 
name of ‘Ann Hathaway, is written 
on the fine linen underclothes of that 

rsonage. 

The =— dolls represent Napole- 
on Bonaparte, Empress Josephine and 
Marie Louise. The Russian dolls 
show the Czar’s uniform of white 
broadcloth, gold-laced and corded, and 
various dazzling Court costumes. The 
headdress is of rich lace with strings 
of pearls. Dolls in Swiss and Italian 
costumes are numerous. and in every 
instance are faithful copies. 

“All the dolls were supplied by 
Victoria with outfits for every pos- 
sible occasion, informal and state, day 
and night. Each had real hair, golden 
or brown, which at that time was a 
startling novelty.” 

Evidently Mr. Morris was not writ- 
ing of the five-inch wooden dolls 
when he wrote of the dolls having 
real hair. 

It is especially gratifying to col- 
lectors that Victoria always was doll- 
minded. While she did not collect 
them for herself in later years, she 
had them displayed in museums, and 
we look upon the great Queen as Eng- 
land’s Number one doll collector. 


Collectors—Leprechauns 

If it’s a leprechaun ye’re a’ wantin’, 
it’s Pade Powell of Boston, for the 
little Irish lady is an authority on 
fairies and folklore. In her studio 
at Exmoor Farm she fashions the 
little men for St, Patrick’s Day and 
what have you. 

Leprechauns, as all know, are the 
little men one meets on a summer’s 
walk who, if you catch them and 
keep your eyes fixed on them, must 
tell you where a crock of gold is 
hidden. But the tricks of the lepre- 
chauns are the subject of many a 
tale. 

Miss Powell, who came to this 
country in 1939 and is now a citizen, 
is an internationally - known author- 
ity on the subject, having collected 
folk and fairylore from the people 
of the western islands of Ireland. 
Her dolls, modeled after the island- 
ers, have won her praise from the 
Nationa] Museum in Dublin and mu- 
seums in London, Glasgow, Paris and 
many American cities have displays 
of her dolls. 

In 1939, while in Ireland, Miss 
Powell wrote to HOBBIES offering 
to exchange “Dolls for hospitality” 
on a trip to the United States. Doll 
collectors were enthusiastic, and she 
displayed her dolls in Los Angeles, 
Chicago, and from Texas to New 
York. 

She won first prize for folk dolls 
at the Chicago Antique Exposition 
and Hobby Fair in 1939:

“Taffee,” a glamorous miss, with 
a hip-length hank of hair, a svelie 
shape and big eyes brings $10 an 
hour when used as an advertising 
model with an underwear company. 

Mrs. Rassner herself, a chic yourg 
modern, spends so much on buying 
dolls she usually foregoes buying new 
clothes for herself. Asked if she 
planned to buy an Easter outfit, she 
said, “Oh, I don’t think so, you see, 
there are a couple of French dolls 
I’ve had my eyes on for a long time.” 

Among her other dolls are a six- 
inch German beauty made in 1875 
wearing the original costume, val- 
ued at $150; a nursemaid with car- 
riage, baby and bulldog; the famous 
vaudeville team of Gallagher and 
Shean; and mechanical dolls which 
dance and ride bicycles, and early 
walking and wetting dolls. 

One of these is ““Scheherezade” who 
convolutes her body and waves her 
tambourine in accepted fashion. On 
television, this would really be good.

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Vacation Days 


By THELMA SHULL 


So many collectors try to assemble 
a tray full of one kind of button or 
those made from one material that 
they perhaps do not think about the 
possibilities of gathering buttons re- 
lated to one subject. Vacations come 
to mind as of immediate interest to 
millions of persons at this season of 
the year: and there are multitudes of 
buttons with pictures on them related, 
in one way or another. to this broad 
subject. 

Taking a vacation usually means 
traveling away from home by auto, 
train, plane, boats, etc. To start the 
itinerary via pictures one would begin 
with the mode of travel. each of them 
found on buttons. Buttons ~icturing 
planes are not so old; the autos date 


back forty or fifty years: but the 
boats and trains are pictured on early 
examples. There is one fascinating 
train button showing a high railroad 
trestle with a train going underneath 
it. Sail boats and row boats are quite 
plentiful on old buttons. A sailing 
ship was pressed on an early horn 
button by means of a metal die which 
made the design while the horn was 
soft and pliable. When the horn 
cooled, the raised im~™ression was 
permanent. This button was made 
before 1850 by T. Wells Ingram, a 
button manufacturer of Birmingham, 
England. 

If one chooses a hunting trip in the 
western states or the wilds of Canada 
or a fishing trip at some lake resort 


the buttons to vividly portray the 
highlights of the trip would include 
mountain scenery, deer, big horned 
sheep, foxes, wolves, bears, mountain 
goats, fish, shells, and cattails and 
water lilies. One of the most unusual 
fish buttons pictures fish and crabs 
intertwined +o form a_ continuous 
rhythmical pattern raised in a copper 
surface. The buttons are about the 
size of a silver dollar. There are big 
horned sheep on lustred black glass, 
dozens of graceful deer, and a varied 
assortment of mountain views. 
Some people prefer a restful dude 
ranch or a week or two “down on the 
farm.” There are farm scenes on 
buttons to remind them of pleasant, 
lazy summer days (lazy if one is a

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gentleman farmer and doesn’t help 
with the work). There are also cows, 
horses, sheep, goats, chickens, ducks, 
poreupines, and beavers. Scenes of 
old mills and mill wheels are avail- 
able in quantity also. 

For some busy people the nearest 
to a trip they can manage is a picnic 
now and then, or a hike along a coun- 
try road or through the woods. Rab- 
bits, squirrels, and various types of 
birds and wild flowers will recall 
memories of many such delightful 
occasions. 

Old wooden fence posts were pic- 
tured on buttons, sometimes alone or 
again with Kate Greenaw:- children 
sitting on the fence or drawing water 
from a well. The hammer and sickle 
and scythe and nails, tools of the 
farmer, ‘were homely subjects, but 
they were friendly, familiar objects 
and popular on the buttons for the 
clothing of our forefathers who cut 
the timbers for their homes and 
blazed pathways through the forests. 

At picnics one remembers the food. 
Besides good ham and cheese sand- 
wiches, there are olives, pickles, 
potato salad, baked beans, cake, fruit, 
candies, and salted nuts. Many of 
these items of food are pictured in 
vivid colors on the modern plastic or 
“goofy” buttons. Some women re- 
member the flies and ants and spiders 
and little brown assorted bugs of one 
kind or another which invariably show 
up at picnics as unwelcome intruders. 
However, these assorted disagreeable 
subjects are much more inviting when 
found pictured on old buttons. An 
entomologist, especially, would appre- 
ciate the beautiful larze glass flies, 
the small metal mosquitoes, and other 
miscellaneous items of squeamish 
subjects. The small fry in the family 
who enjoy catching butterflies in the 
summer months and labeling each one 
(as every budding scientist should do) 
may often be prevailed upon to spend 
some of their time indoors gathering 
butterflies and moths on buttons. 

For the lucky traveler who enjoys 
a few weeks in Europe, there are 
numerous buttons to help fill out a 
travelog or record of the trip. The 
gondolas in Italy, the windmills in 
Holland, and famous paintings in the 
picture galleries of various countries,

Horse 
Brasses 


By DAVID CLARKE 


Among the delightful fields of 
collecting is the interesting one of 
searching for the old brass amulets 
which are, or used to be, worn by 
horses and of which over 1,000 dif- 
ferent designs are found. They are 
quaint and decorative, survivals of 
ancient superstitions and records of 
local history. 

The origin of these ornaments was 
the belief in the power of the “Evil 
Eye” and the value of an amulet 
or mascot as a protection. The clas- 
sic designs all have significance in 
this respect. Latterly they have been 
worn more for the decorative effect 
and this has widened the choice of 
designs. 

The earliest mention of them is in

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the Old Testament (Judges VIII, V 
21) Horse trappings with jewelled 
silver amulets were found in Nubia 
during excavations of a pre-Roman 
site, while Roman examples have been 
found in British archaeological pro- 
jects. 

The Saracens and Turks used them 
during the Crusades period and short- 
ly after they were re-introduced into 
Europe possibly by Romanies or 
Gypsies. In England they were used 
during the 17th and 18th centuries 
and can be seen on many contempor- 
ary pictures and prints. 

The 19th century saw their great- 
est popularity however, particularly 
between 1860 and 1890, and it is 
from this period that most of our 
brasses have come. They are still 
favored by old-fashioned carters to- 
day and are commonly seen at fairs 
and horse shows. 

The material used and the method 
of manufacture are a rough guide 
to the age of a “brass.” In early 
times bronze was used, then lead and 
pewter. In the 17th and 18th cen- 
turies hand-worked brass is found 
while in the prolific 19th century 
the brass was cast. In more modern 
times, and for cheap reproductions, 
brasses were stamped from thin 
sheet metal. 

The most commonly worn brass 
was the “face piece” which hung on 
the horse’s forehead. A “flyer” or 
“swinger” was carried erect between 
the ears, mounted in a frame or stand 
and allowed to swing. A little bell 
is often found in this position. The 
martingale, a broad leather strap 
hanging down the horse’s chest was 
often ornamented with brasses sim- 
ilar in size to the face piece, the 
number varying between five and 
ten. 

The “hame plate” was a brass that 
was not in general use though about 
30 designs are found, the most com- 
mon depicting three horses in pro- 
cession. They are of elongated shape

and were attached to the straps which 
connect the hames. A small brass 
was also sometimes placed in the 
center of the “blinkers” worn by 
urban animals. 

Collectors can take advantage of 
the decorative qualities of Horse 
Brasses in many ways. They can be 
used to adorn ladies’ costumes, belts, 
handbags, etc., but they will mostly 
be hung on walls, looking particu- 
larly effective when placed around 
fireplaces to glow and twinkle. Many 
an old English inn owes much of its 
charm to the brasses hung along the 
oak ceiling beams.

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CABINETMAKING IN AMERICA 
DURING THE SEVENTEENTH & EIGHTEENTH CENTURIES 


GEORGE HEPPLEWHITE OF ENGLAND 
AND HIS AMERICAN INTERPRETERS 


When we come to a discussion of 
the furniture styles known as Hepple- 
white and Sheraton, it is well to re- 
member that there is little difference 
between the two except in the chairs. 
The other pieces of furniture are 
much alike. 

The date and birthplace of Hepple- 
white are unknown. It is thought he 
came to London from the County of 
Durham where there were many fam- 
ilies by the name of Hepplewhite al- 
though some claim that he was born 
in Lancastershire and served his ap- 
prenticeship under a famous crafts- 
man of that section by the name of 
Gillow. It is conceded, however, that 
many pieces of furniture designed by 
Adam were made in Hepplewhite’s 
shop and quite possibly by George 
Hepplewhite, himself. 

Hepplewhite left practically no 
traces behind him. Although re- 
searchers have been trying for gen- 
erations to find detailed information 
regarding him, they have had littie 
success. It is known that he worked 
in London from about 1760 until his 
death in 1786. His shop was in Red- 
cross Street, in the Parish of St. 
Giles, Cripplegate and he was a mem- 
ber of the London Society of Cabinet 
Makers. It is also known that the 
Hepplewhite business was continued 
until 1793 at least, some seven years 
after his death. Where was George 
Hepplewhite buried? No one knows 
and perhaps no one ever will. 

In 1788, his widow, Alice Hepple- 
white, who was carrying on the cab- 
inetmaking establishment under the 
name of A. Hepplewhite & Co., pub- 


lished his Cabinet-Maker and Uphol- 
sterer’s Guide — a book containing 
approximately 300 furniture designs 
but nowhere in this book did she make 
specific reference to her husband. On 
the contrary, the title-page bears the 
signature “A. Hepplewhite & Co.”

In the Guide (of which there was a 
second edition in 1789 and a third in 
1794) Hepplewhite borrows freely 
from both Adam and the French. 
Louis XV of France died in 1774, 
and with his death the rococo style 
went out of fashion. In the France 
of Louis XVI, as in Adam’s England, 
the classic ideal became popular, both 
countries influenced by the excava- 
tions at Herculaneium and Pompeii. 
This new classicism did not represent 
the classic ideal of early Greece and 
Rome. It bore the same relationship 
to them that an Early American in- 
terior today bears to an Early Ameri- 
can interior of the 17th century. And 
so this classicism of Adam, Hepple- 
white and Sheraton is termed neo- 
classic. 

Whereas Chippendale’s The Gen- 
tleman and Cabinet-Maker’s Director 
was essentially a trade catalog of 
what the various cabinetmakers’ 
shops were able to execute, the Cab- 
inet-Maker and Upholsterer’s Guide 
was apparently compiled for provin- 
cial and colonial craftsmen who were 
desirous of knowing what were the 
latest London fashions in furniture. 

Unlike the designs in Chippendale’s 
Director, those in Hepplewhite’s 
Guide were practical and technically 
accurate. In them the traditions of 
the earlier Chippendale style were 
carried on except in the chairs, in 
which there was a distinct difference. 
This difference was toward a light- 
ness and gracefulness, and was owing 
to the influence of Adam and Louis 
XVI’s France. Whereas the Chippen- 
dale had been sturdy and robust, the 
Hepplewhite was light and slender. 
Whereas Chippendale used much or- 
nate carving, the new style used flat 
surfaces with inlay, painting, and 
veneering. Carving, when used, was 
light and classic in feeling. Hepple- 
white also made use of some of the 
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lighter woods: satinwood, rosewood, 
tulipwood and harewood. 


Hepplewhite owed much to Adam 
from whom he borrowed the shield 
back chair, which is so characteris- 
tic of the Hepplewhite chair style, 
as is the interlaced heart. He did not, 
however, borrow any of the exagger- 
ations of Adam’s style, developing, 
instead, a type of furniture suitable 
for the homes of a rapidly growing 
middle class. For his chairs, he also

Since the Guide was not published 
until 1788, it was not available to 
American cabinetmakers until some 
years after the Revolution. Doubtless 
some of this new-style furniture 
reached a few of the towns occupied 
by the British during the Revolution, 
but except in those cases it is ques- 
tionable whether much arrived in 
America before the turn of the cen- 
tury. The years immediately follow- 
ing peace were confused, and the 
growing irritation with England ter- 
minated in the War of 1812. In spite 
of all this, however, the English in- 
fluence was still enormous. So the 
Hepplewhite style was popular in the 
new Republic, but it was a style of 
the early 19th and not of the late 
18th century.

gressive transmission you told about. 
It had individual clutches, supposed- 
ly a great improvement. But on that 
run to the Cape we always had to 
stop, take out the floor boards, and 
tighten the clutches once or twice. 
One little stretch of hard pulling on 
some sand, and the clutches slipped 
and had to be adjusted.” 

“Our first car was a one lunger 
that slapped vou in the back every 
time it fired. We had to get out every 
few miles and feel the hubs. If they 
were getting hot, we drove slowly 
and looked for water to throw on 
them. All plain bearings, you know, 
ball and roller bearings came along 
later.” 


“Just recalled the sprag,” Frank 
added. “There was a device. You’ll 
remember the old one- and two-cylin- 
der babies didn’t have much power, 
and had a bad habit of stalling on a 
hill. especially when vou tried to 
shift gears. Many’s the car that 
rolled back downhill into trouble. So 
some smart fellow put a long steel 
rod which was pointed on the end, 
under the car. There was a chain to 
hold it up, and if your car stalled 
and started back, you reached down, 
released the chain, and dropped the 
sprag, which bit into the road. It 
worked pretty well.” 


“Gosh, Frank, I’d forgotten that 
one.” Charlie admitted, “but the Stutz 
had a no-back affair built in on their 
last models, and Studebaker used it 
up to ’40 or 741, too.” 


“You still think it was more fun in 
the old days, do you, Harry? Well, 
if I were to run a 1910 bus up to 
your house, about seven and one-half 
feet high, you’d almost need a ladder 
to get in and you could about stand 
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up in it. It’d have a low speed, low 
compression engine, terrible tires with 
90 pound pressure, an old fashioned 
gear shift, right hand drive, no safe- 
ty glass, no windshield wiper, no 
starter, no shock absorbers, not even 
demountable rims, two-wheel brakes, 
bum lights and all the other draw- 
backs of those days. Why, you 
wouldn’t even ride in it!” 

“You’re making it sound pretty bad 
all right, but you bring around a 
1910 American Underslung, and I’ll 
show you a car that still looks good. 
With a little streamlining and a new 
windshield, I’ll ride with you or drive 
it myself. That and the 1913 Mercer 
were too far ahead of their time. 
Some of the new cars could take a 
lesson from them in looks or I’m no 
judge,” I ventured. “They were low 
and racy looking, just what present 
day designers are trying for.” 

“You called off a couple of good 
ones, you did indeed,” said Frank. 
“They really were ahead of their 
time.” 

“Yes, but put them up against a 
758 car and they’d rate away down 
in performance,” Charlie argued. 
“You know they would.” 

“T know you are all right,” I said, 
getting up.” I guess what I really 
meant was this: in the early days 
when we drove a car across country 
we felt like pioneers—today it is 
commonplace; then again, there was 
the constant possibility of a break- 
down of some kind, so we had to 
know a great deal about what made 
it tick. If we didn’t, we were in 
trouble, because very few so-called 
repair men knew anything but the 
simplest answers — they were learn- 
ing, too, Today there is a service 
station or 2 mechanic every few 
miles, and half of the drivers only 
know enough to pour in gas and oil, 
shift gears, and push on the throttle 
— that’s all they have to know.” 

“And then, we were youngsters, 
and that, after all, probably explains 
the thrill that we felt then, and I, 
for one, miss now.” 

“T’m glad I brought it up, though, 
for I think we’ve had an interesting 
evening. Good night, fellows.”

PLATES 


By TRYON M. SHEPHERD 





Iam a great admirer of Georgian 
silver, Philadelphia highboys, and 
of Colonial architecture, but thirty 
years ago I decided that many Amer- 
icans, and prominently among them. 
myself, were not going to have a 
Colonial mansion to live in, or even 
the privilege of outfitting their 
homes with Chippendale furniture. 

It has also seemed to me _ that 
many were missing -a wonderful 
opportunity to collect historical items 
of the present in Staffordshire or by 
American potters. 

Today all Americans can buy and 
are buying souvenirs; and with each 
year new ideas for those souvenirs 
are found by our friends and salesmen. 
However, they have never been able 
to improve on the idea of the souve- 


nir plate which still sells by the 
thousands all over this country. 

I believe that we should recognize 
the fact that the plates of today will 
be the heirlooms of the year 2000, 
and while they may be inexpensive 
today, they will not be cheap fifty 
or a hundred years from now. 

I have before me an interesting 
example of what I have been trying 
to sell to you although this example 
is not for sale: What event of the 
last twenty-five years is better 
documented in a souvenir than “The 
Peace Conference at Munich?” It is 
certainly an “event of history.” 
Here we have a politician at his very 
best, selling himself as a success to 
the British people in his moment of 
failure. The front of the plate shows 


Neville Chamberlain surrounded by 
five flags in colors. Around the edge 
of the plate in large letters: “(Cham- 
berlain the Peacemaker” and at the 
base of the plate a scroll with the 
quotation: “I am myself a man of 
peace to the depths of my soul.”

The second plate is a superb 1044” 
bone china Paragon produced to com- 
memorate the crowning of Edward 
VIII. Around the edge of the plate, 
between heavy gold lines, is a bor- 
der made up of and showing Edward 
VIII King and Emperor. The center 
of the plate is magnificent in its rich 
heavy coloring and in the case of 
the shield, crown and motto almost 
seems enameled. On the reverse we 
find once more, the definite dating 
which so many of our American pot- 
ters omit. Paragon, and following 
the maker: 

A Perpetual Souvenir 
in Paragon China 
To Commemorate the Coronation of 
His Majesty King Edward VIII

Since the event commemorated for 
various reasons, failed to materialize, 
this plate must have been designed 
and produced in the spring of 1937.

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Nutmeg in Your Beer? 


By MARTHA HILL HOMMEL 


A tradition of scraping nutmeg 
upon beer still lingers among the 
people of Southern Germany. The 
ball thumb pieces on German tank- 
ards have, at times, been used as re- 
ceptacles for the nutmeg. ; 

The National Museum in Munich 
once had in its exhibits tankards of 
this type, and so did a few other 
smaller museums scattered about 
Southern Germany. They also ex- 
hibited small box graters with a 
place for the nutmeg. Some of this 
type were carried by folks during 
their travels, and used mostly to 


scrape into green beer — or beer 
which had not been allowed to age 
sufficiently. 


In the Germanic National Museum 
in Nuremberg, at one time there were 
several specimens of old beer mugs 
‘with the ball-thumb knob, these knobs 
could be opened or unscrewed, and 
their purpose was to hold nutmeg. 
The illustration used here was made 
possible by this Museum. The body 
is made of clay or pottery while the 
bottom rim or standing foot is pew- 
ter. The lid also is of pewter and 
bears the likeness of John George III 
of Saxony (1647-1691 A. D.) ‘ 

The pewter ball thumb knob is 

open and shows well the threaded 





ridge. On the lower right hand side 
of the picture is a small grater, 
which when not being used as such, 
is screwed to a thread section of the 
beer mug underneath the pewter foot 
of the mug. There is a pewterer’s 
mark “Naumberg”. This is indeed a 
fine example of this type of a seven- 
teenth century, beer mug. 

The grater, is also made of pewter, 
but it has a harder coating of metal 
on the grating surface, the holes or 
perforations have very rough edges 
so that when the nutmeg is rubbed 
over them, these rasp like ridges are 
sufficient to produce powdered nut- 
meg. This beer mug came from 
Saxony. 

Beer mug graters were also made 
of silver or Battersea enamei, just 
the proper size to nest a nutmeg. 
Besides beer, flip, mulled cider, and 
hot punch, were also flavored with 
nutmeg which was supposed to make 
the drinks not only tastier, but more 
digestible. 

It might be well for collectors of 
boxes, to search amongst them and 
perhaps what you have labelled snuff 
or patch boxes, etc., might well have 
once cradled a nutmeg or two!-? 
Well and so, here’s nutmeg in your 
beer, flip, mulled cider or hot punch.

“For two years now New York auc- 
tion rooms have been full of tapestries 
which were once the vride of their 
American purchasers. In January at 
least 50 of them were sold in one New 
York auction room on one day.

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“Most of them came from. a hotel 
which, I was told, suddenly had de- 
cided to redecorate its halls and lob- 
bies.

“Some ‘were particularly fine types 
of old Brussels or Flanders.

“In France an average-good Aubus- 
son or Gobelin tapestry sells at from 
$700 to $1,400. You can get the same 
tapestry in New York for from $150 
to $200. 


“Prices in New York, I am told, 
would go even lower so uninterested 
is the public in old tapestries just now, 
were it not for foreign buyers. 


“French and other European tapes- 
try exnerts have discovered what’s 
going on. 

“For fun I bid on a number of 
tapestries. I was always outbid—in 
various foreign accents. Some buy- 
ers from Europe have made deals with 
New Yorkers who pick up an-- inter- 
esting specimens they can find at 
prices less than one third of the aver- 
age in Eurone.” 
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Wood Collection 


According to a feature article in the 
Baltimore Sun by Ralph Reppert, 
a Berwyn, Ill., man has specimens 
of more that 3,000 species of wood 
from all parts of the world. Joseph 
Stearns, a wood technologist, thus 
ranks among the top five of the 
world’s private wood collectiuns. 

Among these is a block of pink 
ivory wood, cool and smooth to the 
touch, a delicate creamy pink in 
color. This is the sacred wood of the 
Zulus of South Africa, whose pos- 
session (in Africa) means death. 
Only a few specimens were obtained 
until in 1949, during native riots, a 
tree was left unwatched by native 
tribes and a Texas collector smug- 
gled a log out of the country. Some 
specimens from this log are said to 
have sold for about $35 a pound, 

Mr. Stearns also has a block of 
Thuya, a dark-red block, cut from a 
burl. This is an ancient wood men- 
tioned in the Bible as being used on 
Solomon’s Temple. Stumps of Thuya 
discovered in the Atlas Mountains 
of Algeria were identified as prob- 
ably Biblical origin. 

A few small logs of Buttonbush 
once saved Stearns’ life when he 
walked into quicksand. Quickly throw-

ing them down, he used them as tem- 
porary footing to reach solid ground, 
later fishing them out again. 


The specimen from the toothache 
tree will come in handy some day. It 
is covered with large tooth-like thorns 
which when chewed give off a juice 
which numbs the whole mouth, acrid 
enough to make you forget your pain 
It is used extensively in the rural 
South. 


Colorful specimens are purpleheart 
from South America, bright yellow 
pieces of barberry bush, red Padouk 
from Nigeria, vivid green pawpaw 
wood, brilliant orange Centrolobium 
from Venezuela; a tobacco brown 
plank, desert ironwood from the Am- 
erican West, and golden satinwood 
from Ceylon. 


Although Mr. Stearns obtains many 
specimens from customers, he also 
finds many on field trips such as to 
estates being razed. He is also one 
of the 187 members of the Wood Col- 
lectors Society, a world-wide organi- 
zation with 110 members in the 
United States, which has an exchange 
of specimens. Organized in 1947, the 
society adopted a standard size for 
specimens —6x3x%” blocks — and 
the filing of woods by their generic 
names.

The Japanese mask -netsuke, ex- 
quisite little carvings made for use 
as netsuke, represent the ancient No 
masks used by performers in the Jap- 
anese No dramas, the aristocratic- 
entertainment of the court and the 
nobility of Japan, since the year 1368. 
With a history of over 1,000 years, 
the No, under the patronage of Sho- 
gun Yoshimitsu, was elevated to court 
entertainment at that time, and con- 
tinues so up to the present time. 
The origin of the title No is ob- 
scure, and the dramas all have a close 
affinity with Buddhism, in that the 
character of a Buddhist priest ap- 
pears in all of its 300 dramas. It is 


said that the classical No drama was. 


developed, due to the influence of 
Buddhist priests, from ancient re- 
ligious mimes known as Kagui. Re- 
ligious and historical themes woven 
into them by these priests, resulted 
in the development of the plays which 
found favor with the court and ar- 
istocracy of that time. Among the 
various theories advanced by Jap- 
anese scholars and Buddhist priests, 
the No, being a term in Buddhism, 
signifying a state of unity of mind 
and thought existing between the as- 
sembled group of performers, mu- 
sicians and chorus, and the audience, 
seems the most plausible. 

Only a few actors appear at a 
time, in the plays, and the costumes 
worn are similar to those worn in 
ancient times. The leading perform- 
er, shite, with the assistance of the 
chorus and musicians, who support 
him throughout the drama, is the 
pivot around whom the entire per-

formance revolves. The accompany- 
ing music is supplied by the use of 
three drums and a flute, a rhythmic 
sound, rather than music as we, of 
the Western world, know it, a purity 
of sound which is essential to the 
movements of the character as por- 
trayed by the actor. 


The masks are worn only by those 
of the players taking the leading 
roles, and those portraying old men, 
and women, the female parts always 
being played by male impersonators. 
As the action of the play changes, an 
actor may change the mask of the 
character he portrays, to another of 
different facial expression. The fam- 
ous old mask-carvers were clever in 
designing masks, and reproductions 
of the human face, with all of its 
innumerable nuances of expression 
of which it is capable, some of which 
were exaggerated and distorted to 
extreme, but always clear in detail 
for the benefit of those of the au- 
dience sitting at a distance. The emo- 
tions of the actors, rather the emo- 
tion of the character they portrayed, 
were expressed by gestures and poses, 
rather than by facial expressions. 


The spectators, being thoroughly 
familiar with the different masks, 
the characters they represent, and 
their relation to legend and history, 
have no difficulty in following the 
actor, and the part for which any 
certain type mask was used, and 
understanding the meaning, while 
they are not always able to under- 
stand the language used. Throughout 
the drama, a chorus which kneels at 
the right of the stage, comments 
audibly on the changes of scene, and 
the story being unfolded on the stage. 
Although the principal performers 
speak, the various emotions of the 
character portrayed are dependent, 
more upon the action, and the mask 
worn, than by speech. 


The plays are brief, and of a grave 
and serious nature, occasionally punc- 
tuated with brief interludes of a 
comic nature, called Kyogen, and with 
dances and processions. The Kyogen 
masks used during these comic inter- 
ludes are of a humorous nature, such 
as the Usobuki-mask, which repre- 
sents the spirit of extraordinary 
things appearing on the stage ie; a 
radish, an octopus, or a rampant 
mosquito. These interludes were prob- 
ably intended as a relaxation period, 
a few moments of levity, after emo- 
















tions of the drama, as we in this 
country have an intermission, at the 
opera, or a recess during study pe- 
riods at our schools. 

The No plays are of six different 
types; the divine No, portrayed by 
the appearance of gods, the fighting 
No, with the leading character de- 
scribing war, with considerable acro- 
batical action, the Katsura Hagor- 
omo, depicting the lives of women, 
the Dojiji, devils, depicted in the form 
of females by male actors, the No 
representing the affairs of humans, 
extolling the virtues of justice, fi- 
delity, and others, and finally the 
Congratulation pieces which bring a 
satisfactory ending to performance. 

While commonly, few stage props 
were used, occasionally, amazingly 
suggestive properties were conceived 
in these stage settings, such as 
shrines, houses, castles, boats, bell 
towers, etc., being constructed of 
bamboo, So much for the description, 
in part, of the No drama. 

In miniature netsuke form, the mask 
netsuke began to appear sometime 
around the first part of the 18th 
century. The mask-carvers of the 
early days, were master craftsmen in 
this art, and such of their works as 
had been handed down, through the 
generations, were highly prized, and 
of exceedingly great value. The min- 
iature masks were carved by the net- 
sukeshi, descendants of the old mas- 
ter carvers, and were no doubt in- 
tended ‘for use by cultured people 
who understood and appreciated the 
many No plays. It is no wonder that 
the netsukeshi found great interest 
in the subject. 

It is said that Deme Eiman 
(?-1795), a descendant of a discipie 
of the Demes, a family of No mask 
carvers, originated the first mask 
netsuke. If there are any examples 
of his work in existence at this time, 
they are not likely to be found, other 
than in Japanese museum collections. 

Deme Eiman, and his descendants 
became famous for their carvings of 
the mask-netsuke, most of which were 
carved of wood, in these early days. 
Later, many other famous carvers 
began turning out mask-netsuke of 
both wood and ivory, but the Deme’s 
have always reigned supreme in this 
field. Twelve of the mask-netsuke 
shown are examples of the skillful 
workmanship of the Deme’s. Others 
shown, are representative of other 
famous netsukeshi. 
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Following are listed the names of 
known famous carvers who possessed 
great skill in the carving of the min- 

jature-mask: 

Deme Eiman (?-1795) originator 
of the mask-netsuke. 

Deme Joman, mid-18th century, 
younger brother to Juman, son of 
Eiman. Excelled in mask netsuke. 

Deme Uman, a No-mask maker of 
the mid-18th century. Grandson of 
Deme Eiman. Made mask-netsuke as 
a hobby, his works faithfully portray- 
ing the exquisite beauty of real 
masks. He signed most of his works 
“Tenka-ichi Deme Uman,” signifying 
“Deme Uman, Peerless in the realm.” 

Deme Saman, adopted the art-name 
of Saman in opposition with the re- 
nowned mask-maker Deme Uman. He 
also added “Tenka-ichi” to his sig- 
nature, but in artistic skill, was far 
inferior to his rival. 

Deme Taimen, early-18th century. 
Most famous for carving wood net- 
suke of old Man’s face. 

Shuzan-Yoshimura, mid-18th cen- 
tury. A painter who carved netsuke 
as a hobby, finally becoming more 
famous as a carver than a painter, 
in that his skill was unsurpassed. He 
carved hermits in old hinokiwood, 
and introduced the novelty of color- 
ing them with paint. Is thought to 
have been a pupil of Shugetsu, the 
First. He excelled in carving mask 
netsuke in wood. 

Shugetsu-Hara, mid-18th century. 
While good at painting, also made 
fine netsuke, and his mask-netsuke 
were highly prized. His house lasted 
for four generations. 

Minko-Tanaka, (1735-1816). He 
was in the service of Lord Todo, as 
a netsuke maker, and chiefly carved 
animals and fruits, rarely figures, 
utensils and masks, using boxwood, 
sandalwood, ebony and persimmon as 
materials. Became so famous that 
while he was yet alive, many counter- 
feits of his works were produced. 

Mitsuhira- Ohara, (1810-75). 
produced many fine netsuke of fig- 
ures, birds, beasts, insects, fish, plant- 
life, and masks of superb workman- 
ship. 

Tessai-Kano, (1845-1925). A sculp- 
tor, for a time a professor of the 
Tokyo Academy of Fine Arts, later 
went to Nara, where he engaged in 
making exquisite objects of art, and 
netsuke of old masks. 

Other famous carvers of mas':-net- 
suke: Masamitsu-Ejima, Kikukawa 
Masamitsu, Gumon, Kakei, Matsuura, 
Tairi, Yoshiki, Niko, Yoshiyuki, Tet- 
susai, Tamiyuki, Masakazu - Sawaki, 
Masayoshi-Iwami, Rakuosai, Rygy- 
oku, Ryuraku, Gyokkei, Gyokko (Gy- 
okkosai), Hachigyoku, Hirosada, Hoi- 
chi-Sakurai, Kosai, Masaharu, Masa- 
hida, Sekiho and Yukimune. 

Further information on the afore- 
mentioned carvers may be found in 
“Netsuke, A Miniature Art of Ja- 
pan,” published by the Tourist Li- 
brary in Japan. Other books consult- 
ed, and invaluable to the collector 
of netsuke; “We Japanese” by H.S.K 
Yamaguchi, “Netsuke” by Samling 
Salomon Sorenson, Goteburg, and 
“Netsukes” by Albert Brockhous, as 
translated by M. F. Watty, Leipzig.

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GODDESS OF LIBERTY 
EPERGNE

This unusual item in the field of 
historical glassware commemorates 
Bartholdi’s statue of “LIBERTY 
ENLIGHTENING THE WORLD” on 
Bedloe Island in New York harbor. 
(See page 530, Volume II, LORE OF 
OUR LAND PICTURED IN GLASS, 
for details concerning the statue). 


The standard of this epergne re- 
presents Liberty, holding a tablet in- 
scribed “Liberty” in the left hand. 
The rim of the decorative base offers 
the idea of fasces: twigs or rods held 
together by thongs, being symbolic 
of power. The bowl is ornamented 
with six ovals, each of which presents 
eighty-eight simulated jewels. These 
decorations are jewel-cut. The nine 
forming a line through the center of 
a panel show eight facets each. Those 
forming ovals show but four. Space 
between the panels is rayed from the 
center. Edges show fan-like decor- 
ations, each of which has nine jew- 
els of the four-facet type. 


The vase inset shows three oval 
panels, each of which has thirty-five 
four-facet jewels and eleven of the 
eight-facet type. Space between. these 
ovals is similar to that on the bowl, 
each space showing seven four-facet 
jewels. Lower part of this vase is 
deeply rayed. 


Overall height of the epergne is 
nineteen and one-half inches. Diam- 
eter of the bowl is nine and one- 
fourth inches. 


The dish pictured is light amber 
tinted vaseline in color. Because of 
the several hundred jewel-ct decor- 
ations, it presents a brilliant effect 
when placed in sunlight. It is re- 
ported in clear glass, also. 


Corning Museum 
Receives 
Rare Vases 


A pair of 18th century white glass 
vases from Ch’ing Dynasty have been 
presented anonymously to The Corning 
Museum of Glass, Corning Glass Cen- 
ter, Corning, New York, and are cur- 
rently on display at the entrance to 
the Museum. The Imperial four-char- 
acter mark, Ch’ien Lung Nien Chih 
appears in blue enamel underfoot. 


The vases are- Ku Yueh Hsuan style 
with flattened pear-shaped bodies on 
high foot rims. The enameled decora- 
tion is of the highest quality and shows 
scrolling vines and foliage around the 
foot, stylized petals under the lip 
rm, pheasants on rockery amid peony 
biossoms, and a red prunus spray 
with love birds. They stand six and

On June 14 this year it is 176 years 
old. One must go down the list of 
nations as far as Denmark and 
Greece to find a flag as old. Yet, we 
tend to think of the U.S.A. as a 
“new” nation. 

Soil and stones and trees and 
people go on and on over the world. 
But types of governments and actual 
nations, and flags of each, change 
and change. In the modern kaleido- 
scope of changes in governments, the 
U.S.A. is an old, old nation. 

It is not alone our size and indus- 
trial power, but our long stability as 
a republic, that gives us world leader- 
ship. We have EXPERIENCE, tested 
in the fires of nearly two centuries. 
Rule by the people has been proven 
workable and dependable over a very 
long period. In all that time, ‘we 
have not changed the rules of the 
game. 

In the present world sweep of soci- 
alism, and the ugly threat of high 
pressures from an_ over-populated 
world, let us hold fast to our wealth 
of proven experience. Let us exper- 
iment only within the general scope 
of that experience. 

For twenty years we _ resisted 
changes in the rules that would give 
personal power instead of power of 
the people. We held our own. The 
rules stand approved, after another 
acid ‘test. 





“Captain Jenks of the horse mar- 
ines” fed his horse on corn and beans, 
according to a sprightly old song 
from Americana. In case of the “total 
destruction” of atomic war that some 
talk about, it will not be the Penta- 
gon, but Captain Jenks with his corn 
and beans, that will be our last line 
of defense.

From the hundred pounds 
of dry beans and the two or three 
hundred pounds of corn meal and 


flakes, one would never guess the 
enormous “survival power” that Am- 
erica still has. 

From the time that Chief Massa- 
soit and others taught early New 
England colonists how to plant corn 
with a sharpened stick, and how to 
combine the corn with a few beans 
to get its full food value, Americana 
moved forward largely on corn and 
beans — those two most compact, sta- 
ble and portable of all foods in the 
world. Today Massasoit’s crop of suc- 
cotash has grown to such acreage 
that three or four times the popula- 
tion of the United States could “get 
by” for both protein and energy foods 
produced in these two crops alone 
each year. These crops are centered 
in the central heart of America, 
where invaders can hardly reach 
them. They are so spread out that 
atomic explosions cannot touch them. 
They can be cooked and eaten where- 
ever fire can be made. 

Americana learned from Indian 
braves on the warpath the terrific 
food energy in a handful of parched 
corn. Today we have such a great 
surplus of food energy and protein 
that we turn it through livestock and 
use part of it in the superior form 
of meat, eggs, milk, cheese and other 
animal foods, We shall continue to 
do this unless and until some catas- 
trophe sends us back to Massasoit’s 
recipe book. 

The venison, bison and the forests 
of Americana have disappeared. But 
the corn and beans of Massasoit and 
Captain Jenks still stand by as a 
great army of minute men ready to 
protect and defend. If the world 
should go in for atomic self-destruc- 
tion, it can be rebuilt on the corn 
and beans of Mid-America. 





“Trade not aid” is the slinkiest, 
cleverest, most confusing, way of 
getting around what we learned about 
tariffs way back in the campaign 
torch-light processions of Americana, 
fifty and a hundred years ago. We 
are very happy with the safe and 
sane progress of the new Republican 
administration. But if they are not 
very careful they are going to spill 
all of the goodies out of the “Full 


Dinner Pail” that made the Grand 
Old Party famous in Americana. 
Every tariff cut, under any slogan, 
puts SOME American labor in com- 
etition with low foreign wage rates. 
very child in Americana learned 
that along with their A.B.C.’s. Any 
way you slice it with any slogan, it 
is still bologna for part of our labor 
and part of our business. 

We are NOT opposed to tariff cuts 
when they are needed, and when they 
are fully understood. We simply do 
not want unemployment for ANY of 
our people sneaking in the back door 
without explaining what it is all 
about. 

Some of our plastic clothing fibers, 
developed in America, are right now 
riding into America on cheap foreign 
labor to threaten textile prices and 
domestic labor in plastics, wool, and 
cotton, where price and employment 
drops have already been most severe. 
This is just the camel’s nose. The 
whole shaggy bulk of the cheap labor 
camel will come in if the slogan 
makers can get away with it. 

Shifting to another camel, and an- 
other simile, even a small amount of 
“Trade not aid” could be the straw 
that breaks the camel’s back of our 
prosperity, if it should come along at 
the same time as reduction in indus- 
try and employment follow any cut 
in defense production. We will not 
need extra termites in our business 
foundation timbers under any strain 
of adjusting to a peace time economy 
without a crisis or depression. 

We know that tariff cuts can 
MAKE or support employment and 
business. We must approach this sub- 
ject with our wits alert and our 
eyes fully open. We must not be 
ruled by slogans, nor by cleverly de- 
vised exporter propaganda! 





Two years ago the American Medi- 
cal Association caught up with sulfur 
and molasses, the s d spring 
tonic of Americana, and explained 
the positive action of some of the in- 
gredients. 

So it is with the past, we learn 
for the future. Tomorrow has noth- 
ing to build on except the past.

by JAMES F. SPEARS 





Grandma’s clock shelf was large 
enough to show off her sly chalk 
poodle, or her sombre faced chalk cat 
which cast an appreciative glance 
toward the fleeting hours. These 
chalkware pieces are still revered but 
as collectors’ items. 

Distributed here in the Pennsyl- 
vania Dutch country, chalkware very 
definitely can be traced back to the 
1830’s through the 1850’s, existing 
records proving one Lorenzo Lotte 
as a manufacturer of Plaster of Paris 
images at 874% South 2nd St. in Phil- 
adelphia, more than a century ago. 

Lorenzo quite on the ball, main- 
tained several outlets in the Penn- 
sylvania Dutch country, one in Allen- 
town, Pa., another in Reading, Pa., 
the last city maintaining a hold on 
this industry, even as late as World 
War, I, as remembered by the author. 
With business acumen, Lorenzo’s 
various agents of the past century, 
possessed of two-wheeled straw im- 
bedded carts plodded the dusty 
country roads of Eastern Pennsyl- 
vania, peddling their chalkware direct 
to the thrifty Pennsylvania German 
housewife, who in broken English 
found it equally different to bargain 
impatiently at times with the 
“Luigis”, “Salvatores”, “Giuseppes”, 
etc., vendors of chalkware, emigrants 
very frequently just arrived from 
sunny Italy, the mother country of 
the industry. 

Ancient surviving documents of the 
past century record the manufacture 
of chalkware very accurately from 
Alpha to Omega, the soft white lime- 
stone (calcite) variously recorded on 
old Pennsylvania ledgers as “Blaster” 
—“Blasder” — Plaister (plaster) its 
various stages of grinding being re- 
corded as “Crinting” — “Grineting” 
(grinding), all in the best phonetic 
Pennsylvania Dutch spelling of its 
day. . . As of now lime (pronounced 
“colic’) in the dialect, when mixed 
‘with plaster of Paris and water, lent 
itself very admirably to mold casting, 
producing the intensely interesting 
chalkware subjects, collectors now 
much admire. 

Coloring and decorating were of 
equal importance; red, yellow, and 
black seemed to be the popular col- 
ors, applied with some degree of 
finesse, especially so in the case of 
grandma’s tall sixteen inch house 
cat, where the three line, three inch 
whiskers added a dignity to make this 
animal probably one of the most out- 
standing pieces in the world 
of chalk. The nine inch and the 
eleven inch cats displayed in pairs 
in the accompanying illustration, will 
give the reader an idea of the 
range of sizes (shown on photo No. 1). 
... representing the chalk circus com- 
plete with ringmaster, a chalk toby 
complete with long clay pipe, guard- 
ing his six cats, the tall sixteen inch

chalk cat to the left being a prize 
possession of the original “House of 
Derr” in Robesonia, Pennsylvania, a 
century ago. 

Photo No. 2 to front shows the 
popular “love-birds” with enjoined 
bills, the enjoined doves usually be- 
ing a presentation copy to some 
Pennsylvania Dutch bride of the past 
century. Few of the love birds hav- 
ing survived, they are much sought 
for by present- day collectors. Shown 
also are three known variants of the 
poodle dog-show stock of the past 
century with their elaborately quilted- 
like fronts (both right and left hand 
types are shown) to the rear on left 
on ‘the vase-like elevated pedestal is 
grandma’s biblical version of the 

“pomeranze”, the green  unedible 
Osage orange- -like fruit with the 
palm and fig leaf; to the right rear 
is the “celbeere karrup” (olive 
basket) biblical fruit paraded in its 
bright and green colors, the 
shrewd Italian artist here creating 

a “best seller” amongst the thrifty 
ay Pennsylvania Dutch people. 


Photo No. 3 shows a later version 
of chalkware doves, circa 1860. Un- 
like the earlier hollow casted chalk 
items (entirely hollow through to 
base), the doves are found on more 
secure, semi-solid cast bases with air 
slot to permit drying. The air slot 
admitting the smaller coins, the auth- 
or notes its very frequent reference 
to the penny bank. To the center 
is a side view of the “cooing” love 
birds as shown on photo No. 2. To 
the rear is another elusive chalk 
item, the pineapple-like pine cone 
on a vase-like base, a long revered 
object in the original “House of 
Derr” a century ago. In this the 
Italian artist again vividly captured 
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the pious timidity of the Pennsyl- 
vania Dutch housewife, and as re- 
lated to the author an occasional: 
Scriptural reference being made in 
the case of the more obstinate. Best 
remembered perhaps by an older 
generation in the familiar quotation 
as found in Isaiah Chapter 42, verse 
19-—“I will plant in the wilderness 
the cedar, the shittah tree, and the 
myrtle, and the oil tree: I will set 
in the desert the fir tree, and the 
pine, and the box tree together,” 
quotation that found a deep satisfac- 
tion with the Pennsylvania Dutch 
housewife, that eventually meant a 
sale, even if delayed to the peddler’s 
return trip. 


To today’s chalkware collector, a 
word of caution might not be out of 
place here. The author has seen fake 
specimens. Beware of heavy, clumsy, 
castings, early chalkware is extreme- 
ly delicate, lightweight and thin, 
very frequently the mixtures (being 
thin) left a blank or void space on 
the under side in the case of the ani- 
mal subjects.

Being a brief report of the comings, goings, and happenings 
at the Lightner Museum of Hobbies, St. Augustine, Florida 


Howard R. Smith, Roving Travel 
Reporter for the Houston Chronicle, 
recently featured a picture of the 
Museum along with a feature descrip- 
tion of it. Mr. Smith wrote: 

“One of the greatest surprises in 
this writer’s travel experiences was 
a visit to the Lightner Museum of 
Hobbies, here in the heart of Ameri- 
ca’s oldest city. 

“Many trevelers, like myself, have 
had a mistaken impression of what 
the museum offers. Museums often 
are considered dull. This, I thought, 
was just another dusty resting place 
for a lot of unwanted junk. 


“But my eyes were opened, and 
wide, by a dazzling and captivating 
variety of displays. There’s nothing 
else like it in the world. 


“There’s the priceless desk of Louis 
Napoleon, magnificent and seething 
with history and color. On the same 
floor, nearby, is perhaps the tallest 
indoor timepiece in the country, the 
original Dick Whittington clock, some 
12 feet tall and still looking spick 
and span, although its hand-carved 
English oak surface has endured for 
several centuries. 


“Visitors are inspired to spend a 
few minutes just gazing at this ven- 
erable instrument, which ticked off 
the moments of ages long past. The 
stately piece has personality, if such 
is possible for an inanimate object, 
even though it has long since ceased 
to tell time. It only tells in a silent 
but eloquent manner of an older age 
of craftsmanship, 


“It doesn’t matter what your own 
particular hobby might be, or the 
range of your personal interest, you’ll 
find here a dazzling variety of tro- 
phies, valued items of antiquity, and 
so many spectacular displays that 
you’re likely to spend all day in the 
place, then wish you had more time. 
And, indeed, you may return the 
next day on the same 78-cent ticket. 


“The museum, deeded to the City 
of St. Augustine by the’ late owner, 
O. C. Lightner of Chicago, is operat- 
ed on a nonprofit basis. 


“Many visitors proclaim it the most 
interesting display they’ve ever seen. 
One favorite display among women is 
the large showing of cut glass, said 
to be one of the finest in the world. 


“The music room with its ancient 
pianos and other instruments, has 
wide appeal, as do such other exhibits 
as the collection of old - fashioned 
shaving mugs, the several doll col- 
lections ... But you'll have to see 
it to appreciate it. 

“Mr. Lightner, publisher of HOB- 


BIES Magazine, collected the vast 
treasurehouse of trophies and objects 
of art over a period of years and had 
them stored in Chicago until 1947, 
when he bought the old Alcazar Hotel 
here in which to store them. The 
building itself is an interesting land- 
mark, built about 65 years ago by 
Henry Flagler, famed Florida East 
Coast developer.” : 


Bill Reedy of St. Augustine, a 
journalism student at the University 
of Florida, class of ’54, recently made 
a tour through the museum gather- 
ing material for a story. His many 
observations were supplemented by 
pictures and background material 
furnished by the museum staff. 


In April the Museum was visited 
by 63 members of the Southern Div- 
ision, Association of Bank Women, 
who were having their regional meet- 
ing in St. Augustine. Mrs. Clara M. 
Estes, assistant trust officer of the 
St. Augustine National Bank, .was 
general chairman of the session, and 
she was quite instrumental in having 
the Museum included in the itinerary. 


Earl W. Brown, president of the 
Florida State Chamber of Commerce, 
has written to the Museum regarding 
his recent visit. Mr. Brown had this 
to say in part: “You certainly have 
a magnificent display there, well op- 
erated of carefully selected speci- 
mens representative of al] the worth- 
while fields participated in by col- 
lectors. 

“We have no hesitancy in recom- 
mending same to our visitors as one 
of the top attractions of Florida, 
which they should by all means see.” 


It’s hard to pass, without stopping, 
through old and quaint St. August- 
ine, with its narrow streets and Span- 
ish flavor, and things like the Foun- 
tain of Youth and the Lightner Mu- 
seum of Hobbies to distract the-time- 
minded tourist.

Manager of a natural gas company, 
he and his wife have in their home: 
A Picasso sculpture, a seated figure, 
and a related representational draw- 
ing from this same period, about 
1905; a Maillo] sculpture; the largest 
Shaw collection of letters and manu- 
scripts in America, the largest pri- 
vate collection of Walt Whitman man- 
uscripts in the world, and one of the 
finest picture collections of D. H. 


Lawrence. 


Of paintings: American Rembrandt 
Peale’s painting of George Washing- 
ton, George Bellows, Goya, a colorful 
horse and rider by 19th century 
French romanticist Gericault; a can- 
vas by Delacroix from the same pe- 
riod; an early street scene by French- 
man Utrillo; a George Inness land- 
scape of 19th century America (Mr. 
Hanley owns several by his favorite 
painter); the American painter Ry- 
der; Renoir; a Matisse self-portrait; 
Christ by Manet; Kathe’ Kollwitz, 
Guardi; a drawing by Lagneau, 17tn 
century French artist; Turner and 
Bonington; Modigliani; Roualt; draw- 
ings by Daumier and William Blake; 
Edwin Dickinson; a Degas sketch; 
and drawings by Lachaise. Early 
Americans like Gilbert Stuart and 
Thomas Sully are among Mr. Han- 
ley’s favorites. 

A drawing: “L’Odalisque A L’- 
Esclave,” by the French master, In- 
gres; a drawing of “The Card Play- 
ers,” Cezanne; and Toulouse-Lautrec, 
Seurat, Boudin, and Monet. 

Chinese tapestry: A Ming porce- 
lain vase; a 16th century Persian 
jug; an ancient Greek head; Charles 
Lamb’s personal copy of “Holcroft’s 
Travels”: one of the three or four 
copies of “Leaves of Grass” auto- 
graphed by Whitman; the original 
French manuscript of Oscar Wilde’s 
“Salome;” and other authors, as J. 
M. Barrie, John Synge, Galsworthy, 
Havelock Ellis, Ralph Waldo Emer- 
son and James Joyce, are represented 
in the collection. 

Although he has a few moderns— 
Tamayo; A Max Beckmann, “Bath- 
ers;” early Picasso and Matisse; 
Spanish Clavo and Tardi; conserva- 
tive Americans Everitt Shinn, Edwin 
Dickinson, George Luks, and Leon 
Kroll—Mr. Hanley prefers to collect 
older works. His first painting was 
acquired in 1921, from Maurice Stern 
of New York. 

At present he is not adding to his 
collection. ‘“‘There’s no more room to 
hang them,” he stated simply. 

He often makes loans to libraries 
and galleries of these works. Among 
these is Buffalo’s Albright Art Gal- 
lery, which has often benefited.

Fairy 
Lamps 
By DOROTHY TIBBETTS 


Since publishing my book, “Clarke’s 
Fairy-Lamps”, I have received in- 
quiries as to whether fairy lamps are 
being reproduced. I am happy to be 
able to supply some information on 
this subject now. 


In Europe, England and the Scandi- 
navian countries electrification is not 
nearly as widespread as in America 
and the use of candle-lamps has 
never completely ceased, only lessen- 
ed. The only fairy-lamp the dealer 
and collector should watch is the pat- 
tern known as “Diamond-point.” This 
pattern, in Pyramid and Cricklite 
size has been produced for home con- 
sumption steadily since 1890 or per- 
haps earlier. This is the only type 
and pattern to my knowledge which 
has continuously been produced. From 
my correspondence I learned also, 
that this company, which is foreign, 
had never shipped any of these lamps 
into the United States. Until a few 
months ago I had no reason to suspect 
that any of the new “Diamond-point” 
pattern were on the market here; 
however, several letters describing a 
number in the Cricklite size and in 
the new colors have been brought to 
my attention, so to be on the safe 
side collectors and dealers should 


know the facts. 


This pattern and type represents 
the least in a collection of fairy- 
lamps. If there were a scale, the 
“Diamond-point” would be at the 
bottom. However, if they are now 
being shipped into this country the 
new specimens certainly should not 
be sold as antiques. 


In view of the assurance that these 
“Diamond-point” pattern fairy-lamps 
have been continuously manufactured, 
it seems wiser to view any of them 
which we find as being “new”, for 
we have no way of dating them. I 
intend to cross them off my list of 
collectable fairy-lamps. 


It seems to me that collectors may 
find a very badly needed object lesson 
through this occurrence. We must be 
a student to, at least, some degree, 
if we are to protect our investment.

Another recent visitor was Mr. 
Herbert Halistrom, a _ contractor, 
whose farm home, a little south of 
Belvidere, Illinois, is well known for 
its comprehensive collection of rare 
cut glass. Mr. Hallstrom has made 
a study of his hobby and has a 
wealth of information regarding the 
manufacture and history of Ameri- 
can cut glass. According to Mr. Hall- 
strom cut glass dishes were first 
made in the year 200 B.C. but were 
not produced in America until about 
1771. The industry steadily increased 
here from 1771 to the early 1900’s 
and decreased after that time until it 
is now no longer made. The highly 
polished, breathtakingly beautiful, 
deep cutting of the glass has become 
a lost art. 

Most of Mr. Hallstrom’s collection 
is composed of dishes and is arranged 
in cabinets, but he has also brought 
into use a very old desk for the set- 
ting of such unusual cut glass pieces 
as picture frames, book ends, clocks, 
vases, etc. 

Mr. Hallstrom also collects fused 
glass and most outstanding in this 
group are fragile, two colored gob- 
lets of fused or cased glass with 
teardrop stems. 





We were happy to welcome again 
Mrs. John J. Healy of Minneapolis, 
Minnesota. She and Mr. Healy are 
furnishing their colonial home with 
authentic antique furniture and ac- 
cessories, which are being added 
piece by piece with all the fun of 
the collector looking for just the 
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right article to complete the perfect 
whole. In the entrance hall is a very 
old fashioned hat rack and umbrella 
stand that has a marble top over a 
small drawer in the center of the 
stand. On this marble top is placed 
an old candle mold, holding a group 
of candles, that light a welcome to 
incoming guests. Beneath the drawer 
is an ancient pot filled with plants. 
The hat rack is flanked by mirrors 
framed in heavy, round, wooden pic- 
ture frames of the same period. 


On the knotty pine kitchen wall 
and shelves are placed useful articles 
such as old trivets, which are put 
tc use as hot stands. Copper pots 
and utensils are in easy reach of the 
worker. A huge square butcher’s 
table stands in one corner which is 
most helpful in the preparation of 
food. This kitchen is the ideal snack 
bar for hungry friends and the un- 
usual furnishings are conversation 
Pieces of never ending interest. 


One of our interesting guests of 
the month was Mrs. Jessie Gaines 
Harris of Chicago, whose home on 
the south side is a veritable treasure 
house of antiques. She is fortunate 
in being the recipient of family heir- 
looms handed down to her through 
many generations. To these she has 
added the rare things that she loves 
to collect. Her favorite items are 
crystal, silver, and most of all, 
candle holders, for Mrs. Harris 
loves the gleam of candle light on 
lovely old furnishings and puts her 
eandle holders to daily use. 


Mrs. Harris’ most treasured candle 
holders are a set from the home of 
President John Adams. They are of 
heavy brass mounted on marble and 
are grouped in a set of three. The 
center piece holds three candles and 
each side piece holds one candle. 
There are fifty, six inch colonial 
crystal prisms of finest glass hang- 
ing from the ornate platform beneath 
the candle holder in this historic 
candelabrum. 


Mrs. Harris has a complete set 
of very early American crystal which 
consists of service for twelve, rang- 
ing from goblets through cups, sauc- 
ers and plates to nut cups. When her 
table is set with this old crystal and 
lighted from the magnificent cande- 
labrum tthe ultimate in exquisite table 
appointments has been achieved. 


No one group has done more to 
preserve our fabulous heritage of 
antiques, land marks and shrines 
than the National Society of the 
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Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion. They are constantly working 
hand in hand with us, and all groups 
like us who strive to retain for pos- 
terity these tangible evidences of a 
nation in the making. Mrs. Harris 
as a member of the Chicago Chapter 
of the D.A.R. and has just returned 
from the 62nd Continental Congress 
in Washington, D.C. 

In a recent nationwide broadcast 
Mrs. Harris commented on a few of 
the highlights of the Congress. 

Among the important happenings 
of the Congress was the paying in 
full of the building fund for the 
Historic Headquarters of the N.S.D. 
A.R. in Washington, D.C. 

The payment in full of the building 
fund for the erection of the Bell 
Tower at Valley Forge. This memor- 
ial to George Washington and the 
heroes of that famous battle contain 
the memorial carillon of forty-eight 
bells, one from each state in the 
union. Each bell ranges in size ac- 
cording to the size of the state and 
the number of D.A.R. members pre- 
senting the bell. Texas, Ohio and IIli- 
nois gave the largest bells, Texas 
giving the very largest one with tone 
comparable to B flat on the piano. As 
carillons must have bells of many 
sizes the bells from the smaller 
states, such as Rhode Island and 
Delaware are just as important as 
the larger ones, but less costly. 

After the dedication on April 18, 
at Valley Forge the women con- 
tinued on to the Continental Con- 
gress. At this Congress the first 
lady of the land was taken into the 
membership of the National Society 
of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution. The papers of Mamie 
Eisenhower were approved and ac- 
cepted. Her Revolutionary ancestor 
was a citizen of Massachusetts. Mrs. 
Eisenhower very graciously received 
the pages, national officers and deli- 
gates of the Continental Congress at 
the White House. 

Mrs. Harris has a special affection 
for the Lightner Foundation and its 
projects for it was in the home and 
Museum of the late O. C. Lightner, 
Chicago, among the fabulous an- 
tiques collected by Mr. Lightner, 
that her papers were accepted and 
she became a member of the Abigail 
Adams Evening group of the Chicago 
Chapter of the N.S.D.A.R. 

The D.A.R.’s were invited to hold 
the meeting at the Lightner Museum 
and Mrs. Harris feels it a special 
privilege to have her acceptance com- 
pleted at that session. At that time 
the huge organ, that is now installed 
in the Lightner Museum of Hobbies, 
St. Augustine, Florida, was a feature 
of the twenty-two room mansion on 
Michigan Ave., Mrs. Harris, a pro- 
fessional musician of note, recalls 
with pleasure being asked to play 
on the magnificent instrument. 





Pedestrians are intrigued by the 
miniature carnival beyond the iron 
grill of the Mart’s Michigan Avenue 
It has been assembled by 


window. 
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Pat Le Bourgeois from several pieces 
in his shop made by an American 
craftsman about 1860. A perfect lit- 
tle school house sponsors the carnival 
in its yard, — it must be vacation 
time. There is a roller-coaster that 
is so perfect and so finely balanced 
it can operate by its own momentum 
after being started with the wooden 
wheel that operates the hand pulley. 
This pulley brought the original little 
cars to the top of the incline for their 
thrilling dive through the coaster. 
There is also a merry-go-round that 
is so delicately constructed the little 
horses, as well as the two seated 
sleighs or carts, go up and down and 
around as they do in a real merry- 
go-round. The pieces are made of 
box wood, left in natural color and 
set together with tiny hand made 
nails. These are indeed unusual col- 
lectors items that could be wrought 
only by great skill and patience. 
They are the kind of children’s toys 
that took the place of the electric 
train of today. This set was ‘made 
for the little son of the craftsman. 

Mr. Lé Bourgeois has added a 
wonderful circus made in Germany 
about the same year of 1860. All 
the usual animals and gaudy cages 
are painted’in natural colors which 
lend color to the scene and complete 
the carnival idea. 





Bea Lilley has just obtained for 
her private collection, a pair of 175 
year old Bohemian Overlay Lustres. 
They are of white overlay on gold 
encrusted green with scalloped collar 
at top. The collar is of the white 
overlay and is decorated with a dif- 
ferent kind of flower on each scallop. 
Huge ball edged crystals dangle from 
the collar to the bottom of the lus- 
tres which look like rainbows in the 
reflected light when the ornaments 
are used as candle holders. 





Nel Van has on display a rare 
porcelain mandolin made in full size 
by Giovanni Marconi in 1772. The 
piece is “signed” with the Marconi 
mark. Also in this shop is a very 
rare ruby king crown punch bowl. 
Mr. & Mrs. George M. Thayer of 
Columbia, South Carolina, collectors 
of Delft and Ironstone china, made 
a stop over in Chicago recently to 
visit their friend, Miss Van and the 
Mart, while on their grand circle 
tour to Seattle Washington, Cali- 
fornia, Mexico and New Orleans, 
Louisiana, and other points. 





Louise Disselhorst has_ recently 
come into the possession of a group 
of historic Eskimo buttons which she 
will display for a short time in her 
shop on the first floor of the Mart. 
They are made from solid walrus 
tusk ivory, hand carved by the Eski- 
mos of Alaska. The buttons are more 
than a hundred years old and were 
presented to Dr. Kircher when he 
left the Eskimo country for his re- 
turn to the United States. Dr. Kirch- 
er was sent by the United States 
Government to Alaska, to care for the 
sick and dying Eskimos during the 
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eighteen hundreds. These buttons, 
all carved in the likeness of whales 
and porpoises were their token of 
appreciation and farewell gifts to the 
great doctor from the White Man’s 
Country. The buttons ‘were presented 
to Mrs. Disselhorst through the 
courtesy of the family of the late 
Dr. Kircher. 





Another treasure in the Mart is a 
Bennington tea pot in the famous 
mottled brown ware with a splendid 
decoration in relief depicting “Re- 
bekah at the Well.” It is owned by 
Mr. & Mrs. Dean Jones of “Emilies 
bmg Not Shop” and is on display 





Helen Degenhardt has been gath- 
ering some unique pieces, taken from 
dismantled old churches of the French 
countryside, for her private collection. 
Among these are an altar candelabra 
made in the form of a huge, graceful 
crescent of flowers done in porce- 
lain in natural colors, and gold. The 
opened flowers all have jewel cen- 
ters. A pair of three and one half 
foot high candelabra are entwined 
with Easter lilies in white porcelain 
and gold. Another addition is a solid 
bronze cherub with perfect little 
hands outstretched and wings of 
feathery beauty.

Original Designs 
Heirlooms of 


Tomorrow 


Seventeen new designs in Steuben 
crystal were introduced on April 8th, 
by Steuben Glass, New York City. 
The collection consists of three 
groups: crystal for daily use; special 
presentation pieces; and engraved 
glass. 

The presentation pieces include a 
centerpiece with ornament, and two 
vases. In the engraved group are 
two new bowls designed by Sidney 
Waugh; a vase designed by Cecil 
Beaton; and a pair of unusual, en- 
graved “Obelisks.” 

The noted American sculptor Sid- 
ney Waugh, whose work for Steuben 
includes such celebrated pieces as the 
Merry-Go-Round Bowl, in the collec- 
tion of Queen Elizabeth, and the 
Gazelle Bowl, in The Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, has designed two 
new engraved pieces: the Florida 
Bowl and the New Hampshire Bowl. 
Both are covered pieces, 15” high, on 
a pedestal base with teardrop finial. 
Both are engraved with scenes re- 
presenting outstanding personalities 
in the states concerned. For Florida, 
Mr. Waugh selected as his subject 
Ponce de Leon and the Fountain of 
Youth — for New Hampshire, he il- 
lustrates the famous legend of The 
Devil and Daniel Webster. 

The work in glass of a well-known 
British artist, Cecil Beaton, is shown 
for the first time. The sharp, incised 
quality of his drawing of an Eliza- 
bethan lady in a formal garden is 
retained in transcription onto a clear 
crystal vase, 14” high. 





Recent Antique 
Acquisitions at the Met. 


World-famous_ sculptures of the 
ancient, renaissance and baroque per- 
iods, including Laocoon. the Dying 
Gaul, the Farnese Hercules. Moses by 
Michelangelo and David by Bernini, 
appear in two unusual paintings by 
the Italian master. Giovanni Paolo 
Pannini (1671/2-1765), recently ac- 
quired by the Metropolitan. Pan- 
nini’s two imaginary gallery views. 
showing the 18th century love of 
sculptural wonders and architectural 
ruins, are among more than 50 works 
of art on exhibition for the first time 
in the Room vf Recent Accessions at 
the Museum. 

A bronze bust of the first Empress 
of Rome, Livia (57 B.C.-29 A.D.), one 
of the noblest and most penetrating 
likenesses to have been produced by 
the great portrait art of Rome, is a 
recent Museum purchase. The bust 
shows the Empress — wife of Augus- 
tus and mother of the second emper- 
or, Tiberius. — in her 70’s. 

Other additions to the Museum’s 
collections come from Europe, China 
and America. Ancient Greek works of 
art on view range in date from an 
archaic terracotta statuette of a 
goddess to a Hellenistic bronze 
statuette of a muscular acrobat. A 
Greek relief of a seated woman from 
a gravestone, dated about 400 B. C., 
and a black-figured amphora with 
scenes of chariot races (525 B.C.) are 
also recent Museum purchases. 

Among the ceramics on display are: 
an 18th century Chinese plate, made 
for export, decorated with a portrait 
of Martin Luther (Gift of Charles K. 
Davis); two finely-modeled and col- 
ored porcelain groups of figures exe- 
cuted at the Derby factory about 1765 
(Gift of Mrs. Francis P. Garvan); 
and a bold figure of a gerfalecon — 
northern species of the falcon — 
designed by Knud Max Moller and 
executed by Bing and Grondahl in 
1924 in Denmark (Gift of Bing and 
Grondahl). 

A writing table made by Roger 
Vandercruse during the reign of Louis 
XV, with marquetry designs of a 
Chinese tea service and implements of 
Chinese calligraphy (Bequest of Mary 
Stillman Harkness) highlights the 
selection of recently-acquired fur- 
niture. 


A very early English silver-gilt 
standing salt, of 1584-85, formerly 
in the Morgan Collection (Gift of 
Chester D. Trip) and a two-handled 
cup of silver made by Jacob Hurd 
(1702-1952) of Boston, with arms, re- 
putedly those of the original owner, 
William. Cave of Virginia, are of 
special interest among the silverware 
on view. 


Rhenish enamels presented by 
Alastair Bradley Martin; enamels in 
the Byzantine style—formerly in the 
famous Russian Botkine Collection, 
there attributed to the 10th-12th cen- 
tury but now considered later in 
date—given by the Estate of Mrs. 
Otto H. Kahn; and two small oil 
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sketches of horses and riders by Var: 
Dyck indicate the variety and range 
of the many rare works of art which 
have enriched the Museum’s collec- 
tions in recent years. 


Antique Lamps 


“While frugality was esteemed as 
a virtue it was not due to that trait 
alone that the early lamps remained 
small. In those early days before 
automobiles demanded gasoline, and 
pretty ‘girls needed lip stick and the 
thousand and one by-products of 
petroleum were even dreamed of, 
kerosene retained all those prouper- 
ties that are now blasted out of it 
until it is well nigh fireproof. Fre- 
quently the crude contraptions ex- 
ploded and then there was another 
tragedy of someone seriously burned, 
perhaps killed, or a job for the vol- 
unteer fire department at the least. 
This became such a common occur- 
rence that the fire insurance com- 
panies included a clause limiting ob- 
ligations in lamps explosions. Even 
to this day some fire insurance pol- 
icies retain this old protective clause.” 

Again that eternal seeking after 
change was responsible for the un- 
limited range of shapes that we note 
today in old lamp styles. In Philadel- 
phia, which early became a center 
of the lamp industry, two outstanding 
manufacturers produced the most 
notable lamp models of the time. 
They were Cornelius and Company 
and Archer and’ Company. Later on 
these two firms merged and gained 
further renown by their products 
under the joint name of Cornelius 
& Archer. 

In New York the firm of Clark 
& Coit & Cargill exploited Bohemian 
styles successfully and built up a 
reputation which is still one to con- 
jure with in antique lamp dealings. 

The most sought-after shapes in 
lamps, the style that brings the high- 
est prices in the antique world today, 
are the pear-shaped ones, casually 
commented the dealer. These, when 
combined with the type of base most 
favored—a double marble base—com- 
mand such prices as $50 or more, 
according to their state of preserva- 
tion. When one considers that in their 
prime they probably cost the pur- 
chaser about $1.25, one can realize 
the compounded interest which “an- 
tiquity” pays. 

“The double marble base is con- 
sidered best,” continues the narrator, 
“and then comes the single base of 
marble or stone. After that collect- 
ors single out the bases of opaque 
glass.” 

“American markets are being 
flooded with replicas of these early 
lamps, the output of factories prin- 
cipally in Prague, Czechoslovakia, 
which have capitalized on the wide- 
spread craze for such things for dec- 
orative purposes,” adds the dealer. 
“Antique dealers everywhere are con- 
stantly being called upon to inspect 
or set a price upon someone’s ‘antique’ 
lamp only to find that the owner 
has at some time had one of those 
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European imitations foisted upon 
them. 

“But to get back to our own au- 
thentic lamps, one finds rare exam- 
ples today of great tall models, ob- 
viously designed for sideboard acces- 
sories, others are flat and squatty, 
like student lamps, and can be vis- 
ioned on drawing-room tables or 
desks. 

“Then there came the period of 
prism decorations. Every lamp had 
a collar-like device from which nu- 
merous prisms dangled. Some lamps 
utilized the collar for the double pur- 
pose of regulating the height of the 
wick and holding the prisms too. 
There were round bowls, flat bowls, 
_— bowls and an infinite var- 
ety. 

“In the early 1870’s a manufac- 
turer secured a patent on an im- 
provement—a raised edge around his 
glass bowl which caught any over- 
flow of oil as the lamp was being 
filled, and doubtless saved Milady’s 
best table runner many times, as well 
as Milady’s temper. But for some un- 
known reason this progressive ar- 
rangement failed to win public ap- 
proval for such types of lamp are 
seldom found in the old models, al- 
though a common style in the pres- 
ent day lamp. 

“Some of the finer products of the 
lamp builders’ art had delicate etch- 
ings done on the sides of the bowl 
and these are highly prized by col- 
lectors today. 

“But after about 1875, when oil 
lamps might truthfully be said to 
have been in their heyday, when the 
explosion forces of kerosene were 
taken out and the larger bowls were 
coming into popularity, the fineness 
and delicacy of lamps began to de- 
teriorate, until the product of today 
will be worthless even 100 years from 
now. Shapes may have changed again 
for utilitarian reasons but the beauty 
that makes the old lamp the charm- 
ing decorative bit they are, has been 
entirely lost.”

The Rev. Earl E. Story of Engle- 
wood, R. I., finding four hatpins left 
over from a church sale at his former 
Newport church, and no ladies with 
hats needing pins, thereupon became 
a hatpin collector.

picting the life of Christ, has been 
on display at the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution and, he says, “Everyone down 
there went haywire for it.” . 

Each stamp is mounted on a beau- 
tifully illustrated page, with the Bible 
verse it illustrates typed below. The 
page is encased in cellophane and 
inserted in loose-leaf holders, thus 
completing a pictorial Bible. 

Mr. Platzker, in his 11-year pro- 
ject, has completed Genesis, Exodus, 
Leviticus, Numbers and Deuteronomy 
in the Old Testament and a volume 
and a half in the New Testament, 
typed “word for word.” In selecting 
his stamps he has sometimes had to 
look over 100,000 stamps to find one 
that would exactly portray a verse 
in the Bible. 

“There are only about 42 stamps 
(in the world) portraying Biblical 
scenes,” he says, “and that’s what 
has made the project so challenging.” 
Out of 18 volumes of the Old Testa- 
ment he used only four American 
stamps. “One thing has helped,” he 
said. “That’s when the new country 
of Israel was born and put out stamps 
portraying the Bible itself.” 

An amateur collector, Mr. Platz- 
ker’s knowledge of the Bible gave 
him considerable help. 

Other projects he is now working 
on include saints of the world, and 
“The Story of America,” to be of 
American stamps. This will start 
from Columbus’ discovery of Amer- 
ica to the present day.

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Money of Yesteryear 


Recently I looked through a numis- 
matic magazine of 1895. Wouldn’t 
coin collectors like to be able to buy 
coins for the prices asked then! Here 
are some dandies, “Bargain lots for 
Beginners” five $10 gold pieces dated 
before 1804—$70, only twenty dollars 
over face! These would cost at least 
$350 today. 

Here’s another five $5 gold pieces be- 
fore 1814, $30, a five dollar premium 
on the lot! Five $3 gold pieces before 
1878—$17; five gold dollars before 
1880—$7; five silver dollars before 
1804—-$10. Here’s a real bargain, 
1793 large cent uncirculated $10. 
1799, very good $15; 1804 extremely 
fine, $15. Here is another ad offering 
Isabella quarters 1898, by registered 
mail at $1.15 each. Another ad offers 
them for 80c each. Here is a com- 
plete set of cents, 1793-1857 for $20! 
or only $6 for the set lacking the 
1793, 1799, 1804. I know lots of col- 
lectors would like to trade coins for 
the following; here is an offer of 
exchange ad; “These fine alcohol 
specimens; two small curious snakes, 
1 heart of a loon, 2 very small centi- 
pedes, and a large tarantula, also 1 
large catamount skin from. the Gas- 
cade Mts. Will sell all of above or 
exchange for old U. S. Coins in good 
condition!” 

But actually one does not have to 
go that far back to find large appre- 
ciations in the value of coins. In 
1935 one could have bought a Grant 
commemorative half dollar in uncircu- 
lated condition, the variety with the 
small star, the rare one for $8. Today 
$50 would be a bargain. About the 
same time ten dollars would have 
purchased a brilliant uncirculated 
1916 Liberty Standing Quarter. To- 
day one would have to pay about a 
hundred dollars for one. The 1916D 
Mercury dime catalogued at $10 in 
1940! Today? $115 uncirculated of 
course! 1919 S uncirculated half dol- 
lar 1940, $10: 1953, $250!; 1921 half 
dollar, uncirculated $25; 1953, $100; 
1917 S on obverse half dollar, 1940 
$25; 1953 $225; 1927 S quarter, 1940 
$5; 1958, $75! 1940 saw an 1885

nickel in brilliant proof catalogued at 
$5, now it catalogues at $27.50. I 
could go on and on with similar out- 
standing price rises. This is a rec- 
ord of price appreciation over a 
period of more than fifty years, 
through depressions, wars, prosperity 
and all. What more evidence would 
anyone want that coin collecting can 
be profitable? Think of it! If we old 
timers had put a way an uncircu- 
lated $10 roll of 1919 S half dollars 
the year they came out, their cata- 
logue value today would be five 
thousand dollars! Nice profit on a 
ten dollar investment. 

-——Q—— 

Many years ago a well known en- 
gineer who was connected with the 
construction of the jetties at the 
mouth of the Mississippi River re- 
lated a strange and interesting story. 
A submerged ridge existed where the 
jetties were to be located, which it 
was necessary to cut away. Divers 
reported that it was covered with the 
debris of many wrecked vessels and 
was a closely knit mass of rocks, 
beams, chains and all the more en- 
during material of cargoes together 
with coral harnacle’s oysters and oth- 
er marine animal growth. A powerful 
machine ‘was imported and when sunk 
upon the reef, proved effective in 
crushing the stubborn mass and 
pumping the fragments through a 
long pipe into deep water. 

One day while the operation was 
going on, a prolonged rattling sound 
was heard banging through the pipe. 
It sounded like broken iron or rock 
of a metallic nature while being 
pumped out of the depths beyond. 
When the clattering in the pipes had 
nearly stopped a part of the sub- 
merged crushing machinery became 
clogged and the diver that freed it 
found, to his surprise several Span- 
ish dollars beneath it. A search of 
the records in New Orleans, showed 
the records of remote shipwrecks, and 
from the dates on the coins that were 
salvaged the records showed that a 
Spanish vessel had sunk at that 
site with 60,000 pieces of eight aboard 


in kegs. Needless to say the 
workmen were a little chagrined 
when they learned that that rattling 
sound was all of that money flowing 
out into the irretrievable depths. 
Only a very few were found when 
the divers went down to search. 
—=Q— 


The gold act regulations were re- 
vised as of September 29, 1952, mak- 
ing several amendments to section 
54.20 dealing with rare gold coins. 
A new provision has been added, 
wherein gold coins of foreign issue 
made subsequent to April 5, 1953, 
are presumed not to be of recognized 
special value to collectors of rare 
and unusual coin, and customs of- 
ficers have been instructed to detain 
coins presumed not to be rare. In 
order to secure the release of such 
detained coins, importers may submit, 
to the Treasury Department through 
the collector of customs, documents or 
other material bearing upon the nu- 
mismatic status of such coins. Such 
submittals should contain a complete 
description of each coin, including the 
country of issue, denominations, dates, 
mint mark, designs and condition. 


Any foreign gold coin so placed in 
customs custody, if determined not be 
of recognized value to collectors of 
rare and unusual coin, may be sold 
to a United States mint or assay 
office or may be exported. 

Formerly, gold coins could freely 
be imported into the country with- 
out duty, but this changes the status 
of foreign gold coins. It has affected 
all new issues, such as the new South 
African three hundredth anniversary 
commemorative proof ‘set, which con- 
tains gold one and a _half-pound 
pieces in proof condition. While these 
coins are without question bona fide, 
coin collectors’ items, being a com- 
memorative set struck in proof there 
is a certain amount of delay that will 
be incurred in getting the coins into 
the country. In fact I have heard of 
circumstances where these same 
South African proof sets have been 
held up clearing entry for nearly 
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five months.. Plus the amount of 
red tape the importer has had to go 
through to have them released. 

I think that these sets of South 
Africa are going to be far more 
rare than anticipated. They were 
limited in the number issued, and the 
gold one pound and half pound pieces 
are the only gold coins struck in Bri- 
tain and all of her colonies under the 
rule of George VI. Add to this, the 
difficulty to get them into this coun- 
try, and the tremendous foreign de- 
mand, particularly of the English 
speaking nations and you have the 
makings of a real rare set. 1952 was 
the year of issue so no more can be 
coined. 

While the importation of rare 
coins from foreign sources is duty 
free, should any package, or shipment 
(and by shipment I mean any series 
of packages that are mailed close 
enough together so as to arrive at 
the U. S. Customs by the same 
poat), ‘with a valuation of $100 or 
more arrive. It is necessary that a 
pond be posted with the Custom 
authorities in order to secure the re- 
lease of said shipment. Such a bond 
usually costs about $10, and of 
course, this increases the cost of the 
coins to the purchaser by that 
amount. 

Collectors who ordered such sets 
from foreign sources last year, and 
whose order valuation was in excess 
of $100, have therefore been consider- 
ably inconvenienced in getting their 
merchandise, and have had added, an 
unexpected expense. 

It is thought in some circles, that 
the change in the Importation part 
of the Act was prompted by the re- 
striking, by Iron Curtain govern- 
ments of gold coins of Franz Joseph, 
and the sale of these coins to Amer- 
ican collectors. 

For foreign coin collectors, the big- 
gest thing in 1958, is the new and 
interesting series of Queen Eliza- 
beth II coins coming out. Britain 
and all of her colonies change their 
coins this year, and interest is run- 
ning very high. Outstanding among 
all will be the beautiful new Corona- 
tion proof set that will be soon avail- 
able. Consisting of all the British 
coins in proof in a special case, from 
the farthing to the crown. I believe 
this beautiful set will be available, 
case and all for considerably under 
$10 in this country.

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A New York Washington Medal 


The gesture of Queen Elizabeth of 
England, when still as Princess she 
visited Washington last year, in plac- 
ing a wreath on the tomb of Wash- 
ington at Mount Vernon symbolizes 
vividly our friendship with the 
mother country from which we vali- 
antly asserted our independence. Our 
good understanding with Britain is 
so taken for granted now that it is 
surprising to remember that New 
Yorkers not only celebrated July 4 
with fireworks, parades and rejoicing 
but that the anniversary of the Evac- 
uation of New York by the British 
until the beginning of the twentieth 
century was a lively civic holiday. 
Every November 26th lengthy parades 
took place. The various civic societies 
met, formed in line and marched 
through the principal streets; the 
Tammany Society, by right of seni- 
ority led the parade. Horse, foot, and 
artillery together with the veterans 
of the Civil War made a brave show. 
Salutes were fired in the morning, 
and there were public dinners in the 
evening. The most elaborate prepar- 
ations in the historv of the City were 
made for the Centennial Anniversary 
of the Evacuation by the British on 
November 26, 1883. Unfortunately a 
violent storm marred the occasion. 

The Chamber of Commerce of the 
State of New York celebrated the 
Centennial of Evacuation Day by the 
erection in Wall Street on the site of 
his inauguration as our first Presi- 
dent of one of the finest statues of 
George Washington ever made. To 
commemorate the occasion a medal 
was struck with the noble statue 
shown on the obverse and the inter- 
esting seals of the City of New York, 
the Chamber of Commerce of the 
State of New York, and the American 
Numismatic Society on the reverse. 

The outstanding people of the city,

the politicians, the business men, the 
numismatists and the artists joined 
in planning this fine medal. Consulta- 
tion was held about its design by 
Monsieur Gaston L. Feuardent of the 
Numismatic Society, an art dealer 
who brought the Tanagara figurines 
to the United States, Louis C. Tiffany, 
son of the jeweler, an artist and pro- 
ducer of the glass so much coveted 
today, and Augustus St. Gaudens, 
the most fashionable sculptor of the 
North of the United States. New 
Yorker Charles Osborne’s designs 
won the contest which was held and 
Madame Lea Ahlborn, Director of the 
Royal Mint of Stockholm cut the dies 
and had the bronze medal struck. 

The Wall Street statue of Wash- 
ington depicted on the obverse was 
the work of John Quincy Adams 
Ward, sculptor of virile American 
types. Adeline Adams in “The Spirit 
of American Sculpture” says the 
statue “is not merely a portrait of 
Washington but a symbolic expres- 
sion of early American greatness in 
leadership.” She considers that 
Ward’s Washington has larger monu- 
mental qualities of design than 
Houdon’s. Rays accentuate the state- 
ly figure on its pedestal and 13 stars 
encircle it with the dates 1783 — and 
1883 introduced into the background. 
On the base of the monument are the 
names of the artist and die-cutter: 
C. Osborne INV. and Lea Ahlhorn 
FEC. in Roman capital letters. 

The reverse bears three. historic 
seals, to the left that of the City of 
New York, to the right that of 
the American Numismatic Society. 
In the center and slightly higher and 
somewhat super-imposed upon the 
other two is the seal of the Chamber 
of Commerce of the State of New 
York. 

The symbols on the seal of the 
City of New York recalls its settle- 
ment by the Dutch and the beginnings 


of its commercial superiority which 
grew out of its export of furs and 
out of a law prohibiting the bolting 
of flour outside the city limits thus 
giving New Yorkers a monopoly of 
the export trade in breadstuffs and 
biscuits. The trade in flour is sym- 
bolized on the shield by the four sails 
of a wind-mill and the two barrels, 
and the fur trade by the two beavers. 
The crest is a bald eagle rising over 
half tthe world. A sailor and an Indian 
support the shield. The sailor holds 
in his right hand a plumb line to 
sound the depth. The Indian carries a 
double-curved bow in his left hand 
and a quiver at his shoulder. (The 
City seal on this medal was canceled 
on June 24, 1915 and the present seal 
was redesigned by the eminent sculp- 
tor Paul Manship and is essentially 
the same as the old but bears in ad- 
dition the date 1664 when the City 
passed under English control and was 
named New York). 

The design of the seal of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of the State of New 
York is of Mercury holding his 
Caduceus in one hand and the New 
York City shield in the other with 
barrels, boxes and _ sea-chests, a 
beaver, a horn of plenty and an an- 
chor at his feet with the sea and a 
ship and the sun at the horizon in the 
background. It bears the motto “Non 
Nobis Nati Solum” (Not born for 
ourselves alone). The original of this 
seal has an interesting history, too. 
It was made in London in 1772, is of 
solid silver, 3 inches in diameter and 
one inch thick. It disappeared during 
the Revolution, was picked up in a 
curiosity shop in London by a gentle- 
man who returned it to the Chamber. 

The third seal with its simplicity, 
strength and artistic beauty is a fit- 
ting symbol of the American Numis- 
matic Society. In 1864 the Society 
adopted the seal, a three-leafed oak 
twig with acorns and the motto 
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Parva ne pereant (Let not small 
things perish). 

These three seals are centered 
with sprays of palm leaves and laurel 
about them. Thirty-eight stars for 
the states in the nation in 1883 form 
a circular border. In Roman capitals 
the lettering, attractively placed, 
reads: “To commemorate the Centen- 
nial Anniversary of the Evacuation of 
New York by the British and the 
erection by the Chamber of Commerce 
of the State of New York of the 
Washington statue in Wall Street.” 
The medal is set in a little book 
which lists the Committees of the day 
on its front and back covers. 

The whole city of New York took 
part in both the celebrations of 1783 
and that of 1883. On November 26, 
1783, a cold, frosty but clear and bril- 
liant morning, according to Lossing, 
the British Army embarked and left 
the city to the American troops which 
entered the Bowery through Chatham 
Street. Washington with his staff 
and Governor Clinton and the State 
officers soon afterward made public 
entry. First came the general and 
the governor in the parade with their 
suite on horseback, escorted by a body

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of West Chester light horse, next 
came the lieutenant governor and 
members of the council, then Major 
General Knox and officers of the 
army eight abreast, then citizens on 
horseback eight abreast. The parade 
marched down Bowery Lane and Pearl 
Street to the water-front where 
formal possession of Fort George was 
taken by General Knox and the stars 
and stripes replaced the British flag. 

“Washington repaired to his quar- 
ters at the spacious tavern of Samuel 
Fraunces,” Lossing relates, and “there 
during the afternoon Governor Clin- 
ton gave a public dinner to the offi- 
cers of the army. In the evening the 
town was brilliantly illuminated. 
Rockets shot up from. many private 
dwellings and bonfires blazed at 
every corner.” At the dinner at 
Fraunces’s Tavern Washington’s offi- 
cers celebrated liberally. Thirteen 
formal toasts were drunk and many 
bottles of madeira, port and claret 
were consumed by the company. 

One hundred years later this glor- 
ious occasion ‘was celebrated with a 
gigantic parade, horse-drawn vehicles 
carrying the notables in their high 
silk hats, but the furious storm some- 
what spoiled the brilliance of the oc- 
casion. New York was at a height of 
prosperity in 18838 and had grown 
enormously from the little town cen- 
tered in lower Manhattan from which 
the British had embarked. Not only 
did the officials of the Citv the 
merchants of the Chamber of Com- 
merce and prominent citizens gather 
to hear the literary George William 
Curtis give a flowery eulogy of 
Washington at the dedication of the 
statue in Wall Street, but present 
also was the President of the United 
States himself, Chester A. Arthur, 
and the Governor of the State of New 
York, Grover Cleveland, who unveiled 
the statue, and many other figures of 
nation-wide prominence. 

In the evening of that stormy day 
these distinguished gentlemen were 
rewarded by a banquet at the popular 
Delmonico’s Restaurant, famous for 
its superb cuisine for which Ciro Del- 
monico personally marketed in order 
that the best be served. President 
Arthur, Grover Cleveland, Governor 
Benjamin F. Butler of Massachusetts, 
the Reverend Henry Ward Beecher, 
Joseph H. Choate, Governor Thomas 
Waller of Connecticut and J. Q. A. 
Ward the sculptor, all made speeches. 

This rare, small medal, only 2% 
inches in diameter is freighted with 
meaning and historic interest, not 
only to New Yorkers but to all Amer- 
icans and is also a precious ‘work of 
art in itself. 


“GOLDEN WEIGHTS”

In a Missouri town, a salesman, 
who is a coin collector, once inspected 
the home of a well-to-do customer for 
termites. 

In the course of his inspection he 
heard a rattling noise when he moved 
the draperies at the living room win- 
dow. His customer explained that the 
draperies had been weighted down 
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with twenty dollar gold coins so they 
would hang straight. After his gol- 
den discovery, the salesman-coin col- 
lector, with permission of his custo- 
mer and payment of the gold coins, 
substituted other weights for the 
“golden” weights. 

Gold has always been a “weighty” 
subject, but this is the first known 
case of gold coins having been used 
as weights in draperies. Gold ‘was 
found, not at the end of the rainbow, 
But at the end of the draperies.

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SOME NOTES ON 
ANCIENT COINS 


By RAYMOND J. WALKER 


A chiamys was a short mantle 
forming a part of the outer raiment 
of the Greeks, and of the Romans in 
imperial times. An example of this 
article of clothing is found on a 
medal struck in commemoration of a 
naval victory of Demetrius Polior- 
cetes. It exhibits a figure of Poseidon 
armed with a trident in his right 
hand, and having a chiamys to pro- 
tect his left.

The term “cistophorus” was applied 
to certain silver coins issued in Asia 
Minor, in consequence of the die with 
which they were impressed —a Di- 
onysiac “cista”, out of which a ser- 
pent glides. The other side of the 
coin bears the name or monogram of 
the city of issue. According to Dr. 
Imhoof, this coin originated in Ephe- 
sus shortly before B. C. 200, and its 
use rapidly extended throughout the 
dominions of Attalus I of Pergamus. 
After that time the cistophorus be- 
came a sort of Pan-Asiatice coin, and 
was issued in vast quantities from 
many Asiatic mints.

Contorniati is an Italian word used 
to describe a particular class of cir- 
cular metallic objects bearing various 
devices and legends, which were is- 
sued, though not for circulation as 
currency, under the Roman Empire. 
The ancient appellation of these ob- 
jects is not known; their modern 
name has been derived from the circle 
(in Italian “contorno”) which marks 
both ef their sides, in incuse. The 
metal of which contorniates are com- 
posed is copper, with a certain amount 
of alloy; in size they are, as a rule, 
somewhat larger than the “first 
brass” coins (sestertii) of the early 
Empire, but they are much thinner 
and are characterized by. the circu- 
lar depression already referred to. 
The greater number of them present 
on both sides a device in relief, which 
is generally obtained, not by striking 
from a die (as in the case of medal- 
lions), but by a process of casting 
from a mould, The first issue of 
contorniates, which are all of Western 
origin, is assigned by Eckhel to the 
time of Constantine (A. D. 306-337), 
and this date has been practically 
accepted by the most recent author- 
ities on the subject. Their fabrica- 
tion, according to Sabatier, ceased 
under Anthemius (A. D. 464-472). 
The types of devices on the contorn- 
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iates, though offering considerable 
varieties, may be considered to have 
reference to the public games and 
spectacles in the Circus, the Odeum, 
the Stadium, and the Amphitheatre. 

The legends are nearly always de- 
scriptive of the types. They were 
probably used for tickets of admis- 
sion to these games.

The head of Minerva with a helmet 
appears on the obverse of the coins 
of ancient Corinth while the winged 
horse of Pegasus often appears on the 
reverse. This head may not be Min- 
erva but rather Aphrodite Urania 
whose temple crowned the heights at 
Corinth.

The corona radiata often appears 
on ancient coins. It was the crown 
assigned to gods or deified heroes, 
and hence was assumed by the later 
Roman emperors in token of their 
divinity. It resembles the crown of 
our Statue of Liberty and makes the 
heads on coins resemble an American 
Indian with a mangy head-dress of 
feathers.

A corona triumphalis appears on 
a medallion of Ventidius; it consists 
of the laurel wreath that is still used 
on many types of modern coins with- 
out any reason unless it be for its 
ornamental value. 


Bank Note Exhibit 


Old “broken” bank bills of Con- 
necticut were featured in a display 
during April in New London, Conn., 
as part of National Coin week. 

Cooperating were local members of 
the American Numismatic Associa- 
tion (sponsors of the national cele- 
bration), the New England Numis- 
matic Association and Uncas Numis- 
matic Association. The display was in 
The Day window, and Raymond J. 
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Walker, HOBBIES contributor, was 
in charge. 

“Broken bank’ notes or bills, these 
issued by the large number of banks 
that went under in the panic of the 
1850’s, were engraved by some of 
the best artists of the period and are 
true relics of American art. 

A charming vignette of Neptune in 
his sea chariot drawn by two horses 
graced a note of the New London 
bank, now New London City National 
bank, for $2 on Nov. 7, 1821. 

Another, a $2 bill issued by the 
Thames bank of Norwich, dated Aug. 
12, 1850, showed a farm with a man 
and a woman at a well; the reverse 
had a silver dollar and an allegorical 
figure representing health and plenty, 

An American motif of a farmer 
with horses, cows and sheep and an 
Indian in buckskin graced a Dec. 2, 
1856 $1 bill issued by the Colchester 
bank, with now-difficult to decipher 
signatures of the president and cash- 
ier. 

The historical theme of the display 
was shown in the following bills: an 
1859 $3 bill of the Southport bank 
with Indians on a cliff overlooking 
the sound with a sloop and a paddle- 
wheel steamer in the background, a 
locomotive and a farmer; a $3 bill 
of the Stamford bank of Oct. 1, 1862, 
showing a train passing over a 
bridge, three medallions depicting 
ladies with varying hair-dos and an- 
other of Washington; and an older 
note for $5 issued by the Eagle Bank 
of New Haven, Feb. 4, 1823, showing 
patronesses of the arts and sciences, 
and a medallion of Washington. 


Also on exhibit were a group of 
medals awarded to naval heroes by 
congress, including the following: to 
John Paul Jones for capture of the 
Serapis; Stephen Decatur for Mace- 
donian; and British heroes, Admiral 
Lord Howe and Lord Nelson. Medals 
honoring crowned heads of Europe 
included some to Edward III and IV 
of England, Peter the Great and 
Catherine II of Russia, and Freder- 
ick the Great of Prussia. There were 
more than 100 medals on display, in- 
cluding some Napoleonic items.

Books Reviewed 


THE LIFE AND TIMES OF KIN HUB- 
BARD, CREATOR OF ABE MARTIN. 
(Fred C. Kelly, Farrar, Straus and 
Young, Inc. $3.) 


Without a doubt, America’s most 
typical authors are its humorists like 
Artemus Ward, Mark Twain, Josh 
Billings, Petroleum Nasby, Shillaber, 
Irvin S. Cobb, Bob Benchley and Will 
Rogers. No other country could have 
produced these inimitable men and 
others of lesser note. They express 
the true American spirit, and do so, 
each in his unique way. 


Early in the century Kin Hubbard— 
the beloved Hoosier—became famous 
for his drawings and sayings all 
over the world. Even today, they are 
being reprinted in many newspapers 
where their timeless humor is mak- 
ing new friends for Abe Martin, his 
most appealing comic creation. 

Just as the author of this amusing 
and scholarly biography knew the 
Wright brothers and wrote of them 
so vividly, so he knew Kin Hubbard; 
and he has written a ‘warm, funny 
moving chronicle, and selected a 
number of the famous sayings to go 
along with it. Kin was an eccentric, 
his own life as preposterous as his 
“Abe.” This is diverting Americana. 
It is love story, success story, Mid- 
West pastoral. It will lift the reader 
out of his humdrum daily round and 
give him refreshing laughter. This 
is the fantastic man who wouldn’t 
have any guests at his wedding, who 
wanted to be a ‘circus performer, and 
played minstrel-show tickets on his 
friends, who later achieved inter- 
national fame; the man of whose 
work George Ade said: “Abe Martin 
is as quaint and droll as Josh Bill- 
rae and Artemus Ward ever dared 
Oo e, 


Kin Hubbard was a very handsome 
man. Though he was of barely aver- 
age height, five feet eight, he would 
have been noticed anywhere. He 
stood unusually erect ‘with his head 
tilted back a little in a dignified way 
and yet he had a carefree college boy 
air. dis skin was smooth and mddy, 
his thick hair dark brown, almost 
black. The features were well pro- 
portioned,, the chin firm. His dark 


blue eyes, amiable but alert, were 
striking. Though he showed a quiet 
reserve that always checked back- 
slapping, he looked agreeable and 
friendly. 

Toward the’end of 1904 the Indian- 
apolis “News” began to run on its 
back page a daily feature. Here ap- 
peared those sayings of a country 
character called Abe Martin of Brown 
County, Indiana. Here, for the first 
time were the brief comments ac- 
companied by Abe himself, a scar- 
crowish figure with shoe-button eyes, 
always in a ridiculous posture, may- 
be sitting on a barbed wire fence or 
leaning against a rural mail box. 
Not many readers knew who wrote 
or drew the Abe Martin feature but 
nearly all had learned it would bring 
a good laugh. Among Abe’s early 
comments were: 

“Some girls er born with big feet 
an, others wear white shoes.” 

“A yrestaurint waiter allus lays 
your check on the table upside down 
so you won’t choke t’ death.” 

“Newt Plum’s son-in-law says he 
never saved a blamed cent until 
after his wife had quarreled with 
ever’ dressmaker in town.” 

“Pinky Kerr says th’ reason he 
dun’t git married is he dun’t want 
t’be worried t’death by life insurance 
agents.” 

Kin’s schooling was brief — he 
only had a grammar school educa- 
tion. On the day he started to school 
he carried under his arm a volume of 
Mark Twain’s “Roughing It,” and 
“Behind the Scenes at Washington.” 
Parts of them had been read to him 
and they were the books he wanted 
to learn to read. He was disgusted 
when the teacher told him he would 
have to begin with McGuffey’s “First 
Reader.” 

At first Abe Martin was no par- 
ticular locality, but on February 
3, 1905, he announced, “I’m goin’ ter 
move ter Brown County tomorrow,” 
and the next day the picture showed 
him in a wagon loaded topheavily 
with household goods. His comment 
was, “By cracky, it’s sum travelin’ 
ter git ter Brown County.” 

“As a setting for Abe Martin I 
selected Brown County, a rugged al- 


most mountainous, wooded section of 
Indiana without telegraphic or rail- 
road connections — a county whose 
natives for the most part subsist 
by blackberrying, sassasfras-mining 
and basket-making. On some of the 
more fertile slopes the Kiefer pear 
thrivec” 

Whenever he heard a funny name, 
Kin ‘would make a note of it. “Some- 
times I use a last name for a first 
name. One good source of old- 
fashioned names, I found, was Ken- 
tucky jurv lists. 

As Hubbard used them, the char- 
acters were not individuals he had 
known but were composite. They 
became popular because they were 
found in every neighborhood. Even 
a “city feller” who had never met such 
characters instantly recognized them 
as true. Kin knew people’s hopes and 
fears and vanities, and he also had 
an unerring sense for the pretenses 
that most needed deflating. Abe 
Martin caught on from the first be- 
cause his creator could show us our 
most secret weaknesses in a way to 
set us LAUGHING AT OURSELVES.

HOW TO WEAVE LINENS, by Edward 
F. Worst, 158 pp., $5.50. Bruce Pub- 
lishing Company, Milwaukee, Wiscon- 
sin. 

This new edition of a classic origi- 
nally published in 1926 and authored 
by a former director of handwork 
and textiles in Chicago schools is in- 
deed welcome at a time when nation- 
wide interest in weavine has been 
gathering enormous momentum. One 
of the fascinating phases of this ex- 
cellent and instructive volume is the 
illuminating insight the reader re- 
ceives into the flax plant, its 
harvesting and preparation into 
thread. In this way, the weaver bet- 
ter comprehends the particular quali- 
ties of linen thread in his own usage 
on the loom 

Threading heddles and harnesses, 
tie-up of harnesses, intricate work- 
ing out of remarkably original pat- 
terns, are only a few of the facets 
of this beautifully edited and printed 
work, whose many illustrations add 
graphic documentation to the in- 
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struction given. Linen produces 
some of the most beautiful and last- 
ing weaves achievable, and undeni- 
ably many amateur weavers will 
want this fine book to aid them in 
producing finer quality and durable 
items for gifts, home use and sale.

CONTEMPORARY JEWELRY AND SIL- 
VER DESIGN, by E. D. S. Bradford. 
Published by Pitman Publishing Corp- 
oration, 2 West 45th Street, New York, 
N. Y., 1951. 134 pp. Price $6. 

The author’s purpose in writing 
this book was to set forth the merits 
of the work of modern British sil- 
versmiths and jewelers. He felt that 
much had been written of past 
achievements of these craftsmen, but 
little had been written about modern 
craftsmen. He wished this to be a 
reference work that students, teach- 
ers and workers in these crafts might 
turn to for guidance. 

While the Industrial Revolution 
probably caused the craft arts to 
degenerate, the author believes that 
such crafts as silversmithing and 
jewelry craft work are definitely on 
the rise. A Design and Research 
Centre for the jewelry and silver 
trades has been set up which indi- 
cates interest in this phase of design. 

The book gives names of some of 
the modern craftsmen who have been 
instrumental in infusing new life into 
the silver and jewelry industry. There 
are numerous full page illustrations 
throughout the book, showing some 
of their work. 

Modern design in silver tends to- 
ward simple design of smooth flow- 
ing lines with little decoration. As 
a reaction against the very ornate 
decoration of the late 19th and 20th 
century, the extremely simple func- 
tional designs of Scandinavian de- 
signers became popular. At the pres- 
ent time there is a return to a little 
more ornamentation, while retaining 
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the same functional lines. 

Jewelry tends to follow fashions 
in clothes, at least to a certain ex- 
tent. Of necessity, Britain has had 
to think in terms of foreign markets 
for most of her manufactured ar- 
ticles. This has been true in jewelry 
making as well as_ silversmithing. 
Therefore, manufacturers and crafts- 
men have become increasingly aware 
of what things would sell best in the 
foreign markets. In addition to the 
more expensive gem set pieces of 
jewelry, the author describes trends 
in costume jewelry and new methods 
and techniques of the jewelry and 
silversmith crafts.

June being the month of roses 
makes it the ideal time for the re- 
view of a book about the rose.

The Romance of Original 


“An author’s manuscript,” declared 
the late Dr. Rosenbach, “will reveal 
just how his work was planned and 
built, as well as the fluid state of 
his mind at the time. Very often *it 
reflects his attitude toward his sub- 
ject, whether he wrote meticulously, 
carefully, or with assurance and 
ease.” 

It is for this reason — because 
every original manuscript is, in a 
sense, a thrilling fragment of the 
author’s personal Book of Genesis— 
that scholars and students of litera- 
ture and history are excited by the 
mere sight of a priceless original. 
The first edition of a famous book, 
which may have been duplicated five 
or ten thousand times over, is no 
caviar to the scholar, and he would 
as soon use a cheap, modern reprint. 
But an original manuscript! there is 
the high road to scholarly romance, 
the road that leads straight into the 
author’s inner mind, disclosing the 
spontaneous thoughts which he first 
set on paper. 

If Shakespeare, as Ben Jonson 
claimed, never blotted out a line, then 
he was unique among authors. Most 
original manuscripts show many 
changes and corrections. Mark 
Twain’s manuscripts are treasures, 
freighted with long paragraphs, even 
chapters, that were never published. 
In Dickens’ manuscripts, swiftly 
penned in his graceful and beautiful 
handwriting, one may study the 
steady flow of his creative power— 
building, tearing down, rebuilding, 
always improving! Shelley’s manu- 
scripts reveal how the poet groped 
and probed for the verbal fire that 
resulted in the great poems known 
to every schoolboy. 

An original manuscript brings us 
close, very close, to its author. It is

almost as though we are bending 
over his shoulder, watching as he 
writes. Here a line is crossed out, 
there a word is inserted, an expres- 
sion is altered. 

Because original manuscripts are 
the most desirable of all autographic 
material, their price is usually high, 
sometimes so high that only a mil- 
lionaire can afford them. One of six 
known manuscripts of Lincoln’s “Get- 
tysburg Address” sold in 1949 for 
$54,000. The original of Poe’s “Mur- 
ders in the Rue Morgue” was knocked 
down at auction for $34,000 in 1944. 
The manuscript of Dickens’ “Our 
Mutual Friend,” one of his less suc- 
cessful works, fetched $17,000 in 1944 
when it was put up for sale. 

Still, no collector need despair at 
these big prices, for there are plenty 
of bargains to be had! Sometimes, 
for one reason or another, the orig- 
inal manuscript of a famous novel 
or poem may be broken up. Single 
pages or chapters then come on the 
autograph market, Occasionally met 
with are — chapters or pages 
from Mark Twain’s “A Tramp 
Abroad,” Louisa May Aleott’s “Jack 
and Jill,” Mary Mapes Dodge’s “Hans 
Brinker,” and many other noted 
books, 

Among the fragmentary manu- 
scripts in my own collection is a page 
from an early draft of Tennyson’s 
“Idylls of the King,” the section en- 
titled “Guinevere.” One of the most 
dramatic and oft-quoted passages in 
the poem, it describes Queen Guine- 
vere’s farewell to Lancelot, Here is 
the way these famous lines read in 
the printed version: 


“Stammering and staring. It was 


their last hour,

To cover up the omission of Mo- 
dred’s vine-climbing from the revised 
version, the poet has Lancelot rush 
“outward lion-like’ from the tower, 
and the reader must assume that the 
bold knight used the stairs, rather 
than plunging out of the casement 
window. Certainly, Lancelot was not 
already in the basement, since he and 
the Queen were seated on her couch, 
and the couches of queens are not 
usually located in damp, cold base- 
ments. 

It is a trifle hard to see how Mo- 
dred was “hurl’d headlong” by the 
onrushing Lancelot, but the descrip- 
tion is an excellent and graphic one 
(or was when Milton first used it in 
“Paradise Lost’) and probably Ten- 
nyson couldn’t bear to omit it, even 
though it didn’t quite fit. Note, too, 
that in his published revision Tenny- 
son replaced the brief remark of 
Lancelot, ‘Nay, dear Liege-lady, rise 
and fly with me” with a somewhat 
long-winded speech in which the cele- 
brated knight, as a concession to 
Victorian morality, courteously says, 
“Mine be the shame, mine was the 
sin.” Lancelot’s four-line apology and 


invitation to the Queen doesn’t im- 
prove the poem or speed up the ac- 
tion, but Tennyson probably felt that 
it would be more reassuring to his 
readers to put words of contrition 
into Lancelot’s mouth. 

Almost any original manuscript 
will show changes as interesting as

Autograph Collectors 


By FOREST H. SWEET 


(From a speech delivered at 
The Chicago Historical Society) 
Any dealer may, at times, have 
some material to interest the closest 
specialist collector. My line is United 
States Historical, yet I’ve had Eliz- 
abethan, French Revolution, Arctic, 
Mexican, African and other material 
quite outside my line. The Shake- 
spearian Library and collector may 
often miss a good item if they read 
only the listings of specialists in 
their lines, or read only under 
Shakespeare in catalogues. Really 
good items have appeared in the least 
expected places. 

Once the knack is acquired, it is 
quick and easy to glance through a 


whole autograph catalogue. With ex- 
perience in catalogue reading, the key 
words of your own interests will seem 
to jump out of the text prominently. 
Only then will you stop and read 
carefully. You’ll read lists as you do 
your newspaper, hastily, but missing 
little that interests you. 

Sometimes you can judge a letter 
by its catalogue description—often 
not. The catalogue maker may ignore 
the very point of interest to one par- 
ticular collector. Most dealers ship on 
approval provided the unwanted ma- 
terial is returned promptly, well 
packed, with remittance for items 
kept. If in doubt, order on approval.

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BEVELED ARTIFACTS 
OF THE MISSISSIPPI VALLEY 


By KYLE L. SLY 


Collectors of Indian artifacts in the 
Greater St. Louis trade area quite 
often encounter a spearhead, arrow- 
head or chert knife having a beveled 
blade which required a high degree 
of chert-flaking ability, only possible 
to a highly skilled artisan. This ac- 
complishment, I believe, is today a 
completely lost art as I have never 


seen a beveled blade of which there 
was any question in my mind con- 
cerning its authenticity. 

There seem to be no especially 
chosen base types having beveled 
blades, as they are found in practi- 
cally all categories. A larger per- 
centage, however, of “Fishtail” type 
artifacts, most in lengths of less 
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than four inches, are found locally 
which display these specialized blades. 

An almost positive pattern seems 
to have been followed in applying 
the “right” or “left” bevels, because 
base type specimens (shown in the 
first, second, fourth and fifth rows 
of sketches) almost without excep- 
tion have “left” bevels, while “Fish- 
tail” types (see sketches fourteen and 
fifteen) were even more uniformly 
found to have “right” beveled blades. 
In substantiation, in selecting from 
a vast number of beveled specimens, 
I have acquired only seven base type 
artifacts having “right” bevels and 
only two “left” beveled “Fishtails,” 
(sketch fifteen).

Right or left bevels can be de- 
termined by holding a beveled artifact 
by its base, point up, blade side to- 
ward you. Whichever side of your 
body the bevel is toward, right or 
left, determines its category. 

Several theories are current which 
attempt to explain why the Indians 
saw fit to expend so much time and 
labor fashioning artifacts with bev- 
eled blades. One, somewhat far- 
fetched theory, is that the bevel was 
put on arrowheads to cause the arrow 
to rotate when in flight; this com- 
pletely ignores the fact that feathers 
were placed on the base of the arrow 
shaft for that purpose. Another, 
much more feasible theory, is that 
the bevels caused the arrow to twist 
into the flesh of a victim upon pene- 
tration, thus locking the arrow into 
the wound. The most practical ex- 
planation, I believe, encompassing not 
only arrowheads, but all beveled arti- 
facts, is that bevels permitted a nar- 
rower and somewhat heavier blade 
and hence a more sturdy implement 
conducive to a longer life. The abrupt 
cutting edges greatly reduced the 
danger of edge breakage, presenting 
a much thicker blade nearer the cut- 
ting edges, thereby increasing its 
leverage strength for practical uses, 
all very important factors to con- 
sider by its architect. The excel- 
lent materials required in making 
these specialized blades were hard 
to find; consequently, when located, 
he exerted the highest degree of skill 
and practical knowledge at his com- 
mand to fashion an artifact emphasiz- 
ing not only beauty, but ruggedness. 

The sketches represent some of the 
many beveled artifacts in my per- 
sonal collection, many displaying ex- 
ceptionally well formed bases with

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smoothly ground edges; practically 
all represent exceptions to the gen- 
eral rule because, by far, the great 
majority of artifacts with the base 
types sketched are found having the 
ordinary thin edged, convex sided 
blade, ‘without bevels. Many of the 
specimens shown could serve to ex- 
emplify a “pet” theory of mine. This 
is that numerous, excellently fash- 
ioned, or unusually colorful artifacts 
were never exposed to the rigors of 
practical everyday use, but were pre- 
served by the owner as articles of 
value, mediums of exchange repre- 
senting wealth, because numerous 
specimens for obvious reasons were 
entirely impractical for either ‘arrow, 
javelin or knife usage. They re- 
present far too much expended time 
and labor in acquiring to risk com- 
plete ruin at a single blow. 

As typical examples of this theory, 
let’s consider the two, six and three 
quarters of an inch-long specimens 
numbered six and sixteen, which I 
classify as “ceremonial.” Number six 
has a rare type hook barbed, ground 
edged base with a flat sided, wide 
beveled, excellently made blade, all 
made of oddly colored, light grey 
chert. Its companion, number six- 
teen, has a triangular tapering base 
with smoothly ground edges and a 
sweeping concave edged wide beveled 
blade, all made of glossy, dark colored 
semi-translucent “hornblend”  chal- 
cedony, a rare material in this vicini- 
ty. Each specimen equals the finest 
examples of aboriginal workmanship 
or material ever found in this area. 

A third example deserving mention, 
number fourteen, depicts a very un- 
usual variation of the “Fishtail” type. 
Measuring six inches in length, made 
of snow white chert, it has a deeply 
concave, completely smoothed, long, 
curve tanged base, above which be- 
gins a thin edged, convex sided, ex- 
panding blade, which continues to 
the center of the spear where it con- 
tracts sharply, reverting to an abrupt

Each has a well- 
formed, excellently finished base «nd 
a flat, paralled-sided blade with 
abrupt, narrow, sharp shouldered bey- 
els and very unusual sharp edged ex- 
panding shoulders, from the point of 
each barb up, approximately one inch, 
to the beginning of each bevel. One 
bevel on specimen number seventeen 
shows a high glossy polish over its 
complete length, with a small amount 
showing on the other, perhaps from 
use as a skinning knife as no smooth- 
ing is apparent, only polish, over the 
uneven flaked surfaces. 

The cross section sketches of the 
various specimens are an attempt to 
detail each artifact at a point one- 
half the blade length, thus giving 
the reader an imaginative idea of the 
shape, thickness and general propor- 
tions of each specimen. For instance, 
numbers one, three, six, nine and 
eighteen have the short, abrupt, sharp 
shouldered bevel which is generally 
associated with flat parallel blade 
sides. In comparison, specimens num- 
bers two, seven and sixteen are good 
examples of the long round should- 
ered bevel with slightly convex 
blade sides, contributing to a smooth 
more finished appearance. A large 
percentage of the blade edges on 
beveled specimens are serrated, as 
number nine, which has_ seventeen 
tiny needle sharp points per inch 
along each edge. Obviously, these 
serrations vary considerably as their 
distribution is governed by the width 
of the flakes removed by the artist 
who worked each individual blade. 

There are many puzzling factors 
concerning beveled artifacts that 
could be discussed in this article, 
space permitting, such as methods of 
manufacture, their purposes or uses 
and many other unknowns, all tend- 
ing to stimulate any active collector’s 
interests. These present an open 
door for speculation and free ex- 
pression of personal theories and 
ideas, all unassailable, as the abori- 
gines left no written records.

When Squier and Davis, pioneer 
rican archeologists,, published 
“Ancient Monuments of the Missis- 
sippi Valley in 1848” they devoted the 
major part of a chapter to the de- 
scription of petroglyphs at two sites 
on the Guyandot river in Cabell 
County, West Virginia, which they 
had visited in 1846. These petro- 
glyphs have received little notice 
since that time. 


One of these sites was visited in 
June, 1951, by the writer and J. G. 
Callihan of Madison, W. Va. In Oc- 
tober, 1951, two additional visits 
were made, one with Mr. Callihan and 
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Petroglyphs 
on the Guyandot River in West Virginia

O. I. Mairs of Charleston, W. Va., and 
the other with J. J. Adams, 8. F, Dur- 
rett, and J. H. Edwards, all of 
Huntington, W. Va. The description 
and photographs submitted herewith 
were obtained on those occasions and 
with the assistance of these men, all 
of whom are members of the West 
Virginia Archeological Society. 

This site is on the farm of Harry 
Midkiff on the easterly side of Guy- 
andot River and about one and one- 
fourth miles above Salt Rock Station. 
The topography in this section is 
rugged, with narrow valleys except 
for occasional extensive bottom. lands 
along the river, and the hills reach 
elevations of about 500 feet above 
the streams. The petroglyphs are 
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found on boulders that have broken 
from a high cliff and rolled nearly 
to the foot of the hill, and a railway 
now passes between them and the 
foot of the cliff, its fill resting 
against them. The cliff is composed 
of Mahoning sandstone, which occurs 
near the base of the Conemaugh ser- 
ies of the Pennsylvanian system. In 
the report of the West Virginia Geo- 
logical Survey it is stated (Krebs, 
p. 141) that the Mahoning sandstone 
is “very hard” and that it appears to 
“withstand the weather and disinte- 
grate slowly.” Due to these quali- 
ties in the stone upon which they are 
cut, and also to the fact that the 
site has so far entirely escaped vand- 
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alism, the petroglyphs are in a good 
state of preservation. 

There are two boulders upon which 
most of the petroglyphs occur and 
their relation to each other. It is ap- 
parent that they were originally one 
boulder, which broke into two parts 
after rolling to its present position. 
The smaller fragment has rolled or 
slid a few feet further down the hill 
and made a quarter turn. It appears 
that the petroglyphs were cut on these 
boulders ‘while they were in their pre- 
sent position. When first visited by the 
writer the greater portion of them 
was covered with a heavy growth of 
moss and lichens, as well as soil and 
other debris, and it was found neces- 
sary to remove this before the petro- 
glyps became clearly visible. 

The upper boulder is thirteen feet 
long, from six to ten feet wide, and 
about five feet high. and the largest 
group of petroglyphs is found on its 
top surface and is shown in Figure A, 
which is a composite photograph as 
means were not at hand to get high 
enough above the boulder to get the 
whole group in one photograph. Of 
this boulder, Squier and Davis say 
(Squier, p. 294): “Upon its horizontal 
face is cut, in deep outline, the figure 
of a man, six feet three inches in 
height, by two feet in breath at the 
shoulders.” (See Figure A). This 
description is quite correct and so 
are the measurements. They also 
noted that the eyes and nose are re- 
presented by an inverted W, the 
head of a deer or elk below and to 
the right of the human figure, the 
rows of pits, and other features. 
They did not mention the outlines of 
a turkey, which is found about three 
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feet below the human figure and is 
more readily seen on the boulder it- 
self than in the photograph. Their 
drawing of this group (Squier, p. 
295) is shown in Figure B. 

On the northerly vertical face of 
the same boulder is a group of four 
animal figures, where, Squier and 
Davis say there “is cut, in bold and 
deep outlines, the figure of an eagle.” 
(See Figure C.) 

This figure is very well preserved, 
and the sharpness of its outline will 
be noted, in the view taken without 
the use of chalk. The plumed head 
would seem to indicate that the bird 
is not an eagle. Beside it is the out- 
line. of another bird, rudely pecked 
on the sandstone, which is evidently 
the work of a less talented artist. 
(See Figure D). 

On top of the lower boulder is the 
outline of an animal or its pelt, shown 
in Figure E. 

On the westerly vertical face of 
this boulder is the group shown in 
Figure F. Very noticeable is the out- 
line of a serpent-like animal with its 
mouth open, and having ears, legs, a 
long body, and the tail of a fish. It 
is about six feet long and appears to 
be superimposed on older petroglyphs. 

Archeological features are numer- 
ous in the vicinity of this site. A 
mile to the south are two earth 
mounds, the larger 110 feet long, 65 
feet wide and fourteen feet high, pre- 
sumed to be archeological features. 
Smaller rock mounds or cairns are 
numerous on the ridges, some of 
them at elevations of several hundred 
feet above the valleys. A half-mile 


to the west is a large bottom where 
Squier and Davis (Squier, p. 297) 
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say there was a “circle.” This is re- 
membered by old residents as a low 
earthen embankment, but farming 
operations have now entirely destroy- 
ed it. In the same bottom are two 
low mounds. One of these was partly 
excavated by E. W. Fetzer, who 
found two extended burials but no 
artifacts. Nearby is a village site 
where the ground is littered with 
fragments of mussel shells, broken 
bones, burnt rocks and pottery sherds. 
Local residents say that about 40 
years ago a short trench dug in this 
area exposed four human skeletons, 
with each of which was found the 
skeleton of a dog. 

No attempt will be made here to 
estimate the age of any of these 
features or to assign them to any 
definite culture. This general area 
of the upper Ohio Valley was occu- 
pied — intermittently at least —into 
historic times by Shawnees, an Al- 
gonkin tribe, although no historic 
record is known indicating their pres- 
ence in the immediate vicinity of this 
site. 

It is also a matter of local tradi- 
tion that occasional bands of Wyan- 
dots were in the general area, the 
claim being made that the name 
“Guyandot” is derived from “Wyan- 
dot.” The origin of the name “Guy- 
andot” is discussed at length by 
Kenny. (Kenny, pp. 287-289.) 


This is one of the more interesting 
sections of West Virginia from an 
archeological standpoint, but as yet 
no study of it has been made by ar- 
cheologists. It is very likely that 
when such a study is made it will re- 
veal the presence of several cultures.

The substance in mass is known 
as, “Mother of Pearl,” and when 
alone, as a single pearl. It is between 
the shell and the oyster and is formed 
by layers of calcium carbonate, which 
come from the oyster, and gradually 
harden into pearl. But one does not 
find valuable pearls in our common 
edible oysters. Only upon a certain 
class, “pearl oysters,” is the great 
gift bestowed. 

In America, the most valuable 
fishing grounds for pearls are in the 
California Gulf, around La Paz, ex- 
tending to the Colorado River. In 
1882 a pearl of seventy-five carats 
was found here. It was the largest 
found here, up to that time. When 
Cortez arrived in this region he 
found the Indians fishing for these 
pearls and he did not hesitate to ex- 
ploit them for the wealth of the

people and their shrines and temples 
but were even used to decorate their 
canoes and paddles and buried with 
their dead. Fabulous wealth; theirs 
for the taking! Pearls have indeed 
played an important part in making 
history and shaping the destiny of 
nations. Like a magnet, they drew 
Rome to the British Isles even as 
they drew Spain to South America 
and the Macedonians to Egypt. Ever 
men and nations were seeking more 
and better gems to add to their wealth 
or to their prestige. 

The earlier method of fishing for 
pearls was simple indeed. In_all 
countries it was about the same. Na- 
tives naked and often with their 
bodies greased would dive into twenty 
to forty feet of water and gather up 
as many oysters as they could get 
while their breath lasted. Sometimes 
they used spring-boards and some- 
times they were weighted down with 
stone and often they worked in pairs. 
Later years brought newer methods, 
though in some countries the same 
old methods prevail. 

The Persians used pearls more in 
head-dresses than in any other way. 
They were formed into crowns, ai- 
grettes and pompons. They used them 
also on their robes. But from earliest 
time pearls have been worn as neck- 
laces, which in time of need have 
often been sold at public and private 
auctions. Prices have ranged from 
ene to thousands of dollars. 


The pure, white pearl is of the 
greatest value; but it must be a lu- 
minous not a dead white. It must 
have life, not dullness. Therefore, it 
is not easy to get a matched string 
of the purest pearls, The variety of 
shade and tone and color is great. 
The tone may be yellow, which is 
common; or it may be blue, or pink, 
or even green. They may be hard to 
recognize and of some value, but they 
are not to compare with the pure, 
luminous white. Some shades are 
beautiful in themselves, such as the 
pale, delicate pink. 


Black pearls are rare and there- 
fore valuable. Some of the finest 
come from the coast of Mexico. Here 
have been found some large ones that 
have made history. In the World’s 
Fair in Paris, 1889, there were ex- 
hibited seven black pearls from the 
Mexican waters. These were valued 
at $22,000. The “fancies,” as those 
of different color are called, are often 
very lovely. In America they are 
found along the shores of Wisconsin, 
Kentucky, and Tennessee. 


There are extensive beds of pearls 
along the eastern coast of Lower 
California, especially at La Paz. In 
1904 pearls worth $350,000 were tak- 
en from these waters and $1,250,000 
worth of shells. Among these were 
some beautiful black ones. This fish- 
ing was under the control of an 
English syndicate that had a con- 
cession from the Mexican govern- 
ment. 

Among the famous pearls of old, 
ene that shines out is that belonging 
to the Shah of Persia. It was valued 
at about $320,000 American money.

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A Jade Window 


Exquisite jewel window of rare 
American jade is the window now 
placed in the Kraft chapel of the 
North Shore Baptist Church, Chicago 
(see April HOBBIES), the only one 
of its kind in existence.

endar made of post card pictures of 
the members of the royal family. 
Various English publishers of post 
cards are again producing Royalty 
cards, as well as views of the various 
places and people concerned in the 
coronation. 

Many collectors at this time not 


only think of present-day coronation . 


items, but take out their treasures 
of the past, to mull over the events, 
and the joys and sorrows connected 
with former coronations. 

Since we have never made a def- 
inite effort to specialize in Royalty 
cards, we consider ourselves unus- 
ually fortunate that friends have 
taken our collection in hand, and have 
seen to it that we have some few 
good examples. We find them very 
interesting, so much so, that if the 
proverbial “shoe string” were a lot 
longer, we would get busy tracking 
down all we could find. We have 
pictures here of Queen Victoria, 
Queen Alexandria (the wife of Ed- 
ward VII), Queen Mary (wife of 
George V), Queen Elizabeth (wife 
of George VI), and of Queen Eliza- 
beth II. 

Regardless of what you may think 
of the idea of royalty and of the 
rule of kings and queens; as you 
study the faces of these five women, 
you see in all a similarity of out- 
standing, admirable traits of char- 
acter. These women were all known 
to have intelligence of a high order, 
poise, social graces, dignity, and 
queenly manners. They all have faith- 
ful love for family ties, tender moth- 
erly love for their children, sym- 
pathy, a sense of responsibility to 
their people, loyalty to their country, 
to church, and to God. These qual- 
ities, combined with a strict discip- 
linary practice in courage and forti- 
tude, have endeared them all to the 
people of England and of the free 
world. 


Post cards of Queen Victoria are in 
sepia on a hard ivory-shaded board, 
with a solid side for address, and the 
pictures covering only the left hand 
of the. message side, They are Raph- 


ael Tuck and Sons Empire Postcard 
No. 1421: The Princess Victoria in 
the Gardens of Kensington Palace; 
1422: The Princess Victoria Re- 
ceiving the News of her Accession to 
the throne, June 20, 1837; No. 1423: 
The Coronation of the Queen by The 
Archbishop of Canterbury, June 28, 
1838; No. 1424: The Marriage of the 
Queen and Prince Albert, February 
10, 1840; No. 1426: Queen Victoria 
and her Grandchildren. 

Victoria’s daughter-in-law, Her 
Majesty Queen Alexandria, is pic- 
tured on Tuck Empire Postcard No. 
1452. She appears quite beautiful and 
stately in white satin encrusted with 
jewels or sequins, off the shoulder 
puffs on a basque waist, and with 
bustle and long train. Her crown 
rests above a mass of short ringlets. 
Her necklace of pearls and other 
jewels form a wide collar. Her brace-

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lets were worn over her long white 
gloves, and a closed fan was held in 
her right hand. Another beautiful 
card of H.M. Queen Alexandria was 
published in Canada—a Canadian 
souvenir card by Warwick Bros. and 
Rutter Limited. This is a very un- 
usual card: a hand painted photo- 
graph embossed and padded to give 
a lifelike appearance. The card is 
quite exquisite. 

A good card of H.M, Edward VII 
in full dress, maroon coat with gold 
braid, medals and emblems of var- 
ious orders, with white feather shako 
and long sabre is a Lafayette photo 
for the Valentine Series. Unusual 
and lovely cards are the Rotary “Real 
Photographic” Opalette Series. These 
are highly raised oval glazed photo- 
graph in the center with a mat of 
pebbly pearly effect and framed with 
a quarter-inch black raised border. 
We find three of these; one shows 
“The late King Edward and Alexan- 
dria the Queen Mother;” and two are 
of ‘Alexandria, the Queen Mother.” 

There is also a good black and 
white card of “His late Majesty King 
Edward VII, H.M. King George V, 
and the Heir Apparent (Edward 
VIII, the Duke of Windsor). This 
card was published by the “National 
Series” whose trade mark is a shield 
surmounted by a dragon, placed above 
the division mark on the address side. 

The next group of cards are sou- 
venir cards from the coronation of 
King George V and Queen Mary on 
June 22, 1911. One card is gold 
trimmed, two are gelatin coated. One 
is an unknown; two are Tuck’s “Cor- 
onation” Postcard No. 9865, and Gem 
“Coronation” Postcard No. 9861. 
These show small oval pictures of 
the King and the Queen against 
backgrounds of jewels, crowns, arms, 
mace, and flags of the empire. They 
bear the information that King 
George was born June 3, 1865; Queen 
Mary, May 26, 1867; they were mar- 
ried July 6, 1898; and George as- 
cended to the throne on May 10, 1910.

ages, and a Tuck Oilette No. 9822 
showing T.M. in middle life; also a 
Valentine Photo of Queen Mary in 
middle life. All show them as a hand- 
some couple, pleasant and conserv- 
ative. It is easy to see that H.M. 
Elizabeth II has inherited her beauty 
and poise not only from her lovely 
mother, but also from her grand- 
mother Mary and from her great- 
grandmother Alexandria. 

Our cards of T.M. George VI and 
Elizabeth are not coronation souven- 
irs, but were made in Canada on the 
occasion of their official visit to 
Canada just prior to the last war. 
Nos. 1, 2, and 8 by the Photogelatine 
Engraving Co. of Ottawa are in black 
and white; and one by Canadian Art 
Deeptone, Series 650 is in colors. 

Cards of royalty since the war 
have not been so numerous, but are 
becoming more numerous as time goes 
on. Tuck has been turning out some 
very nice glazed “Real Photograph” 
cards. A family picture of T.M, King 
George VI and Queen Elizabeth, with 
Elizabeth, Margaret, and Duke Phil- 
ip, was made about the time of Eliza- 
beth and Philip’s marriage. There 
have been other good photos as time 
went on of Elizabeth, Philip, Bonnie 
Prince Charlie, Princess Ann, all by 
Tuck; and the calendar group by 
“Daily Graphic,” already mentioned. 

Among our cards we find a lovely 
Swiss made card reproduction of an 
oil painting of “Elisabeth Von Eng- 
land” (Queen Elizabeth I). And there 
is a gorgeous picture in colors of 
the Imperial Crown of India. This 
crown was made for George V. and 
with it he was crowned Emperor of 
India at Delhi in 1912. 

.Since coronations always take place 
in Westminster Abbey in London, we 
would like to look over our cards of 
this famous church. There are Tuck 
cards of a very early vintage. They 
are View Postcards No. 1295: West- 
minster Abbey; No. 1297: The Poets 
Corner; No. 1296: The Nave from 
the §.W.: No. 1298; The Statemen’s 
Corner; No, 1299: The Chantry of 
Henry V and Confessor’s Shrine; No. 
1300: The Coronation Chair; and 
“County” Postcard No. 2877: London. 

There are Valentine Photo cards 
of the West Towers, Interior looking 
East, The Cloisters, and the Corona- 
tion Chair. Pictures of the West 
Front, especially real photograph 
views, are plentiful. We find many, 
with slight variations in age or sea- 
son, made by W. & K., London; S. 
B., London; Scott of Bradford; 
Thomas; P. P. & P. Co., Croydon; and 
others. There are interiors of the 
choir by Selfridge; an old North 
view by Edmund Dusedan; and a 
more modern one by Tokim; a Val- 
entine “Carbotype” of the Henry VII 
Chapel, one of the choir West, and 
the Coronation Chair in sepia as well 
as in black and white. A series by 
Walter Scott of Bradford include 
views of Edward the Confessor’s 
Shrine, Mary Queen of Scots’ tomb, 
tombs in the sanctuary, tomb of Ed- 
ward III, the High Altar, and Queen 
Elizabeth’s.tomb. | — me 

Pictures of the Coronation Chair 
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are interesting. This 600 year old 
chair, more antique and historic than 
beautiful, contains underneath he 
seat the old “Stone of Scone,” unon 
which the Scottish kings were crown- 
ed until it was taken away from 
them, and the two kingdoms were 
united. This is the stone which not 
too long ago made headlines when 
it was “stolen” for a while, but re- 
turned. 

While thinking about coronations, 
we might as well take a look at the 
Crown Jewels, some of which wili be 
used in the coronation, but which 
spend most of the time in the Jewel 
Tower of the famous old Tower of 
London, Valentine once made an at- 
tractive card of the jewels in the 
tower. Many card makers have given 
us various views of the Tower: Sal- 
mon, Camden, Valentine, Stengel, 
Tuck, Gale & Polden, Mme. Tussaud 
& Sons. The Tower originally was 
built and used by William of Nor- 
mandy; but is now a sort of Royal 
Museum housing the Royal Jewels, 
armor, shields, and many kinds of 
heraldic relics. There are many stor- 
ies, and many mementos of royal 
prisoners, and burial places of people 
executed in the Tower. At various 
times the First Princess Elizabeth, 
Sir Thomas Moore, Bishop Fisher, 
Sir Walter Raleigh, and many other 
famous people have been imprisoned 
there. 

We also find a very few cards of 
Buckingham Palace (F.D.&S., Val- 
entine, and Tuck), with the marvel- 
ous Victoria Memorial, and the im- 
pressive Guards, and the Guards 
Band passing on its way to St. James 
Palace. 

There are also card views of other 
places which are well known, and 
have had their influence on the new 
Queen. Windsor Castle surrounded by 
rustic park, cattle, river. Cards of 
this last home of Queen Mary were 
made by Salmon, J. Pickett, Frith’s, 
Tuck, and others. And there are 
views of their beloved Balmoral 
Castle in Scotland, a friendly home-

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like place where “Lilibet” spent many 
happy days of her childhood. 

We have not attempted to cover 
the facts or the cards connected with 
Elizabeth II or the coronation, but 
to write as a gesture of friendliness 
and a tribute, expressed through the 
media of a collection and the col- 
leetor’s thoughts. 

It is rather a coincidence that one 
of our few cards is a view of rather 
bleak Holyroodhouse in Edinburgh. 
This view was mailed in Edinburgh 
on May 16, 1911, and contains this 
message, “This palace can only be 
seen from the outside, as it is being 
renovated for the royal visitors after 
the coronation. We have seen quite 
a lot of the country and will go to 
London in a few days and be there 
until after the coronation.”

card or subject. Over fifty years I 
have collected these, and what were 
hard to find or obtain in certain 
sections years ago now often turn 
up in fair number from other parts. 
Also if one goes about quite a bit, 
still fairly large lots of unused re- 
mainders not sold at the period issued 
are to be found in old stores and 
second hand shops. For example, the 
enclosed card, a Detroit, which some 
dealers claim so rare, I purchased in 
a lot of over 100 last April 19, packed 
away with other 700...and $5 took 
the entire lot. I have obtained many 
such lots for far less than le each, 
and the owners glad to get cash for 
items unsalable in their localities.” 

5. “I paid her $5 for about 5,000 
cards. Almost half of them were new 
clear Detroits of the early 1900’s. Do 
you think it was a good buy?” 

Sounds wonderful! But I’d have to 
see the cards! It does show that 
cards are more valuable educationally 
than monetarily.

Norristown, Pa., Herald of 1818 


Tells Story of Kaleidoscope 


A curious bit of information about 
a kaleidoscope maker came from 
France and was printed in the Nor- 
ristown (Pa.) Herald of August 19, 
1818. It relates that a glazier, who 
made kaleidoscopes in Paris, bought 
a piece of crystal, covered with a 
crust of amethyst, the whole lump 
weighing almost 80 pounds, for two 
francs. When a jeweler offered him 
a thousand francs for it, he returned 
it to the former owner, who had 
found it under the threshold of a 
door, while digging for a drain. He 
had kicked it out in the street, where 
it lay unobserved for several days. 


This is an interesting tale, and we 
hope the glazier was properly re- 
warded for his honesty. Today some 
would call him a darned fool. But 
this is beside the point. A kaleido- 
scope maker in France as early as 
1818, was what arrested our atten- 
tion. 


It is usually assumed that Sir Dav- 
id Brewster, Scottish physicist, in- 
vented the kaleidoscope. He did ob- 
tain a British patent for a kaleido- 
scope on July 10, 1817, which was 
followed by a French patent as- 
signed to a man with the same Win- 
sor, on May 25, 1818. 


For the beginning of the nine- 
teenth century the spread of a new 
idea from England to France, and 
then the casual reference to a kalei- 
doscope maker in the American 
newspaper, as if that was something 
well-known, seemed too soon after 
the alleged time of invention, and the

suspicion assailed us that the kaleido- 
scope may be much older than 
Brewster’s patent date. A little re- 
search brought the following to light: 


The name _ kaleidoscope, derived 
from the Greek words, kalos-beauti- 
ful, eidos-form, and skopein-to view, 
was already established years before 
Brewster’s patent, Proof for this is 
the title of a German book, printed 
c. 1800, at Leipzig, “Das Kaleido- 
scope,” by J. C. Winkler. 


The principle of the instrument 
(or shall we say toy, for as such it 
is best known) was described long 
before. Giambattista della Porte, a 
wealthy nobleman from Naples, Ita- 
ly, published in 1558 a book about 
the wonders of natural history and 
curious phenomena, “Magia Natur- 
alis,” in which he speaks of mirrors 
placed at an angle to each other and 
the increased number of reflections 
produced thereby. He called it Poly- 
phaton. 


Almost a hundred years later, the 
learned Jesuit, Athanasius Kircher, 
a native of Bavaria, described in his 
work on optics, Ars Magna Lucis, of 
1646, the repetitions of pictures put 
between two mirrors which have 
been placed at an angle of 120 or 
less degrees. 


In the city of Nuremberg, famed 
for hundreds of years as a center for 
toy manufacture, J. B. Bauer, in- 
vented in 1798, a peep-show box, in 
which the principle of the kaleido- 
scope was used. Colored or silhouet- 
ted figures were pushed past the 
mirrors placed at an angle and pro- 
duced the variegated and ever chang- 
ing configurations which surprise 
and delight us in a kaleidoscope. The 
inventor called it an optical rays box 
(Optisches Strahlenkaestchen). 


When in 1817 the news of David 
Brewster’s invention of the kaleido- 
scope was spread about through 
journals and the scientific publica- 
tions, J. C. von Yelin, bethought him- 
self of the Nuremberg  peep-show 
box, and wrote in protest a book, en- 
titled (in translation): The Kaleido- 
scope, a Bavarian Invention (Munich, 


While it has been shown that the 
principle of the kaleidoscope was 
long established, it seems still the 
accomplishment of Brewster to have 
compressed the phenomenon into a 
handy tubular form, which by mere- 
ly turning the tube and looking 
through it gives the thrill to watch 
the colorful symmetrical stars which 
ever fall apart to immediately form 
new surprising forms. 


The thrill lost none of its force 
for the last hundred and thirty years. 
The toy counters in our department 
stores, bear witness to this fact, 
where kaleidoscopes, though in cheap 
cardboard tubes, demonstrate the 
same delightful principle. The real 
delight for the toy collector though, 
is to find an old sturdy specimen in 
wooden or metal tube, to add to his 
collection. Look around, it still can 
be done.

shaped and nearly three inches long. 
The one known as “La Pellegrina,” 
is, or was, in the museum of Zosima, 
in Moscow and has been called the 
finest pearl known; so lustrous it is 
almost transparent. It weighs 112 
grains. In the Bereoford Hope col- 
lection at South Kensington Museum, 
London, is a pearl two inches long 
and four and a half inches in circum- 
ference. It weighs three ounces. 


Cleopatra, is said to have swallowed 
a pearl valued at $375,000. Sir Thom- 
as Gresham is said to have drunk 
one, in a toast to Queen Elisabeth of 
England, valued at $75,000. It was 
not unusual, or dangerous, in the 
days of long ago, to dissolve and 
drink jewels. In fact they were often 
used for medicinal purposes. And the 
lime of pearls will dissolve in acid, 
leaving only a pulpy mass. 


Julius Caesar made gifts of mar- 
velous pearls to his favorites, as did 
many another ruler. 


It takes time for the pearl to grow 
in the shell of an oyster, about four 
years to produce the best ones. And 
thousands of oysters may yield up 
no pearl of great value; then comes 
the priceless one; all of which has 
lured men on to seek a fortune from 
the sea from time immemorial. 


The ancients loved and feared the 
pearl. They said they were tears 
from heaven. Another belief of the 
people of India was that during cer- 
tain months of the year, Buddha sent 
dew-drops down from heaven and the 
oysters rising to the surface of the 
waters, caught and held them, until 
they were changed into precious 
pearls. 


Pearls, symbol of purity, have 
adorned the daughters of the Orient, 
the queens of all nations, the dusky 
maidens of the South Sea Island, the 
women of the harem and the matrons 
of modern society; all without fear 
or favor. Wherever supremacy has 
reigned, wherever wealth has ruled, 
wherever fair women and brave men 
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have lived, pearls have made history. 
Their undimmed lustre will shine in 
the future, even as it has in the past, 
for theirs is a beauty that never 
dies, The birthstone for June. 


ADVICE TO 
AUTOGRAPH COLLECTORS

You will generally find the item at 
least as good as described in a cata- 
logue, Printing costs are high—we 
can’t fully quote any but the most 
unusual pieces. 

You can soon find out which are 
the best dealers for you by keeping 
a record of what you buy, where you 
buy it, what date, and what price. 
Contents and values of individual 
letters vary widely but if you aver- 
age your purchases from any one 
dealer you can form a fair judgment 
of which dealers serve you best. Such 
an alphabetical list of your auto- 
graphs, with price data, is highly use- 
ful frequently—I urge you to keep it. 
The same data can be marked on your 
folders but a small pocket size book 
is handy to carry with you. If, also, 
you keep a record of offerings in 
your lines of collecting, that you 
don’t buy, so much the better. In a 
short time you will be able to judge 
prices and values for yourselves. 
Really it isn’t difficult—the work 
well repays the effort. 

I urge you to buy from dealers’ 
lists and I give you the reasons for 
doing so. The lists come by mail. 
There is no enthusiasm other than 
that aroused by the description of 
the item itself. Unless it is something 
you really want, you are apt to go 
on reading. 

I read dealers’ lists the minute 
they arrive, pencil in hand. I mark 
all I think I want. Then I read them 
over a second time, more carefully 
and note defects, check with what I 
already have, what others offer, may- 
be check price records, and prune my 
list to fit my budget. Then I must get 
a pen and paper and write an order 
and get an envelope and a stamp and 
mail it. When the items arrive, I go 
through the whole process again, plus 
making out a check. 

The collector who buys by this cool, 
calculating, leisurely method, with 
plenty of time to make up his own 
mind, has no one but himself to 
blame if he doesn’t get exactly what 
he wants. By mail there is no sales 
pressure except quality and worth. 

Buy something occasionally from 
each of the dealers—don’t stick sole- 
ly to one. You need the dealers quite 
as much as they need you. It is 
smart to be on the customer list, 
even if an infrequent buyer, of all 
the dealers. It’s easier to put all your 
business in one dealer’s hands but if 
you do you won’t see as wide a range 
of stuff to select from. An order or 
two a year—and it’s hard to find a 
dealer whose lists don’t offer any 
collector an item a year—will keep 
you on the dealer’s customer list. 

Some people seem to think nobody 
else buys—that catalogues are made 
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solely for them. They are disturbed 
if they don’t get all they order. Don’t 
think that, else you can be too easily 
disappointed ever to become a real 
collector. Anyhow, you’d be foolish 
to buy of a dealer who set all his 
prices so high that nobody else bought 
anything. There is no such dealer. 

Buy your letters and documents; 
don’t let anybody sell them to you. 
Buy them for their own merit in your 
own estimation.

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Jungle Monkeys 
Protest Airplanes 


Some 300 howler monkeys on Barro 
Colorado Island have declared war 
on the airplane. They resent these 
new “super- hawks” swooping low 
over the treetops and invading the 
skies above their primitive jungle, 
the six-square-mile wildlife area in 
Gatun Lake, Canal Zone, which is ad- 
ministered by the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution. Appearance of a plane over 
the island these days almost always 
brings out the harsh chorus of the 
howlers, sometimes described as one 
of the most blood-curdling sounds on 
earth. 

These big, black, bearded, extreme- 
ly ugly monkeys are distributed over 
the area in approximately six clans, 
each with its own rather closely de- 
fined territory. Ordinarily the clans 
are exclusive, but the appearance of 
a plane is the signal for a concerted 
chorus by all of them within a few 
minutes. 

The weird howl, which has been 
described as a cross between a dog’s 
bark and a mule’s bray magnified a 
thousandfold, is made possible by the 
peculiar throat structure of the ani- 
mals. It is used by clan groups in 
what a mystic might interpret as a 
sort of primordial hymn to the rising

sun or to the full moon, The howl 
has also proved, generally speaking, 
to be an all-purpose means of de- 
fense. Even hawks and eagles, which 
might occasionally snatch an untend- 
ed baby howler from the treetops, 
are said to be frightened away by it. 
Hostile clans of the howlers, zealous 
of their territories, never declare war 
on each other that results in tooth 
and claw combat. Instead, they come 
to the borders of their realms and 
howl at one another. Consequently, 
territorial lines seldom are crossed. 

The monkey has been conditioned 
for a few million years to the ordin- 
ary perils of the jungle, understands 
them fairly well, and knows how to 
cope with them. Few perils are great 
enough to call for concerted use of 
the supreme “weapon” of their race. 

The Barro Colorado howlers long 
since have lost any fear of man on 
the ground. They appear to have the 
utmost contempt for him. If they 
happen to be irritated by his pres- 
ence, they may drop sticks and other 
rubbish on his head. 

But a man in the air is different. 
The airplane is something new and 
strange. New and strange things al- 
ways are threatening, to monkeys as 
to men. The clans have only one 
answer. The monster must be scared 
away. .

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during the last ice age—has just been 
added to the anthropological collec 
tions of the Smithsonian Institution. 
The original was collected two years 
ago by -Dr. Carleton Coon, of the 
University of Pennsylvania. Located 
under three levels of glacial gravei, 
the skull was believed to represent 
the earliest-known member of the 
true human race, as distinguished 
from the earlier grotesque Neander- 
thal men and also from the much 
later Cro-Magnon race, 

After a careful reconstruction of 
the skull Dr. Coon returned it to 
Iran, but casts were made for the 
leading anthropological collections, 
including that of the Smithsonian. 
There is no question as to the an- 
tiquity of the specimen, although it 
may not be so old as was thought 
at first. The woman lived, at the 
latest, well within the last ice age. 
The reconstruction of the skull has 
made it possible to make several 
probably valid conjectures about her 
appearance. She was taller, stronger, 
and slenderer even than Norwegian 
women of today. The vault of her 
skull was about 100 cubic centime- 
ters larger than the average of 1,325 
centimeters for modern women. 

With this skull Dr. Coon found 
several others less well preserved but 
obviously belonging to individuals of 
the same race. It can be assumed that 
these people lived on the edge of re- 
treating glaciers during one of the 
retreats of the last ice age. They 
presumably were primitive hunters 
and food gatherers, as were the ear- 
liest-known inhabitants of North 
America.

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Trilobites Once 
Dominated 
the Earth 


Nearly half a billion years ago the 
dominant creatures on earth were 
curious, shelled, crablike animals that 
may have been distantly related to 
present-day spiders. These were the 
trilobites. They appear at the very 
dawn of life on earth, insofar as it 
can be traced by fossils. Impressions 
of their hard shells were preserved 
in the sea-bottom muds which later 
became rock, while all traces of their 
soft-bodied contemporaries of the an- 
cient seas were lost. 

Paleontologists now are able to con- 
struct some ideas of the ways of life 
of these strange little creatures of 
the dawn, says Dr. Christina Loch- 
man of Chicago in a Smithsonian 
Institution publication on the Cam- 
brian stratigraphy of Mexico, recent- 
ly issued. 

The animals now are believed, she 
says, to have been sea-bottom scav- 
engers. “During the Cambrian (the 
geological era starting about half a 
billion years ago), the various gen- 
era fully occupied the benthos (the 
sea bottom), crawling actively over 
the surface, lying partially buried in 
the bottom sediments, or burrowing 
slowly through soft mud and sand,” 
Dr. Lochman states. 

“The trilobite probably crawled for- 
ward over the surface bending from 
side to side in a more or less sinuous 
manner. This body motion, inherited 
from a pre-Cambrian wormlike an- 
cestor...must have been gradually 
lost.... With its antennae and its 
legs, the trilobite explored the sea 
floor for dead or dying organisms. 
When found, these fragments were 
moved toward the mouth either me- 
chanically by the legs or by water 
currents. They were caught and held 
at the mouth while they were torn or 
crushed into small enough particles 
to be swallowed. The primitive mouth 
parts sharply limited the trilobite’s 
food supply to small, soft, and in- 
active animals. Although the ma- 
jority of Cambrian animals were ap- 
parently without hard parts, the 
mouth parts of the trilobite were 
probably not capable of holding an 
actively struggling animal.” 

The hard shell covered only the 
back: of the animal. Says Dr. Loch- 
man: “The relatively short legs of 
the trilobite did not lift the animal 
far off the sea bottom but served 
only to push it along over the sur- 
face. Thus in normal position the 
ventral surface was naturally, pro- 
tected, and it mattered little that the 
group was not able to develop a hard 
ventral covering. But if the trilobite 
were rolled over by a strong wave 
or some larger animal, the ventral 
surface was exposed andthe animal 
was defenseless. By the Middle*Cam- 
brian the trilobites had acquired the 
habit of rolling up into a tight ball 
when disturbed... The value of this 
feature is revealed by the fact that 
all trilobites living after’ the Cam- 


brian possessed the ability to roll up.” 
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Conservation 


The soil, water, and fertilizer re- : 


sources of the United States are more 
than ample to meet all foreseeable 
requirements of a fast-growing popu- 
lation and world leadership but only 
if they are used intelligently for sus- 
tained production with conservation. 
This is the conclusion of Dr. Robert 
M. Salter, Chief of the Department 
of Agriculture’s Soil Conservation 
Service, in an Annual Report of the 
Smithsonian Institution just pub- 
lished. 

As Dr. Salter sees the job ahead, 
it is to get modern measures for 
improved soil management into gen- 
eral use on farms—a job that will 
take much “doing.” Although the 
farm production trend is upward, 
with today’s record level about 40 per 
cent higher than in 1935-39, the soil 
productivity trend is downward. The 
present rising trend in crop produc- 
tion will continue, with the aid of 
more new technology. But so will 
future requirements from agriculture 
greatly exceed current production— 
for needs of the free nations, for 
military needs, for the increasing 
United States population, for indus- 
trial raw materials, and for raising 
the nutritional standards of a large 
segment of this country’s population. 

“The job we face,” Dr. Salter ac- 
cordingly points out, “is one of bring- 
ing the greater portion of the land 
now in use—both naturally fertile 
and infertile soils—to a high level of 
economic production on a sustained 
basis. We need to offset soil deter- 
ioration, and on many soils go even 
further — build them up to higher 
levels of productivity.” 

Explaining that soils deteriorate 
through erosion, or physical removal 
of soil by wind or water action, and 
cropping that removes mineral nu- 
trients and organic matter, he places 
the annual plant nutrient removal 
from United States soils by crops 
alone at about three million tons of 
potash, nearly two million tons of 
phosphate, and more than three mil- 
lion tons of nitrogen. Except for 
phosphate, not nearly that much is 
returned; but “we need to put back 
much more to build up responsive 
soils to a high level of productivity.” 

Dr. Salter also sees big opportun- 
ittes for bringing idle or unproduc- 
tive land into use, through drainage 
improvement and irrigation, and im- 
provement of pasture. The job, he 
concludes, calls for continued and in- 
creased effort. in crop and soil re- 
search, and in co-ordinating and uni- 
fying educational and service pro- 
grams concerned with production and 
conservation. 


Sea Wool 


Garments woven of the “beards” 
of clams — so-called “sea wool” and 
possibly the golden fleece of Jason 4 
are described. in 4° publication ’'on 
Islamic art recently. issued jointly by 
the University of Michigan:and the 
Freer Gallery of Art of the’ Smith- 


dauolt 


sonian Institution: 
The same sort of cloth, in fact, 
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still is produced in Italy but on a 
small scale and chiefly for the tourist 
trade. Among the Smithsonian ex- 
hibits is a “sea wool” glove of modern 
manufacture. 

The clam is a giant Mediterranean 
species, the “Pinna marina.” Its 
shell attains a maximum length of 
about 3 feet, but the average is less 
than half this. From a gland in its 
“foot” it secrets silklike strands with 
which it attaches itself to the sea bot- 
tom. These strands may reach a max- 
imum length of about a foot. * 

The “silk” is of exceptionally fine 
quality — at least it was so regarded 
by the Arabs. 

Centers of the manufacture or “sea 

wool” cloth were Spain, Italy, and 
North Africa. 
_ An arab author quoted in the pub- 
lication says: “At a certain time of 
the year an animal comes forth from 
the sea and rubs itself on the stones 
of the seashore and a down as soft 
as silk with a golden color, lacking 
in nothing, falls off it. It is fine and 
small, and garments are woven from 
it which take on different colors dur- 
ing the day. The Umayyad kings (of 
Spain) used to put restrictions upon 
it, so that it was only exported secret- 
ly. The price of a garment is worth 
more than 100 dinars, on account of 
its fineness and beauty.” 

The value of a dinar — the gold 


coin in the Moslem civilization — is 


difficult to calculate in any present 
coinage but it was at least the equiv- 
alent of a dollar. 

Another account states: “The mar- 
vels of this province (North Africa 
and Spain) are many, one of them 
being Abu Kalamun. It is an animal 
which rubs itself on the banks of the 
seashore so that its down falls from 
it. It is soft like silk, of a golden color 
and it is fine to the touch. The sultan 
prevents the export of it to other 
countries, apart from that which is 
hidden. Sometimes the value of a 
garment reaches 1000 dinars.” 

Says another Arab author: “I have 
seen how it is gathered. Divers dive 
into the sea and bring out tubers like 
onions with a kind of neck which has 
hairs on the upper part. These tubers 
like onions burst and let forth hairs 
which are combed and become like 
wool. They spin it and make a woof 
of it so as to pass a warp of silk 
through it. The most magnificent 
royal garments of Tunis are made of 
it. The price of a garment sometimes 
reaches a thousand dinars.”

Transformation cards are generally humorous nature. A later series by 
A 


clever, at times intriguing and always 
fascinating. They are first referred 
to in the issues of the 17th century, 
and were issued in France, Germany, 
Vienna, England and later the United 
States. They are of varied themes, 
some humorous, burlesque, or comic; 
some satirical or political. They have 
been designed by famous artists which 
include: Herr Osiander of Vienna, is- 
sued 1818, executed in mezzotint 
after the style of many engravings 
by Bartolozzi; Olivatte of London who 
designed and published a pack in 
1828; Cowell, who designed a humor- 
ous, though of a grotesque nature, 
deck about 1810; T. G. Cotta who is- 
sued about 1806 in Tubingen a pack 
which became known as the “Alman- 
ack” cards, since they were issued an- 
nually for some years. Count d’Orsay 
drew in pen and ink a series for Lady 
Blessington, of a delightful and

Ifred Crowquill was issued. <A 
series published by William Tegg 
were copied in Vienna and Munich 
and in America they were made by 
Samuel Hart. Transformation cards 
designed by William Makepeace 
Thackeray were published in a book 
by his daughter after his death. There 
were. only twenty-one finished. <A 
most unique deck was issued by 
Joshua H. Reynolds during the reign 
of King George III. H. F. Mueller of 
Vienna designed several whimsical 
decks. George Cruikshank a noted 
engraver and cartoonist of a political 
nature designed a set of forty num- 
eral cards in pen and ink. These are 
only a few of the designs by the 
artists of renown. There are many 
not pictured nor described in any of 
the books to date that are just as 
worthy of attention. 

There are two definite types of 
transformation decks. One—the pips 
{suit signs) form a part of the de- 
sign or person. The Spade may be 
the face of a person, or a heart may 
be the face, trousers, coat, back of a 
chair; while the diamond is sometimes 
a book, banner, box, chair back and 
even the face of a person as the club 
ofttimes is also used. It is surpris- 
ing how cleverly the pips may be in- 
cluded as a part of the design. But 
in this type the pip is a necessary 
part of the design. 

The other type of Transformation 
is sometimes called “artistic,” amus- 
ing, and decorative or fanciful, in as 
much as the scene or picture is com- 
pletely independent of the pips, and 
the pips appear in the foreground as 
though superimposed onto the pic- 
ture. Some of these look as though 
they are old paintings in the back- 
ground. Sometimes they carry a 
theme through the suit and some- 
times it is carried through the deck, 
though generally the pictures are 


independent of each other. The pic- 
tures are generally pastels or sepias, 
and very subdued, though occasion- 
ally they are monotones. Advertising 
decks sometimes have tthe view of the 
plant covering the face of each card 
in a soft sepia. 

The first record of a Transforma- 
tion issued in the United States was 
a deck issued by Samuel Hart in 
1860. Some of the cards in this deck 
later appeared in Vienna and Munich 
as Pictorial cards. They were de- 
signed after an issue published earlier 
by William Tegg in London. 

The Eclipse Comic Playing Cards 
were issued in 1876 by F. H. Lowerre. 
There is a Joker in this deck, making 
a 53 card issue. The King of Spades 
is wielding a gold spade in ‘a grave 
with a skull and bones at his feet. 
His crown is high and gold. He is 
wearing a blue cape and red coat. 
The Queen is dressed in the same 
colors with a high crown also, and a 
little dog is in her arms. The Jack 
is a laborer with his lunch pail and 
a shovel swung over his shoulder. In 
the numeral cards, which are not cap- 
tioned, the pips are worked into the 
design but the figures are all small 
and a figure for each pip generally.

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Colors are deep with red, blue and 
gold predominating. 

The Harlequin deck issued by Tif- 
fany & Co of Paris, New York and 
London in 1879 were designed by C. 
E. Carryl. This is probably the most 
attractive of the Transformations is- 
sued in the U. S. The colors are all 
deep with red and black predominat- 
ing. There are only 52 cards in this 
deck, the joker having been omitted. 
The court cards of this issue are very 
interesting. The Spade King appears 
to have come out second best in a 
fight, with his left foot and right 
arm bandaged, patch over his left 
eye, as he limps along with a cane too 
short. The figure is full length as 
are all the court cards in this deck. 
The Queen is also a sorry looking 
sight with a bottle of liniment in both 
hands in spite of a bandage on her 
right thumb. It is the swollen jaw 
that causes an involuntary shudder— 
a jaw so swollen that the left eye and 
side of her mouth are distorted 
—even the bandage can’t hide the 
fact that she must have a terrific 
toothache. The Jack of Spade is even 
more unusual because he has the 
Prussian emblem on his tunic; yellow 
(maybe blonde) mustache and hair, 
wearing eyeglasses, holding a long 
stemmed pipe with the curved white 
bowl, and a musical horn. The King 
of Hearts has an expression of de- 
light on his face as if he has just 
sampled the jam—or maybe his look 
is one of anticipation. The Queen of 
Hearts—why of course—she has 


baked some tarts and with the pointed 
finger is evidently admonishing Jack 


of Hearts to leave them alone. This 
Jack of Hearts however is not inter- 
ested in the tarts because he repre- 
sents “Uncle Sam” with his red and 
white striped trousers and tunic with 
the stars on it, while under his arm 
is a silver dollar. In the other hand 
he holds a partially smoked cigar, and 
gives us that sly wink. (Maybe this 
is one silver dollar he will continue to 
hold onto). Grandpa King of Dia- 
monds is having a good time as he 
picks the banjo while keeping time 
with his left foot and from the am- 
used smile he must be watching a 
square dance. His spectacles and 
white hair do not fool us any more 
than those of Grandma Queen of Dia- 
monds do, as she keeps time with the 
bones (similar to the Spanish cast- 
anets). When we see the Jack of 
Diamonds we do not need to look 
at the tunic to know it is a French- 
man wearing the pointed mustache 
with a rooster under one arm and 
menu in the other. The King of 
Clubs has not been exactly idle dur- 
ing this time and one look at him 
tells us the story as he tries to get 
home quietly, boots in right hand, key 
in left, cigarette in corner of mouth 
and eyes too bleary to see the key- 
hole. The rest of the story can easily 
be guessed with a look on tthe other 
side of the door, at the Queen of 
Clubs, 

From the dour look on her face it 
isn’t likely she has his boot jack 
clutched in her hand just to be help-

The Jack of Clubs is none 
other than John Bull (his tunic veri- 
fies this) with a serious look on his 
face, pipe in right hand, and a little 
bulldog under his arm, 


The numeral cards are all color- 
ful, each having a clever idea and 
caption. The ten of Spades shows 
ten men bending forward in their 
chairs, with the caption ‘Election 
News.” The nine of Spades shows 
“The Witches Frolic.” The pips are 
the witches’ bonnets. The eight of 
Spades shows as many hunters—the 
pips are their black coats—as they 


eye a little lone bird on a low stump. 
The caption is “The First Bird.” 

“The Alderman’s Lunch” shows 
seven waiters bearing trays of wine 
and food. Again the pips are the 
coats. “Fire” shows five firemen 
running, wearing red blouses and blue 
trousers.

ed men, wearing turbans and red 
(hearts) tunics with a long stick in 
their hands; caption “Nomads.” 
“Market Day in Cork” shows nine 
housekeepers wearing green skirts, 
red (hearts) coats and carrying bas- 
kets to market. : 

“Enfans Perdus” shows eight sol- 
diers with Turk’s caps and red trous- 
ers carrying guns with swords at- 
tached. “A Batch of Barristers” 
shows seven red faced men, seated 
complete with white wigs and black 
coats, some smug, some dour, one 
very severe and two winking. “Soup 
for Six” shows six chefs wearing red 
shirts. 

The ten of diamonds is illustrated 
with ten soldiers marching off car- 
rying red knapsacks (diamonds). “A 
Movement in Tea” shows eight China- 
men each pushing a red box. “Music 
for the Million” shows three organ

grinders with their red organs (dia- 
monds) on their backs as they march 
along. “Anniversary week’ shows ten 
women, with green umbrellas clutched 
in their hands, wearing tan bonnets, 
white skirts and black coats (clubs). 
“A Nice Day for Little Ducks” shows 
nine ladies with upraised umbrellas, 
clutching their skirts—all wearing 
black coats (clubs). 

This issue has only the one design 
back but it is issued in red and gold 
or green and gold. It is a mounted 
Jester with his lance through the 
four Aces, in a circle formed by a 
gold line, and with a background of 
gold diamonds on red. The frame 
around the circle is of squares form- 
ed by fine black lines on red (or 
green, as the color may be). “Copy- 
righted 1879 by Chas. E. Carryl” is in 
fine black print in the lower border 
of each card. Cards are 25”x3%4” 
in size. 

The No. 1 Series of Harlequin 
Cigarette cards are identical to these 
in design and color except the cigar- 
ette cards have printing on the back, 
listing the cards and advertising the 
cigarettes and are -1144"x2%”. These 
were issued by Kinney Tobacco Co. 
about 1885. 

The Harlequin No. 2 Series had 53 
cards to the deck and was also Trans- 
formation but the No. 2 type. This 
is in sepia, pastels and pale colors. 
Some are very clever and some are 
just pictures with captions. These 
are the same size as the No. 1 Series 
and were issued in 1889, including 
a Joker for the 58rd card. There is 
no back picture—only printing, list- 
ing the cards, which probably served 
as a check list for those who were 
endeavoring to complete a set, and 
the advertisement “High Class Cig- 
arettes,” Kinney Bros. The Court 
ecards are full length, and though 
different they miss the humor and 
cleverness of the Tiffany FE arle- 
quin. 

The Harlequin No. 2 Series was 
issued in the large size by Kinney 
Bros. just as the small sizes. This 
large deck is 2146”x3%", and has a 
back design in color, with “Kinney 
Bros.” and a mention of Cigarettes. 
The colors are the same as in the 
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small deck. It seems most probsble 
that the large deck was obtained by 
completing a set of the smaller cies 
and sending them to the company for 
exchange for a standard size (at that 
time) deck. The scarcity of the 
larger deck seems to confirm this 
theory. 


There were several advertising 
Transformation decks issued in the 
1880’s. One of these was Murphy 
Varnish, issued by the Murphy Var- 
nish Company in 1883. The Kings 
are all different and bear slogans 
citing, “Murphy Varnish is the Best,” 
and “Murphy is the King of Varnish 
Makers.” The Jacks are really differ- 
ent; the most unusual being the Jack 
of Hearts which is represented by 
a Cupid with wings, bow and arrow 
and a pierced heart; below, “Try 
the Murphy Varnish.” The remain- 
der of the cards are all Transforma- 
tions with clever slogans throughout. 


The back of the deck is in green 
and depicts a Chariot with “MV” 
on the side, bearing a huge can of 
Murphy Varnish and drawn by two 
prancing white horses. The cape of 
the Charioteer is blown back. This is 
all within an oval framed by a back- 
ground of foliage which may have 
been intended to represent oak leaves. 


Vanity Fair, a comic issue, is quite 
well known among collectors and is 
in most deck collections. The Ace of 
Spades shows Miss Liberty and Uncle 
Sam reaching hands across a large 
Congress Spade Ace, “No. 41” be- 
low, and below this “Copyright 1895, 
by the United States Playing Card 
Company.” The Kings seem some- 
what out of character to say the 
least. The King of Spades has a 
little pipe in his mouth and carries 
a policeman’s stick. (The court cards 
of this deck are all double head 
cards.) His features do not repre- 
sent the familiar Henry VIII which 
is so customary that the kings rare- 
ly get a second glance. The King of 
Hearts with his red tipped nose and 
a cigarette in the corner of his mouth, 
and the King of Clubs with the shil- 
lalah and green patch over his right 
eye, are not familiar sights. 


The King of Diamonds looks his 
name and gets a second look this 
time. The diamond head sceptre which 
he holds back of him and the large 
diamond solitaire hold attention as 
does his red tipped nose. The Queen 
of Spades wields a ladle and spoon; 
the Queen of Hearts a big red rose; 
the Queen of Clubs with bee on 
cheek is holding a fork with which 
she has speared a pickle upright and 
the Queen of Diamonds holds a con- 
ventional flower. The Jacks all pre- 
sent a ludicrous appearance out of 
usual character, but pretty well rep- 
resent their titles. 


The numeral cards are the more 
amusing in this deck. The ten of 
Spades shows ten fat men with mus- 
ical instruments, the horn, trombone, 
drum, etc. Their black coats are the 
spade pips. The nine men armed with 
guns and a quart accompanied by a 
pointer are easily guessed to be hunt- 
ers, with their black coats (pips-

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Illuminated Manuscripts in Miniature 
The Middle Ages 


The other day I had the good for- 
tune to see one of the most marvel- 
ous of all miniatures, an illuminated 
manuscript of the Middle Ages, paint- 
ed and written by a contemporary of 
Jean d’Arc’s time.

were enlarged with the aid of a 
strong magnifying lens. Only the 
paintings were shown, as I am sure 
that the script would have been very 
hard to read even with the magnify- 
ing glass, but with the help of the 
narrator, and some magnificent back- 
ground music, one did not have to be 
a connoisseur of the arts to derive a 
dramatic story from these paintings. 

The beginning of the small manu- 
script showed the peasants in their 
simple working garb of heavy 
coarse material, toiling in the fields, 
chopping wood, driving animals to 
pasture. From the oldest on down 
they worked hard at living. They had 
no choice. Whole families joined in 
on the slaughtering of wild pigs for 
the long winter months ahead, It gave 
the impression that poor farm people 
in mediaeval times were not human, 
but animals themselves in a world 
where the code of living ‘was “the 
survival of the fittest.” Prosperity 
in those times was determined by the 
skill of the hands. 

The paintings depicted the life of 
the lords and ladies in their more 
luxurious surroundings, their beauti- 
ful stone manors, and castles with 
turrets, moats and drawbridges. 
No one in these surroundings, except 
the servants, wore coarse materials. 
None of these people worked. Theirs 
was a life of play, with too much

eating and drinking, a lot of laugh- 
ter, and no serious thoughts. 

Castles of those times had few or 
no windows, and so the lords spent 
most of their time out-of-doors play- 
ing games from which our field 
sports of today originated. They 
stalked deer through thick forests 
with huge clumsy bows and arrows. 
They chased foxes on horseback while 
their favorite dogs ran with them. 
Groups of men would hunt the dan- 
gerous wild boar. When the happy 
and successful hunter returned home 
with his quarry, there were lavish 
outdoor feasts where once again the 
wealthy gorged themselves on too rich 
foods and heady wines. 

The churches protested against wars, 
as they all do, but in those times war 
was celebrated as a great thing. Ev- 
ery few months the “game” of war 
became a terrible reality. Farms and 
castles, whole towns were ravaged. 
Beautiful things were burned and 
smashed. These things were done and 
accepted with an air of hilarity. The 
great wars were crusades. Distant 
shores were forged by professional 
warriors. Still, life went on, cathe- 
drals were built, civilization grew. 

A woman of that period had to 
know something of weaving, sewing 
and dressmaking, or she was consid- 
ered witless. If she was rich, she 
adorned herself with lavish materi- 
als brought by her lord from some 
distant shore. She cherished pets and 
learned music. 

But around the lives of all people, 
rich and poor, stood the influence of 
the church from baptism on. And 
Death was everywhere. He came to 
all men...the godly, graceful, good, 
the young and helpless, rich and poor 
alike.

spades). The seven of Spades shows 
men at music practice, again with 
their black coats. 

The five of Spades turns back to 
nursery rhymes— “Blackbirds baked 
in a pie” and they flew away—the 
Queen wearing a black coat in this 
is in the upper left corner. The upper 
right corner shows the -woman hang- 
ing out the clothes getting her nose 
pecked or tweaked by a bird. In the 
lower left we are reminded “Old 
Mother Hubbard Went to the Cup- 
board to get her Doggie a Bone,” 
and in the lower right, “There was 
an old Woman Who Lived in a Shoe.” 
In the center the witch is riding the 
broom, right to the moon. Of course 
they are all wearing black coats 
which are easily recognizable as 
Spades. 

When the ten of hearts appears 
there are ten little Indian chiefs, 
all wearing red coats, with long 
spears in the midst of a war dance 
and chant. The six of hearts shows 
six musicians, bullfrogs with red 
vests. The ace of hearts shows the 
bloomer gal of the 1890’s wearing a 
long cut-away coat in blue, with red 
bloomers, ready to mount her bi- 
cycle. 

The ten of diamonds shows ani- 
mals with red blankets on them. the 
nine of diamonds shows a teacher 
and her eight pupils, some with red 
shawls, others with large red books. 
The eight of diamonds shows a chorus 
of as many cats and dogs, dressed as 
children with red music books. The 
ten of clubs shows ten chorus girls 
with fancy costumes, black (clubs). 
The nine of clubs, not too well done, 
shows a baseball game in progress 
with black coats or shirts. The eight 
of clubs shows as many black coated 
policemen, while the next shows seven 
skaters in various positions from 
fancy strokes to impromptu landings. 

This deck is an excellent example 
of the true Transformation, as all 
pips are some part of the person or 
scene. The colors are all deep with 
blue, black, and red predominating, 
though there is much yellow also. 
There are two back designs. One has 
four clown heads coming together in 
the center and it comes in blue or 
green. The other design is made up 
of gargoyles, vampire and reptile 
heads amid scrolls, with a horned 
devil’s head in each corner. These 
come in red and brown. 

“Hustling Joe,” is another trans- 
formation deck fairly well known 
though it is more of the fancy type 
than a true transformation, since the 
pips are not a part of the design. 


The pips stand in front of the design ~ 


rather than being a part of it. Since 
it is generally referred to as Trans- 
formation it is included here until 
such time as a sufficiently technical 
classification really is made to in- 
clude it and many others, which are 
really being passed in this article 
as they should be. 

The “Hustling Joe” deck was copy- 
righted and issued in 1895 by the 
U. S. Playing Card Company, No. 61. 
The King of Spades wears a King’s 
Crown, holds a sceptre in his right 
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hand and a shovel (spade) over his 
left shoulder. The Jack carries the 
same type of spade over his shoul- 
der and a lunch pail on his arm, def- 
initely a laborer. The Queen, wearing 
her crown has a lunch pail ready to 
hand to one of the men. 

The ten of spades has a couple of 
tennis players in the act of a kiss 
back of the tennis racket, partially 
covered by a spade. The club suit 
carries a romance. The ace shows 
a cop on his beat; the two spot shows 
a safe cracker at work, but the cop 
walks up and catches him in the act. 
The six of clubs shows the cop and 
his bride have disagreed, and in seven 
she is in tears while he is going off 
down the walk. Her mother or a 
nosey “friend” is not apparently 
much aid in the situation but in the 
eight the young couple at the table, 
— hands and all appears to be 
well. 

Many years have passed by the 
time the Queen is seen. She is smok- 
ing an Irish pipe with a rolling pin 
over her shoulder and from the look 
on her face appears that she is not 
timid about using it as readily as the 
King would the cop’s stick he is car- 
rying. The Order of the King’s office 
is back of his left shoulder and they 
each are wearing crowns. 

The other cards and suits seeming- 
ly are unrelated. The ace and Jack of 
diamonds look as though they were 
diamond prospectors who had just 
made a strike, if one can imagine 
such a find as sparkling in the rough. 
The King and Queen are admiring 
large sparklers. The court cards are 
double heads, but the numeral cards 
are full length figures, and they are 
generally the full length of the card 
(in contrast to the small figures in 
the previous set). 

There are two back designs. The 
more common are the little tree 
dwarfs in a reversible design in grey, 
black and white. The other design 
comes in green and is also a revers- 
ible but with frogs all over, some 
diving from a raft or a post, others 
rowing in a boat and some swimming 
or sitting on a float. 

The fortune telling decks should 
be mentioned here, though they are 
hardly transformation decks, there 
are transformation cards in the fan- 
cy decks. The cards all have colored 
pictures in the center but it is the 
diamond suit that has several trans- 
formation cards of a more simple na- 
ture. The ten of diamonds is books, 
the seven of diamonds is dice, the 
five of diamonds is flags which a 
horned devil is using. From the “D” 
in the center of each he.could be 
warning “Danger.” The two of dia- 
monds has a diamond shaped pip in 
the center of two rings. 

The other cards have the pictures 
among the pips—pictures that help 
indicate their use as fortune telling 
cards, This deck is known as “Witch- 
es Fortune Cards,” No, 62, the U. S. 
Playing Card Co., issued about 1896. 
It has several color backs, including 
blue with orange serpents and bats 
making a frame for the witches at 
their cauldron, and a brown back- 
ground with yellow serpents and bats 
as a frame.
